“Let the material speak for itself.” In- 
numerable times, over the years, the best 
architects have espoused that belief and 
collectively shuddered at imitations: plastic 
siding made to look like brick or metal 
stamped to resemble cedar shakes. 

This finely detailed small house is a 
superb advertisement for the charm of 
building materials in their natural state. 
They are as plain as a flour-sack dress:

One Sunday in Finland, we spent 
an idyllic day in the little vaca- 


tion house of Uhra_ Simberg- 
Ehrstrom, the great and modest 
Finnish weaver whose ryas and 
tapestries hang in the grandest 
of marble halls all over the world. 
You approach the house by a 
narrow trail through a forest of 
birch and fir trees (the Ehrstroms 
must ski the trail for winter 
weekends), and you arrive even- 
tually at a tiny frame cottage, 
hand-built by the owners, painted 
a surprising ultramarine blue 
and silhouetted against the quick- 
silver glitter of water, of course, 
because this is Finland, land of 
60,000 lakes, and a house by a 
lake enveloped by sky and woods 
is what every Finn considers es- 
cape hatch non pareil. And it is. 

There was a little beach, a 
dock and a rowboat and most 
pertinent, the sense that the city 
of Helsinki, which you left hard- 
ly an hour before, must be a 
million light-years away. Inside, 
the Ehrstrom cottage was selec- 
tively furnished for sheer utility 
and casual comfort with russet- 
painted farmhouse antiques, a 
few of the owner’s ryas and smal] 
bibelots. No frills, no pretense. 
Candles and oil lamps. The sim- 
plest of accommodations. But all 
added up to a thoroughly, inesti- 
mably civilized, real haven to 
catch your breath in and renew 
the tired spirit. There was, as 
there must be in every Finnish 
home, a sauna—a step from the 
lake for that chilly plunge you 
take between hot wood-scented 
rests beside steamy coals. 

That evening, far past a faming 
sunset, in the daylight of a Fin- 
nish summer night, we ate magni- 
ficently—herring, sausage, cheese, 
bread, beer, coffee—from chunky 
hand-made lustreware. 

This was really Finland. Un- 
til then, we thought we had got 
the hang of the place and the peo- 
ple on our sightseeing rounds— 
in the shops of Helsinki and in 
our encounters with the ingenious 
design and color sense we saw 
everywhere. We had visited shops 
like Artek, specializing in the 
work of Alvar Aalto, Marimekko 
(who, with the simplest of pattern 
and vivid color, has changed 
the world-wide fashion picture) 
and Matsovaara, creator of those 
creamy brushed wool throws that 
seem to melt with color and 
whose printed fabrics are daring 
explosions of pattern.

We had marveled at the planned 
city of Tapiola, visited the Arabia 
factory and met ceramic and glass 
artists like Birger Kaipiainen 
who work not to meet deadlines 
of production, but to experiment 
endlessly with their talents until 
they achieve what is undeniably 
right and worthy of sale. We had 
visited 17th-century manor houses, 
had seen the workably resource- 
ful simplicity of modern archi- 
tecture and furniture, learned the 
names of the masters—Eero 
Aarnio, Ilmari Tapiovaara, Esko 
Pajamies, [lmari Lappalainen, 
Yro Kukkapuro—and bought the 
space age silver jewelry of Bjorn 
Weckstrom, new design genius 
even among the Finnish greats.

Word comes from Finland 
that as of right now there are not 
only lakesides but whole islands 
to rent—private islands all over 
the place, on the Gulf of Finland 
to the east, on the Gulf of Balta 
to the west, in the whole lake- 
studded center of the country. 
Average island, we're told, is 90 
acres of woodland. Average cot- 
tage is living room, bedroom, 
kitchenette and, naturally, sauna.

What is boui-boui? 


In the middle of the 1880s in France, the lifestyle then known 
as La belle Epoque was colored by luxury and ornamentation. 
Surfeited with extravagances, connoisseurs searched out tiny 
cafés—restaurants they named boui-boui (pronounced bwee 
bwee)—where simplicity replaced luxury. Marble tables and 
wooden benches amused and delighted the customers who were 
bored with the ornate. Today, we have a Boui-Boui at 69 
West 55 St. in New York, where you can have omelets 
sweet or savory, escargots, Welsh Rabbit (French-style) and 
elegant fare such as Le Poulet Champenoise (chicken cooked 
in champagne) and Steak Bordelaise. 


When do plums come on the market? 


July. and they last into September. Although we are all more or 
less inclined to think of plums in terms of green and purple, the 
color is actually only “skin deep.” Plans come in shades of 
green, purple, blue. yellow and red, and it is well worth noting 
that they come on the market fully ripe. Of the many varieties, 
the Santa Rosa is available earliest and lasts the longest and 
there are more Santa Rosas than any other variety. Plums can 
be used to make sherbets, kuchens, jam and salads and of 
course they are flawless eaten out of hand. 


What are pickled walnuts? 


Walnuts that are picked green before the nutshell hardens 
(about the middle of July, my English friends tell me), pierced 
through with a needle or similar tool and then placed in a brine 
that is changed every three days for nine days. They are then 
washed and put in the sun on trays until they are quite black, 
then placed in jars and covered with cold spiced vinegar. An 
English relish, pickled walnuts are served with cold meat or 
meat pies, sometimes in the pie. 


What is whitefish? 


A fresh-water fish caught in cold, deep lakes all the way from 
the Canadian Maritimes to the Great Lakes to the Yukon terri- 
tory. Considered by connoisseurs the finest fish there is, white- 
fish is moderately rich with a delicate, distinctive flavor. 
Available fresh or frozen, as a whole fish or as fillets. And also 
smoked as a whole fish. Perfectly delicious. 


When are nectarines in season? 


The freestones come into the market early in June and last 
through July: the clingstones follow the freestones and are 
with us until early in September. In choosing nectarines pick 
out plump, firm, well-colored fruit, because they have a delicate 
skin that is unusually susceptible to damage. Once ripe and 
ready to eat, store covered in the refrigerator. Nectarines can 
be used in any recipe calling for peaches. 


When is the raspberry season? 


Right now. In short. July is raspberry month and they'll be in 
the markets only until Aug. 1. So, in this all-too-brief season, 
enjoy this marvelous fruit that comes to us from Washington 
and Oregon. 


Should raspberries be washed before refrigerating? 


Definitely not. They are ripe when purchased, very perishable 
and water tends to increase mildew. Wash under tepid. running 
water just before using. Then lift them out of the water and 
drain thoroughly on paper towels. patting them gently to ab- 
sorb all the water. Always refrigerate covered. so no air can 
reach them, in the coldest part of the refrigerator, without 
freezing. Best, however, to use them the day you buy them. 








Are the Queen Crab and snow crab identical? 


Yes, known as Queen Crab or Atlantic Queen Crab in Canada 
(in Quebec, crabe des neiges) and snow crab in the U.S., but 
tanner crab in Japan. Since Feb. 15, 1971, any of this family 
(chionecetes) sold in the United States has to be labeled snow 
crabmeat. A perfectly delicious, snow-white meat with a vivid 
red surface, the snow crab is relatively new on the market. The 
snow crab packed in the United States is all canned, but that 
imported from Canada or Japan can be either frozen or canned.

The architects heightened

way to create living sculpture. “Espal- 
iex’ (either ess-PAL-yer or ess-pal- 


YAY is correct) is a French word used 
to describe plants flattened by pruning, 
bending and tying so that they are es- 
sentially two-dimensional with height 
and width but relatively little depth. 
Though espaliering is associated with 
formal gardening, it originally had a 
practical purpose. It developed in 
northern Europe and France, where 
hard-headed gardeners discovered that 
if they trained fruit trees on heat-re- 
taining south-facing walls and pruned 
them severely, the fruit grew larger and 
ripened sooner. In time, the pruners be- 
came sculptors creating ornaments for 
the landscape as well as prize crops. 
Probably the greatest appeal the es- 
palier offers to the latter 20th-century 
gardener is the drama of its stylized 
shape. As more and more of our distant 
views disappear. we focus much more 
intensely on our immediate surround- 
ings. Bare walls, exposed foundations, 
all

Essential to an espalier is the support 
on which it will be trained.

inches from the wall itself to allow air 
circulation. Attach the plant to its sup- 
port with soft plastic ties. Avoid kinds 
with wire inside: they become too tight 
as branches expand. 

The artist's sketches shown here il- 
lustrate formal espalier patterns, in- 
formal designs and plant materials. Ke- 
member, an informal design should not 
be the result of a neglected formal 
pattern. Both require caretul and con- 
stant pruning and training. Besides 
trees and shrubs, you can espalier hy- 
brid tomatoes of the big Boy type and, 
in containers, showy house plants and 
herbs such as rosemary, myrtle, lemou- 
verbena and scented geraniums. 

Trees and shrubs already established 
in a basic espalier pattern are available 
by mail and at some local nurseries. 
These give an immediate effect. Often 
a vigorous young shrub can be pruned, 
bent and adapted into a fairly decent 
espalier design in one season. Or you 
can begin with a “whip,” a tree that has 
not yet been topped off to form a 
branched head. In earliest spring, cut 
the whip back to about 18 inches from 
the ground. Select the best laterals that 
sprout from the cut. As these develop, 
bend, tie and prune them to the size 
and shape of your espalier pattern. 
the

Prune espalier each season, 
ably placed to create the form chosen.

Boil 
down until all liquid except the oil has boiled away. 
You should have 1 cup. Cool to room temperature. 
Discard the bag of seasonings. Place 3 ege yolks in 
the top of a double boiler, add the cup of pickle 
mixture and cook over simmering water, whipping 
constantly with a wire whisk, until the sauce has 
thickened to the consistency of mayonnaise. Beat in 
lemon juice to taste. Cool. Now beat 3 ege whites 
until they hold firm, shiny peaks.

1 cup salted peanuts 


2 tablespoons coriander seeds 


2 cloves garlic, peeled and minced 
Tabasco to taste 

Juice 1 lemon 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

5 tablespoons soy sauce 

Several twists of the peppermill 
4 tablespoons (14 stick) butter 

VY cup chicken broth 


Combine all ingredients except the butter 
and chicken broth in the container of the 
electric blender. Blend to make a smooth 
purée. Pour into a saucepan, add the but- 
ter and chicken broth. Bring to a boil. 
Cool. This amount is sufficient for two 
pounds of lean pork cubes. 

Place the meat in a polyethylene bag, 
add the marinade, then place in a pan in 
case the bag leaks. Marinate for several 
hours, turning often. Baste the meat while 
it grills. Heat any remaining marinade to 
serve as a sauce.

HOW TO CARVE 
A LEG OF 
LAMB AND 
A BAKED 
HAM French-style, American-style 


By JACQUES PEPIN, the House Beautiful Chef 0 The two 
methods are interchangeable. The basic difference between 
them is in the slant of the knife. The French cut the meat on 
the bias in long, thin slices almost parallel to the bone, 
whereas the Americans cut the slices almost perpendicular to 
the bone, and they are slightly thicker. And, whether you are 
carving a leg of lamb, a ham or a leg of veal, the technique is 
the same. 

Whichever method you use, French or American, you con- 
tinue carving until the bone is completely bare. Then you turn 
the leg over and repeat the same operation. The underside, of 
course, is not as meaty as the top. 

Contrary to Americans, the French like their lamb cooked 
to the “pink” stage. This does not mean rare (as with beef, for 
example). In buying lamb, make sure you are getting young 
lamb (once known as “spring” lamb) and not mutton—which 
is meat from animals 114 to 2 years old and another kettle of 
fish entirely. The meat from young lamb is firm, a nice deep 
pink, the fat rigid and very white. Regardless of how you cook 
the meat, and this applies to all roasts, allow it to rest 15 to 20 
minutes before carving so that juices can settle. It also makes 
carving easier. 

As for ham, I recommend buying “fully-cooked” ham. 
Fully-cooked means only that the ham has been cooked to an 
internal temperature of 148°, a government regulation. I my- 
self recook it for two to three hours completely covered in 
barely simmering water. Then I braise it, perhaps in a 
Sauce Madere, in the oven for 30 or 40 minutes longer. You 


may, if you wish, stud the cooked ham with cloves, as shown. 


1. Shank end at your left, cut a piece 
off the shank end of a leg of lamb all 
around the bone so you have a straight 
“esthetic” edge. 2. Next, cut straight 
down to the bone, one inch from the 
edge of the roast. This is to protect you 
in case the knife slips while carving. 
3. Start slicing at the slant, almost par- 
allel to the bone, so you have wide, 
thin slices of meat with clean edges. 4. 
Trim the end of the ham as you did the 
lamb. Now slice a piece about half an 
inch thick off the bottom of the ham to 
make a flat surface for the ham to sit 
on. 5. Start slicing, straight down, per- 
pendicular to the bone. To release the 
slices easily, slide your knife flat along 
the bone into the meat at right angles 
to the slices every so often. Lift the 
nicely eut slices onto the serving plate.

What are wine producers trying to tell you—or keep 





from you? In this second installment, we cover German 


and Italian labels and what you can learn from them

rely on your linguistic skill. It will usually appear plainly 
in English, either on the main label (which has been espe- 
cially printed for export) or on a second label carrying the 
name of the American importer. In the June issue we covered 
the wines of France. Here we deal with the whole fabric of 
definitions and associations conjured up by the phrases 
“Product of Italy” and ‘Product of Germany.” 

Italy is the largest wine producer and consumer in the 
world. Nearly a quarter of the country’s people live by the 
wine trade. They make practically every type of wine—and 
every quality. After satisfying their own thirst and that of 
the countless tourists, the small 4°- of their production that 
they have left to share with the world is still enough to rank 
them second in wine exports. Most of what they send out is 
not “fine” wine, comparable to the greatest wines of France 
and Germany—though a small amount of it is, and for this 
the labels will clue you in. Italian wine labels are less complex 
than those in France, like the wines themselves. 

Despite their long enjoyment of wine (it was the Romans 
who carried vines to all the countries of northern Europe), 
the Italians remained quite casual about names until recent 
years. This reflected equally casual attitudes toward grape- 
growing and winemaking. Frequently, different grape vari- 
elies were indifferently mixed together, and farmers favored 
the ones that were easiest to grow and most generous in bear- 
ing. Innumerable scattered plantings of vines made Italy look 
like one vast but spotty vineyard (the Greeks named the coun- 
try Enotria, or wineland), rather than a systematic place with 
well-tended vines concentrated on the most favorable sites. 

Wishing to upgrade and support its best wines and to gain 
prestige on the world market, the Italian government issued 
a decree in 1963 establishing rigorous controls along the 
lines of the French Appelation d’Origine Contrélée. Called 
Denominazione di Origine Controllata, these regulations have 
gradually been applied since 1965 to all of the major Italian 
wines—some 400 now out of a total of more than 1.500. 

Essentially the D.O.C. decree required that a wine with a 
place name be made from the traditional varieties of grapes 
and in accordance with the natural conditions and estab- 
lished practices. Limited areas of (Continued on facing page) 
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favorable soil are marked. Meth- 
ods of planting and cultivation 
are regulated. Pressing, blending, 
aging and bottling are all con- 
trolled. Only when each of these 
regulations is observed, together 
with specified labeling, can a 
wine proclaim its “Denomina- 
zione di Origine Controllata.” 

From now on you will find the 
D.O.C. guarantee on most Italian 
wines in America because we 
import mainly the better wines. 
You will also find other signs of 
quality because even before the 
D.0.C., Italy had various signifi- 
cant controls. Working to live 
down the unfortunate “red ink” 
reputation of yesteryear, the Ital- 
jan government has for some time 
checked all exported wines for 
adequate alcohol and wholesome- 
ness. Moreover, major regions 
formed their own voluntary or- 
ganizations to draw boundaries of 
districts, regulate grape varieties, 
fix maximum quantities, etc. Thus 
there were already effective guar- 
antees for such fine wines as the 
best Chiantis and Barolos. 

The major wine names in Italy 
are either place names or grape 
varieties. Chianti and Barolo are 
both place names, the first a large 
district in Tuscany that grows an 
enormous quantity of wine, the 
second a village in Piedmont. 
Other Italian wines (imported 
here) with place names include 
Barbaresco and Gattinara from 
| Piedmont; Valpolicella, Bardo- 
lino and Soave from Veneto; Or- 
vieto, Frascati and Sicily’s unique 
Marsala. Wines named for grape 
_ varieties include Barbera, Nebbi- 
olo, Verdicchio, Lambrusco and 
such international varieties as 
Cabernet, Merlot and Tocai. A 
wine named for a grape variety 
or one with a fantasy name such 
as Lacrima Christi (tears of 
Christ) also carries a place name 
| even though it may not always be 
|svoken, e.g., Lambrusco di Sor- 
| bara. 
The story of Chianti 





)To the world at large, Chianti 
| long ago became almost a syn- 
onym for Italian wine. The world 
also discovered that Chianti could 
ve good, bad or indifferent. If 
yen wanted the best. yon selected 
a “Chianti Classico,” which came 
_from the best part of the area he- 
tween Florence and Siena and 
was identified by a black rooster 
jseal on the neck of the bottle. 
The several next best, still au- 
thentic Chianti but not “Classi- 
20,” carried similar seals showing 
,1 cupid, a chimera, a centaur, a 
lily, a cluster of grapes, ete. 
Furthermore, the better Chianti 
lid not find its way into a straw- 
covered fiasco but was put in 
| Bordeaux bottles to lie on its side 
vind age. The costliest was labeled 
Riserva,” meaning that the pro- 
ducer had reserved it as his fin- 


est. And there were some very 
honorable exceptions to the no- 
tion that all of the best Chianti 
was Classico, e.g., Frescobaldi 
Nipozzano and Ruffino Riserva 
Ducale, neither of which is. 

All of this was so well estab- 
lished that it will surely contin- 
ue. Besides Chianti Classico, the 
new D.O.C. specifies six other 
controlled Chianti areas: Montal- 
bano, Rufina (not to be confused 
with the producer Ruffino), Colli 
Fiorentini, Colli Senesi, Colli Ar- 
etini and Colline Pisane (as well 
as plain Chianti). 


W hat’s in a name? 


A place name, most commonly 
a town or village, is always at 
least one part of an approved 
D.O.C. name. Frequently it’s the 
whole name, but sometimes there’s 
also the name of a grape variety, 
such as Moscato or Verdicchio, 
sometimes another self-evident 
word such as Rosso (red) or Bi- 
anco (white). The great red wine 
of Piedmont, Barolo, needs no 
further qualification, although 
connoisseurs know that it has to 
be made from the Nebbiolo grape, 
and logically it could be called 
Nebbiolo di Barolo. Nebbiolo 
d’Alba is a lesser wine made 
from the same grape but not 
grown in the limited Barolo 
area. Barbera is another grape 
variety that does especially well 
in Piedmont, resulting in D.O.C. 
recognition for Barbera del Mon- 
ferrato, Barbera d’Asti (where 
the famous spumante or spark- 
ling wine comes from) and Bar- 
bera d’Alba. In Piedmont, vin- 
tage years are more important 
than in most of the rest of Italy 
because this is far enough north 
that summers vary. 

Occasionally a producer pro- 
motes his company name so well 
that it is mistaken for the name 
of a wine. White wine from the 
Veneto has become so popular 
here in recent years that I’ve 
heard people ask for “Soavebolla” 
or even just “Bolla” as though it 
were a wine name. Soave is the 
name of a town and of a D.O.C. 
wine; Bolla is a company. The 
same company makes red Bardo- 
lino and Valpolicella, and a fine 
big Recioto della Valpolicella 
that’s relatively scarce and cost- 
ly. Among other leading compa- 
nies making similar wines in the 
Veneto are Ricasoli, Folonari, 
Bertani and Lamberti. 

Like Italy, Germany is also in 
the midst of redefining her wine 
laws and labeling. But Germany 
has far less wine to label and 
sell, and more of what she has is 
fine wine. German labels are al- 
ready precise and highly inform- 
ative, provided you can _ read 
German and take apart the long 
compound words. The new Ger- 
man laws were aimed at simplify- 
ing things by (1) ranking all 


wines at one of three levels: table 
wine, quality wine and quality 
wine with distinction; (2) 
solidating very small vineyards 
to reduce the number of named 
sites (currently over 30,000) ; and 
(3) giving an exact meaning to 
every term in use. I say the laws 
“were” rather than “are” so aimed 


con- 


because what was to have taken 
effect this July 19 has now been 
set aside. As a member of the 
turopean Common Market, Ger- 
many must coordinate her wine 
regulations with those of other 
member countries, and necessary 
changes are under 
Meanwhile, the old terminology 
survives. 

The German wines of high 
enough quality to export are gen- 
erally either Rhine wines or Mo- 
sels. The Rhines are labeled ei- 
ther Rheingau,  Rheinhessen, 
Rheinpfalz or Nahe, which are 
the names of large districts. The 
Mosels say “Mosel-Saar-Ruwer,” 
bringing together the three river 
valleys involved. Add the Frank- 
en wines and you have all of the 
country’s best. As elsewhere in 
the world, simpler wines tend to 
have simpler names, progressing 
from single descriptive words like 
Moselbliimchen and Liebfraum- 
ilch to town names with a fanci- 
ful wine name attached, such as 
Zeller Schwarze Katz (the Black 
Cat wine of Zell). Better wines 
have town names followed by spe- 
cific vineyards (as Niersteiner 
Auflangen, in our illustration). 
The best wines come from a few 
vineyards so famous they can af- 
ford to drop their town names.

Liebfraumilch 


The German wine that  every- 
one knows best is Liebfraumilch. 
But far more people drink it than 
really know what it is. The name 
Liebfraumilch (meaning milk of 
the Blessed Virgin) is not a de- 
scription of the wine nor is it 
a grape or place name. It may 
been more than 
two centuries ago, from the 
Church of the Blessed Virgin in 
Worms. But at least since a court 
decision of 1910, it has been a 
collective name for “Rhine wines 
of good quality and delightful 
character,” with no one but the 
winemaker required to pass on 
the level of goodness and delight. 
The consumer money 
and takes his choice, relying on 
the shipper, the importer and his 
own palate. Other German labels 
of somewhat similar vagueness in- 
clude  Moselbliimchen, Zeller 
Schwarze Katz, Krover Nack- 
tarsch and Niersteiner Domthal. 
In many other cases specific 
vineyards have become what are 
called “generic vineyard names,” 
and wines with any of these names 
do not have to come from the ac- 
tual vineyard, only nearby, un-

more. The ‘-er” ending on the 
town name is the same as in 
English: a wine from Piesport is 
a Piesporter just as a man from 
New York is a New Yorker. 
The two labels in our illustra- 
tion show a wine from the Rhein- 
hessen, the important Auflangen 
vineyard of Nierstein; and one 
from the Mosel, the even more 
famous Doctor and Bratenhofchen 
vineyards (combined) of Bern- 
kastel. When a single vineyard is 
famous enough, it may choose to 
omit the town name, e.g., in the 
Saar, Scharzhofberger (from 
Welting) ; in the Rheingau, Mar- 


cobrunner (from Erbach), Stein- 
berger (from —_ Hattenheim), 
Schloss Vollrads (from Winkel) 
and = Schloss Johannisberger 
(from Johannisberg). 

You have to accumulate a great 
deal of experience or consult a 
reference book to know which 
vineyards and which growers are 
the best in each town. The gov- 
ernment (Staatsweingut) and 
church and school holdings are 
superior in most places, as are 
members of an association called 
the Verband Deutscher Natur- 
wein-Versteigerer, whose stylized 
squarish eagle with the letters 
VDNV appears prominently at 
the left side of their labels. 

German terms that will most 
likely be retained in the new code 
include the following marks of 
quality and type: Kabinett wine 
—made from ripe grapes that 
can be fermented into wine of 




























sufficient alcohol without added 
sugar; Spatlese—made from late. | 
picked fully ripe grapes; Aus- 
lese—made from __late-picked 
grapes with all green and dis- 
eased berries removed from the 
clusters; | Beerenauslese—made 
from individually selected berries 
that are overripe and showing the 
so-called noble rot; Trockenbeer- 
enauslese—made from individual 
shrunken (raisined) berries with 
full noble rot; Eiswein—made 
from frozen grapes of Spatlese 
quality or better. All of these 
were ranked as “quality wines 
with distinction” in the laws now 
being revised. Terms that this law 
proposed to drop included Natur- 
rein or Naturwein (supposed to 
mean without sugar), Feine or 
Feinste (the grower’s personal 
opinion of the best part of his 
production) and the producer’s 
Fass or Fuder (cask) number. &

Taming wild transplants 


Jacqueline Heriteau, noted earlier 
on these pages for her excellent 
How To Grow It and Cook It 
Book of Vegetables, Herbs, Fruits 
and Nuts (Hawthorn Books, Inc., 
$6.95) is presently landscaping 
a new house in the middle of a 
forest. “Locating the material is 
great fun—strolling the woods 
looking for mountain-laurel, hem- 
lock, ferns, violets, hepatica, Vir- 
ginia creeper and marsh marigold, 
to name a few. Transplanting is 
another thing.” 

To tame the wild transplant 
successfully, she suggests these 
basic guidelines: 

Do enough research to avoid 
mistaking poison ivy for Virginia 
creeper (three leaflets, “flee”; 
five, “let it thrive’) and to be 
able to identify suitable subjects 
and predict their future size and 
shape in your garden. 

Understand that wild plants 
flourish and grow well with little 
care when transplanted to situa- 
tions that duplicate the soil and 
moisture, climate and light they 
have just left, but will sulk when 
things are otherwise. 

Dig small subjects in clumps, 
-rather than as individuals, and 
take up as much of the surround- 
ing earth as possible. Root-prune 
subjects with rambling root sys- 
tems (mountain-laurel, for in- 


stance) one or two seasons in 
advance of transplanting to stim- 
ulate growth of roots close to the 
trunk of the plant. This will make 
it easier to ball and transport 
‘without breaking important roots. 

Dig in the cool of the day when 
possible, keep roots shaded and 
moist and transplant toward eve- 
ning. Keep plants well watered 
the first season and fertilize only 
after they are established. 


Re-cycle lawn clippings 


To bag or not to bag—that is 
the question faced by power 
mower owners with a pile of grass 
clippings each week. The deci- 
sion: in favor of a grass-catching 
bag. Clippings left on the lawn 
cannot decompose quickly enough 
to nourish the soil and build up 
in a smothering layer of thatch 
that robs grass of light, moisture 
and food. 

According to turf maintain- 
ance experts of the Jacobsen 
Manufacturing Co., you can help 
both your lawn and the environ- 
ment by re-cycling clippings 
through a compost heap. In any 
out-of-the-way place with an area 
at least three or four feet in 
diameter, pile grass cuttings into 
five-inch layers interspersed with 


a thin layer of soil. Mix in gen- 
erous amounts of high-nitrogen 
fertilizer to speed decomposition. 
Keep moist. The finished com- 
post will be free plant food that 
completes nature’s cycle when re- 
turned to the soil from whence 
it came. 


Begonias for a sunny place 


For years I thought that wax or 
ever-blooming begonias (B. sem- 
perflorens) were shade plants. 
Then one summer I saw beds of 
them in full, hot, baking sun at 
the Loose Park Garden Center in 
Kansas City, where Landscape 
Architect John Philip Baumgardt 
had wisely used them for low- 
upkeep, nonstop bloom in beds 
surrounding a patio. The bego- 
nias tolerate the heat, along with 
moderate drought, yet the tai- 
lored plants never sprawl over 
the ground or go all to seed. 
The year’s most exciting new 
wax hbegonia is an F, hybird 
called Bloomin’ Big which covers 
10-inch plants with single flowers 
half as big as a tuberous begonia. 
They’re a knockout for bedding 
in sun or part shade; for pots, 
boxes and baskets, indoors or 
out. From the George W. Park

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On clear mornings, Mr. and Mrs. Elwood Folsom can 
look up from their first cup of coffee at the table (right) 
and see the sun-washed eastern slope of Pike’s Peak, 
rising 14,110 feet into the crisp Colorado air. Or they 
can swing around and view the ruggedly carved mesa 
behind their house (above). From the glass panels along 
the living room and master bedroom walls, a good 
eight-iron shot would reach the undulating greenery 

of an 18-hole golf course. There is nothing haphazard 
about these views from within the house. They were 
carefully planned by the Folsoms and Architect James 
Stageberg of Minneapolis when this Colorado Springs 
site was little more than a field of prairie grass. 

The Folsoms retired recently and asked Stageberg for 

a simple house that worked well and was easy and 
inexpensive to maintain. He obliged with a home 
protected by untreated cypress, which eventually turns 
to a uniform and virtually permanent gray. Stageberg’s 
plan (lower right) brings them into the house under 
cover—comtorting knowledge in a snowstorm—through 
a well-positioned entryway. Opening a course from the 
front door directly to the kitchen, this flagstone-floor 
entryway neatly separates living and sleeping areas 
and smooths the traffic flow during gatherings of family 
or friends. Kitchen counters are gratifyingly generous. 
The brunt of solar heat is blocked from the fixed and 
sliding glass wall panels by overhangs or setbacks. 
Additional light spreads over the family and living rooms 
from a clerestory window, yet the house is relatively 
private on the street side (above). The fireplace (far 
right center) divides and serves both living and dining 
spaces, a handsome curve of cypress above it.

Not at a museum or in the photographs of a 


Sculpture in your garden. 


famous collector's estate. but on your terrace, by 


your pool, on your city balcony. even in your 


.small backyard grass plot. The idea is not as 


startling as it once was. Certainly a garden 
planned just for sculpture would be nice, but 
sculpture in any landscape can be rewarding be- 
cause of what happens when art meets nature. 

Sculpture has been used outdoors for cen- 
turies. In Egypt. sphinxes dominated the land- 
scape. standing indestructibly for royal strength. 
The Romans used Greek originals and adapta- 
tions extensively in both private and public 
places and, in the forums, often deified rulers 
with the Roman brand of idealized portraits in 
stone. Renaissance statues were a symbol of re- 
ligious faith, but presumed the wealth and power 
of the owners. Sculpture was, in fact, throughout 
a long period of history, a medium for the royal 
and the wealthy—and they knew a good thing 
when they saw it. Today, it is the effect that is 
kingly. for sculpture rules, outdoors as well as 
in, as one of man’s most powerful and creative 
artistic expressions. 

The effect of sculpture outdoors is quite 
different from that in a controlled, indoor en- 
whether in private homes 


vironment. Indoors- 


or in museums—it is man-made art in a static, 
man-made setting. Outdoors, it is in an environ- 
ment that is constantly changing with the sea- 
sons, the times of day and the weather. The 
choice of pieces must be made on a different 
basis. A large piece that might look cramped in- 
side can assume a special freedom when it’s not 
restricted by four walls. Small pieces must be 
placed carefully so they are not overwhelmed by 
the vast spaces of nature. But scale is not the 
only question. The patterns of nature set up a 
rhythm into which sculpture can blend—or 
against which it can contrast. From their meet- 
ing, you will certainly gain fresh insights into 
the natural world. 

Whatever object you place in your garden 
should say something about you as an individual. 
You should want it. believe in it, back it up all 
the way. If you like your garden and you like 
the sculpture you put in it. the two can combine 
to give you pleasure threefold and an_ honest 
spot to sip your tea and get away from the world. 
Think carefully ahead of time about the exact 
spot you want to place your work of art. Decide 
on the kind of visual impact you want from that 
piece and its surroundings. how it can help you 
see nature in a different way, whether you want 
to create a mood of actiy ity or serenity. You will 
want the sculpture to relate to its surroundings 
but seem neither to be outdone by them nor to 
overpower them. 

The three examples on this page show vari- 
ous approaches to the man/nature relationship. 
In the formal setting at far right, several pieces 
of modern sculpture are placed in and around a 
pool. Well-organized and decorative, this sculp- 
ture focuses on the pool, yet at the same time 


acts as a link between the geometric lines of

brick and stone and the rippling foliage beyond. 
A faun in the woods, on the other hand, plays his 
pipes, at ease in his leafy abode, seeming totally 
alive and integrated with his surroundings. The 
third, a mobile, is made up of free-flowing shapes 
reminiscent of birds in flight. With each puff of 
the breeze it moves, in tune with nature. The 
sculptures on the next page, too, relate well to 
the environment, from a stone that emerges from 
the ground, looking more nature-made than man- 
made, to a stylized, traditional fountain. 

Thus sculpture can be a focal point, a 
fountain or a large piece that becomes a hinge 
around which an entire setting revolves. This is 


formal sculpture in a formal setting, and it won’t 





have a casual flair—ever. It will, however, be a 
unifying force for whatever is near, and it will 
incorporate nature into its realm. 

\t the other extreme, even mass-produced 
items, such as little stone frogs, can provide 
great pleasure if theyre in the right spot. They 
will not be successful as the center of attention, 
but they will thrive when treated casually, with a 
certain sense of humor. They can be tucked into 
corners where you least expect to see them, or in 
their natural habitats—a rabbit by the woods,

magic element of surprise in discovering a sculp 
ture sitting behind a tree or beside a terrace 
like the inquisitive fox below. 

Sculpture can be a marker for a bridge or step 
At the end of a path, it can be the reason for ¢ 
stroll. It can break up a monotonous length o 
wall. It can, in fact, be and do almost anythin; 
you can imagine. 

The scale of a sculpture to its surroundings 
is critical to the effect. Anything of large to monu 
mental proportions needs the proper space to ex 
pand visually. Henry Moore’s “Draped Reclining 
Woman” (near left below), though not gigantic 
would seem looming in a tight space. Here it is 
relaxed, stretched out by a pond, as oriented tc 
its environment as is the stone in the setting a 
far left center. A Noguchi sculpture on a city ter 
race ( far left below) reaches for the sky, com 
pletely at home with the rising buildings arounc 
it. And John Harris’ light-up (and sound-mak- 
ing) Plexiglas hemispheres (/e/t) have a sweep 
ing lawn to take full advantage of their startling 
presence. 

Think, too, about how a seulpture will be seer 
from inside the house, an important considera- 
tion in winter or in the rain. And lighted well, i 
can be enjoyable after dark. 

Before you put any piece out, consider how} 
it will react to weather and air pollution. Some 
materials hold up well though some split, crack, 
warp or slowly wear away. The important thing to 
realize is that all materials—stone, wood, metal 
or plastics—will be affected by the elements and 






will deteriorate to some extent. Sometimes the re-j 
sults of weathering can be visually beneficial, 
with the softening and aging making the sculp- 
ture more comfortable in its surroundings. In 
other cases, the impact of the piece will be hurt if 
and} 


weathering may ruin the stability of an object. 





the sharpness of features is impaired 


Sculpture, any kind, will weather unevenly, de- 
pending on which parts of it are most exposed. | 
The patina on bronze, for instance, will turn up| 
in some spots much sooner than in others. t 

Air laden with moisture or pollution is the} 
worst enemy of stone and metal. Sun and mois- 
ture are hardest on wood. Therefore, a stone 
sculpture will have a rougher life on a terrace in 
New York City than it will on a patio on the out-} 
skirts of Phoenix. But that doesn’t mean it won't 
survive. Its durability depends on the kind of 
stone it is made of. 

The more porous a stone, the more it will 
react to moisture and pollution. Granite and 
basalt are hard, therefore longer-lived. Sandstone 
and limestone (with its derivative, marble) are 7 
more porous materials and consequently tender- § 
er. Marble discolors badly outdoors—and once 
stained usually cannot recapture its original

It started when Arne Hansen thought of using 
polyethylene balls to keep his pool from freezing 
during the long Danish winter. The balls kept 
heat inside industrial tanks—couldn’t they keep 
cold out of his pool?

of whimsey in a room that may

Vanilla Ice Cream 

114 cups light cream 

14 cup sugar 

1, teaspoon salt 

4 ege yolks 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

2 cups two-day-old heavy cream 


Heat the light cream in the top of a 
double boiler until a film shines on top. 
Stir in the sugar and salt until dissolved. 
Take off the heat and set aside. 

Slightly beat the egg yolks. Stir in a 
little of the hot cream. Slowly pour the 
ege mixture into the remaining hot 
cream, stirring constantly. Place back 
over simmering water and cook, stirring 
constantly, until the custard coats a 
spoon. Take off the heat. Cool. When 
cold, stir in the vanilla and heavy cream. 
Freeze according to mechanical freezer 
instructions. This quantity makes about 
1% quarts, but the recipe can be dou- 
bled successfully. 

To make ice cream in the refrigerator: 
Follow the same directions until you 
come to the heavy cream, which should 
be whipped before it is combined with 
the cold custard. Freeze according to ba- 
sic directions.

Like the wines themselves, American labels are sim- 
pler, with fewer categories and special terms. But they 


can still tell you a lot. The last of a three-part series.

the labeling of European wines is a confusing 











Shackled by centuries of tradition, 


(and unend- 
ing) welter of names—villages, vineyards, varieties, people. 
In the first two stories in this series (House Beautiful, June 
and July), we tried to bring some order to the chaotic label- 
ing in France, Germany and Italy. 

American wine producers, on the contrary, have newly 
approached the problem. Catering to the awakening national 
interest in wine, they have made a determined effort to sim- 
plify the labeling so that the average man or woman can 
make an intelligent choice without feeling like the village 
idiot. Indeed, they've nearly eliminated vineyard and place 
names (though with the ever-increasing production of fine 
wines, these may soon come into wider use). And a majority 
of them have also eliminated vintage years, striving for the 
best consistent blends, wines we will recognize as the same 
ones we've enjoyed under those names before. 

American table wines (11% to 14° alcohol)—those we 
will deal with—can best be divided into three groups for easy 
identification: generics, varietals and proprietaries. A sam- 
pling of labels is shown at the right. 

Generics are wines named after broad categories, usually 
Claret, Chablis or 
Wine. There is no legal limitation on the use of these names, 


European, such as Burgundy or Rhine 
so the American winemaker is free to put out whatever suits 
his convenience. California Burgundy needn’t taste anything 
like New York State Burgundy, nor is either necessarily like 
any French Burgundy. 

The choice of grape varieties used in blending generic 
wines is entirely up to the producer. 


alcohol, 1.4% 
Petite Sirah grapes. The Christian 


The popular Gallo 
Hearty Burgundy (14% residual sugar) is 
made from about 70% 
Brothers well-aged Burgundy is a blend of Zinfandel, Petite 
Sirah, Mondeuse and Early Burgundy grapes, all grown in 
the Napa Valley. But the labels don’t tell you this. They al- 
most never tell the composition of generic wines; the only 
exception | know is Beaulieu Vineyard, which tells all on the 
back label of every bottle it sells. 

On the other hand, varietals are wines named for their 
predominant grape variety, such as Cabernet Sauvignon or 
Zinfandel, Grenache or Sémillon. Our law says that an Amer- 
ican varietal must be made from at least 51% of the named 


grape—the rest can be (Continued on page 85)

Here with shirred tops made with Conso 
shirring tapes and tiebacks of rick-rack 
leis from Coats & Clark. 

4. Fabric refurbishing for an old desk. Cut 
fabric to fit and glue to desk with Scotch 
Spra-ment (or any adhesive that dries 
clear and is recommended for both wood 
and fabric), then finish with spray varnish 
or polyurethane coating. (Do not pull too 
tautly when applying or fabric may shrink 
as glue dries.) af 
5. Another curtain detail—big, floppy ruf- 
fles, a right-this-minute decorating favor- 
ite. Even when not seen on both sides (as 
they are on pillows), folded ruffles hang 
more smoothly—and save hemming. 

6. Plain, rounded ottomans, the edges 
fitted ever so smoothly with stretch knit 
dress fabric, topped with ready-made trim. 
7. Pillows—terrific accents, easy sewing 
for beginners. These pillow forms from De- 
sign Research are 24 inches square, feath- 
er-filled. Zippered covers are edged in ruf- 
fles made of pre-pleated skirt material. 
8. A twin bed and Kapok-filled bolsters dis- 
guised as a sofa—the lower half framed in 
wood and padded with Mountain Mist cot- 
ton batting for a rounded look—decked out 
in stripes worked in different directions. 
9. A fabric rug beneath a glass-topped 
table, first appliquéd and then hemmed, he 
held to the floor with double-faced tape oS a, f 
and varnished. be \ 
10. Patchwork, the darling of the day, here 
reviving a tired armchair. New cover is 
stapled or tacked to the chair, the raw 
edges hidden by glued-on gimp or braid.

Spend your sewing time sewing—not 
tracking down your supplies. Know where 
you put that certain spooi of thread, the 
extra needles and leftover fabric, the in- 
structions for new projects you're plan- 
ning. In short, get organized—whether you 
have one wicker basket to line or a whole 
room to arrange—and you'll find it much 
easier to get going on any sewing idea. On 
these pages, the methods used by three 
experts: at right, a sewing closet planned 
for House Beautiful by Francine Coffey, de- 
sign consultant for the Singer Co.; at left, 
the L-shaped sewing table and storage 
closet seen on Lucille Rivers’ ‘‘Fashions in 
Sewing”’ television show, and a pegboard 
in the apartment of New York decorating 
supplier lsobei Worsley, a sewing buff both 
professionally and privately. Or you might 
want to look into the all-in-one sewing cen- 
ter—Sears has three styles, for about 
$140 each. Closed, it’s a piece of furni- 
ture; open, a full sewing center with space 
to install your sewing machine, a 32 by 45- 
inch work surface and two shelves. 
Talented Francine Coffey, who has turned 
the craft her mother taught her into an ex- 
citing career, still sews because she likes 
to. A St. Louis native wiio’s been making 
her own clothes since she was eight, she 
previously worked for Yves St. Laurent in 
Paris and Vogue Patterns in New York. 
Now at Singer, she’s involved with just 
about every phase of sewing—from giving 
lessons to Dinah Shore on television to 
designing this closet for House Beautiful: 
1. The whole unit is 12 feet 2 inches wide, 
two feet deep and eight feet high, divided 
into a six-foot sewing wall and a six-foot 
storage closet both with individual parti- 
tions for various storage and sewing needs 
and supplies.

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Finish with finesse. There’s nothing chic 
about a loving-hands-at-home-look. Give your 
ideas the decorator polish they deserve. 

Begin at the beginning. Both the Singer Co. 
and Sears offer sewing courses through their 
local stores; they emphasize dressmaking but 
will teach you the fundamental techniques. 
Watch for special demonstrations and classes 
given by fabric and notions companies at de- 
partment stores; many of these cover sewing 
for the home. Invest in good reference books 
—see our recommended list on page 127— 
so you'll have a permanent ‘‘refresher course”’ 
for difficult projects. 

Start with something simple—a square cloth, 
a pillow, a comforter from a kit—but do it in 
the most smashing fabric you can find. 

Get to know fabrics by texture and fiber con- 
tent as well as color and pattern. Make the 
unexpected——maybe wet-look vinyl in a pocket- 
organizer for your bathroom door? Measure 
correctly and purchase enough material— 
allowing for seams, hems, pattern repeats and 
matching. Unmatched plaid curtain panels 
can make your whole wall seem to slant. 
Enjoy your sewing machine. This is one of 
the best-engineered pieces of equipment in 
your home. Keep it in good condition; learn 
to use its special operations. Consider the 
convenience features of these new models: 
the Pfaff Push-Button machines, with push- 
button control of stitches and a unique dou- 
ble-feed mechanism to keep fabric from slip- 
ping; deluxe versions of the Brother Interna-

Plan for good lighting. Install an overhead 
spotlight aimed so you can see dark thread 
against dark fabric, so your needle won't be 
in the shadow of your head. Or find a good 
directional wall light, such as the ‘‘Amper- 
sand,’ which mounts on wall or 14-inch peg- 
board or stands alone on a table.

Chocolate Ice Cream 


Make up the Vanilla Ice Cream 
according to directions, adding 2 
squares (l-ounce size) of un- 
sweetened chocolate to the light 
cream when you make the cus- 
tard. Then follow basic freezing 
directions. 


Strawberry Ice Cream 


Follow the recipe for Vanilla Ice 
Cream and freeze according to 
directions. Meanwhile, crush 2 
cups ripe strawberries with 1 cup 
sugar. Then stir in 4% cup Grand 
Marnier. Once the ice cream is 
frozen, remove the dasher. Then 
stir in the strawberry mixture. 
Ripen as directed. 


Fresh Orange Ice Cream 


4 to 5 medium navel oranges 
Juice of 144 lemons,* strained 
2 cups sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

1 cup heavy cream, chilled 

1 cup light cream, chilled 


Using a vegetable peeler, cut the 
rind off the oranges in very thin 
pieces, taking care not to pick 
up any of the white skin. Place 
rind in the container of an electric 
blender. Set aside for the moment. 

Peel the oranges, cutting deep 
enough to eliminate all the white 
membrane. Then cut them in half 
lengthwise and cut out the white 
center core. Finally, cut the fruit 
into chunks. Add to the blender 
and purée at the highest speed. 
Measure exactly 2 cups. Pour into 
a saucepan. Add lemon juice, sug- 
ar and salt. Place over moderate 
heat and stir constantly until sug- 
ar is dissolved. Do not let mix- 
ture come to a boil. Refrigerate 
overnight. To make the ice cream, 
combine the cold orange mixture 
with both the chilled creams. 
Pour into freezer can. Follow 
freezing instructions on page 84. 

*Boil the lemons a couple of 
minutes and you'll get more juice. 


Praline Ice Cream 


1 cup (4-ounce can) blanched 
almonds 

144 cups sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

6 cups heavy cream 


Place the almonds in a shallow 
pan in a 350° oven and brown 
lightly. Shake the pan occasion- 
ally to turn them over. Take care 
not to allow them to burn. 

Heat 24 cup of the sugar with 3 
tablespoons of water until the 
sugar caramelizes (turns brown). 
Immediately stir in the nuts. 
Bring to a boil, then pour onto a 
buttered baking sheet. When 
cold, break up and pulverize in 
the electric blender.

Chocolate Ice Cream 


Make up the Vanilla Ice Cream 
according to directions, adding 2 
squares (l-ounce size) of un- 
sweetened chocolate to the light 
cream when you make the cus- 
tard. Then follow basic freezing 
directions. 


Strawberry Ice Cream 


Follow the recipe for Vanilla Ice 
Cream and freeze according to 
directions. Meanwhile, crush 2 
cups ripe strawberries with 1 cup 
sugar. Then stir in 4% cup Grand 
Marnier. Once the ice cream is 
frozen, remove the dasher. Then 
stir in the strawberry mixture. 
Ripen as directed. 


Fresh Orange Ice Cream 


4 to 5 medium navel oranges 
Juice of 144 lemons,* strained 
2 cups sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

1 cup heavy cream, chilled 

1 cup light cream, chilled 


Using a vegetable peeler, cut the 
rind off the oranges in very thin 
pieces, taking care not to pick 
up any of the white skin. Place 
rind in the container of an electric 
blender. Set aside for the moment. 

Peel the oranges, cutting deep 
enough to eliminate all the white 
membrane. Then cut them in half 
lengthwise and cut out the white 
center core. Finally, cut the fruit 
into chunks. Add to the blender 
and purée at the highest speed. 
Measure exactly 2 cups. Pour into 
a saucepan. Add lemon juice, sug- 
ar and salt. Place over moderate 
heat and stir constantly until sug- 
ar is dissolved. Do not let mix- 
ture come to a boil. Refrigerate 
overnight. To make the ice cream, 
combine the cold orange mixture 
with both the chilled creams. 
Pour into freezer can. Follow 
freezing instructions on page 84. 

*Boil the lemons a couple of 
minutes and you'll get more juice. 


Praline Ice Cream 


1 cup (4-ounce can) blanched 
almonds 

114 cups sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

6 cups heavy cream 


Place the almonds in a shallow 
pan in a 350° oven and brown 
lightly. Shake the pan occasion- 
ally to turn them over. Take care 
not to allow them to burn. 

Heat 2%, cup of the sugar with 3 
tablespoons of water until the 
sugar caramelizes (turns brown). 
Immediately stir in the nuts. 
Bring to a boil, then pour onto a 
buttered baking sheet. When 
cold, break up and pulverize in 
the electric blender.

Guidelines to Good 
Homemade Ice Cream 


For a finer-grained ice cream, it 
is best to use two-day-old heavy 
cream. 


For greater volume and a 
smoother finished ice cream, it is 
desirable, whenever possible, to 
make up the mixture a day ahead 
and refrigerate it. 


Chill the mixture thoroughly 
before freezing, regardless of 
when it is to be frozen. 


Sugar should be dissolved in 
liquid over heat before combin- 
ing it with the other ingredients. 


The cream should be scalded 
before combining with other in- 
eredients, for better texture and 
better flavor. 


Fruits are added to the mixture 
after the ice cream is frozen but 
before it is ripened. 


How to determine if ice cream 
is frozen: Ice cream has reached 
the right consistency when_ it 
looks like very heavy whipped 
cream. After it reaches this point, 
it should be allowed to “ripen” 
(see below), as the old cooks 
said, which simply means to mel- 
low. Ripening can be done in two 
ways: by packing the freezer tub 
with ice and salt and allowing it 
to stand for several hours or by 
placing the container, standing, 
in the freezing compartment of 
an electric freezer (it must main- 
tain zero temperature). 


Note well: The American Dairy 
Association recommends “tem- 
pering” the ice cream before serv- 
ing it. This simply means to hold 
it at room temperature for about 
10 minutes before serving, or in 
the refrigerator for half an hour. 
Note, too, that chocolate, fruits 
and nut ice creams have a slight- 
ly higher sugar content and a 
lower melting point, so they can 
be served at freezer temperature. 


How to pack an ice-cream freez- 
er: Whether the freezer is hand 
or electric, it is packed in exactly 
the same way. Correct ratio of ice 
to salt is of utmost importance. 

Allow four to six parts chopped 
ice to one part coarse rock salt 
(this is also known as ice-cream 
salt). After the ice-cream con- 
tainer has been placed in the tub 
or pail, the crank secure on top, 
fill the tub one-third full of ice 
before adding any salt; then add 
the ice and salt in alternate lay- 
ers around container until full. 

Although, for perfection, ice 
cream should be frozen slowly, 
the process can be speeded up if 
the necessity arises. In that case,

Now comes the only tricky part. 
You need to strain off all the 
juice from the fruit through sev- 
eral layers of cheesecloth. So you 
will have to devise some way to 
hold the fruit in the cheesecloth 
above a large bowl so that it can 
drip—a little judicious squeezing 
is allowed to extract the maxi- 
mum amount of juice. 

Once all the juice has been ex- 
tracted, measure it into a sauce- 
pan (discard the pulp). Then, for 
each cup of strawberry juice, add 
1 cup of sugar, Cook over moder- 
ate heat, stirring until the sugar 
is dissolved and the syrup comes 
to a boil. Allow to boil for exact- 
ly two minutes. Skim off all the 
froth. Then pour the hot syrup 
into hot, sterilized jars or bot- 
tles. Seal securely. 

This should make about two 
cups of delicious syrup, but the 
amount will depend on the ripe- 
ness and juiciness of the fruit. 
The recipe can be doubled or 
tripled with equally good results. 

Use as a sauce over ice cream, 
vanilla pudding, custards, rice 
pudding, bread pudding, cereals; 
as a flavoring for milk shakes and 
ice-cream sodas; or just as a re- 
freshing drink made with crushed 
ice and carbonated water. 


Fresh Peach Sauce for 
Sundaes and Parfaits 


4 medium-size fresh peaches 
1% cup sugar 

14 cup orange juice, strained 
Juice of 4 lemon 


Peel and pit the peaches, then 
crush. Combine the crushed fruit 
with sugar and orange juice in a 
medium-size saucepan, Bring to a 
boil, stirring constantly, over high 
heat.

Referring to our illustration, only 
The Christian Brothers makes 
(and can sell) Chateau La Salle, 
a popular semisweet table wine 
made from the Muscat de Fron- 
tignan grape. Only Paul Masson 
makes Emerald Dry—though 
other wineries can sell wines 
called Emerald Riesling, named 
for the grape. Proprietary names 
are designed for easy recall—and 
easy pronunciation. 

“Estate bottled,” used with va- 
rietals, is a claim that guarantees 
a good deal more than just the 
varietal minimum of 75%. For a 
wine to be so labeled, the grapes 
must all be grown on the property 
of the winery. At least 75% of 
the wine must be made by the 
winery, but all of it must be su- 
pervised and aged by the com- 
pany. This careful and total su- 
pervision does not absolutely 
guarantee fine wine—a small am- 
ateur operation can produce es- 
tate bottlings too—but it gives a 
good chance. 

When the label says “produced 
and bottled by” it means that the 
winery has made at least 75% of 
the wine itself from grapes that 
it buys or grows, in any propor- 
tion (normally it buys more than 
it grows). It can buy the other 
25% of the wine already made. 

“Made and bottled by” means 
that only 10% of the wine has to 
have been made by the winery, 
which seems to be a_ rather 
strange use of the word “made.” 
Just “bottled by” means only 
what it says—a bottling opera- 
tion, often affixing a private label 
for an individual store, packaging 
and selling bulk wines that have 
been made by someone else. 
These terms are not of such great 
importance with wines you al- 
ready know, made by large repu- 
table firms. All of the larger win- 
eries buy grapes and some of 
them buy wines. It’s what they do 
to age and treat and blend, to 
put good wine in the bottle and 
get it to you, that counts most. 
But when you come upon an un- 
known company and wine, these 
qualifications can help guide you. 


Designation-of-origin 


Further distinctions include a 
designation-of-origin that few 
know about. If the label says 
“Napa Valley,” it means that at 
least 75% of the grapes have 
been grown and fermented in that 
region. This also applies to wines 
labeled “New York State” or any 
other area. Since New York wines 
are commonly made with a cer- 
tain amount of neutral Califor- 
nia wine (blended in to decrease 
the grapey Eastern taste), as 
well as sugar and water (needed 
to increase the alcohol), this 
limits the out-of-state elements to 
25%. If they go beyond that, the 
wine may be labeled simply 
“American” but not “New York.” 





















































When there is a vintage yez 
on the label, the law says t 
wine must be all of that year. 

It’s always worth your time 
read any label the wine produce 
puts on the back of the bottle, < 
well as all the small print on t 
front. Often a back label tel 
you—in the best American trad 
tion of practicality, self-help a 
popular education—how the ma 
who made the wine thinks yd 
can enjoy it most. 


Tips from the maker

on any sculpture made of marble 
are likely to wear away rather 
quickly. There’s not much you 
yourself can do to treat stone to 
prevent weathering, so either con- 
sult a qualified expert or leave 
stone sculptures alone. 

Bronzes are strong and thrive 
beautifully outdoors. Weathering 
causes a patina that often gives 
the sculpture a fresh dimension. 
Though, as a rule, it’s best to 
leave cleaning of any sculpture to 


the experts, you are reasonably 
safe in cleaning bronze with a 
mild soap-flake solution. Thor- 
oughly rinse and pat dry. Then 
wax with any hard wax (those 
containing carnauba wax are es- 
pecially good). This will give the 
piece a luster and help forestall 
severe weathering. 

Metals other than bronze can 
rust, but a coat of paint or clear 
finish may give them more resis- 
tance.

Even if 
hair is oily, one can be used, since whatever the hair doesn’t need. 
it won't absorb—and the excess will be rinsed away. Is there any 
way to make hair grow faster? Many of the myths associated 
with this question are just that—myths. But some interesting 
side notes have come to light. For instance, the caveman tactic 
of dragging his woman by the hair, while a little extreme, may 
have had some points in its favor.

and and had it installed

We removed thresholds,  lev- 
eled floors, put up new ceilings 
and repapered throughout the 
house, and I became very pro- 
ficient at painting.

REMODELING IDEAS 


BY THE BOOK 


Where is the usable information 
on remodeling and maintaining a 
home? In the pages and columns 
of House Beautiful, we submit 
modestly, and in similar maga- 
zines, we would have to acknowl- 
edge. Yet, no magazine can pos- 
sibly provide answers to every 
remodeling question in a single 
issue, 

Good books are a more encyclo- 
pedic source, And judging from 
the new crop of books that appears 
each year, the subject of remod- 
eling seems to be permanently 
fascinating. Below are a_ few 
culled from recent lists. We feel 
these are above average as de- 
pendable sources of information 
on keeping up or changing your 
home (mostly) or apartment. 
And at the end of these columns: 
a few not-so-recent manuals still 
worth considering. 


e All Your Home Building and 
Remodeling Questions Answered 
by Stanley Schuler (Macmillan, 
$8.95). One 14-page chapter is 
devoted exclusively to remodel- 
ing. A somewhat larger portion is 
addressed to families planning to 
build a new home. But by far the 
ereatest chunk of this meaty 534- 
page book deals with questions 
that apply equally to remodeling 
or new building. For example, in- 
formation on finding an architect, 
a contractor or a subcontractor; 
the essentials of planning interior 
space; and answers to such ques- 
tions as “How do you soundproof 
a door?” or “For exterior work, 
which is better—an oil paint or 
latex ?”” and “How can the cost of 
plumbing be reduced?” 

Schuler’s answers are direct 
and honest. Information is  di- 
vided into logical sections, and a 
fairly comprehensive index ought 
to direct you quickly to the spe- 
cific subjects you want. 


© How to Renovate a Brownstone 
by William H. Edgerton (Halsey 
Publishing, $14.95). Written by 
Edgerton and nine others—all 
specialists in this urban  field— 
this 373-page book is the first of 
its kind we’ve seen. Set in type- 
script, it is clearly written and 
contains all the information one 
understanding 
what’s ahead in a brownstone ren- 
ovation. Somewhat disappointing 
is the lack of photographs or 
sketches and anecdotes.

Or, for an unusual 
taste, sprinkle nutmeg in a cup of 
coffee. Subjects include clothes, 
grooming, pets, children, food, 
housekeeping, tools, gardening, 
travel and many more. 


@ Complete Book of Home Work- 
shops by David X. Manners 
(Harper & Row, $8.95). If you’re 
handy, one of the best ways to 
reduce home maintenance costs is 
to do your own maintenance. A 
workshop is going to make that 
job easier. It’s a place to make 
small repairs; tools are stored in’ 
orderly fashion, and you save 
wear and tear on the rest of the 
house. 

This guide, written by the for- 
mer Building Editor of House 
Beautiful, is one of the best on 
the subject.

By JAMES DeLONG [] Architect Paul 
Marti, Jr. and his wife had a fond vi- 
sion of the home they wanted to build. 
It was to be a long, rambling, horizon- 
tal structure with hovering terraces, 
bold chimneys and dramatic confronta- 
tions of roofs and walls. Only two ob- 
stacles stood between them and the ful- 
fillment of that dream: Their small, 
narrow lot in an old St. Louis suburb 
and a bantam building budget of $30,- 
000-—-including the cost of the land. But 
as Marti dryly observes, “Nothing can 
bring you back to earth quicker than a 
severe cramp in the pocketbook.” Re- 
turning to reality, they assayed their 
modest assets and saw that the only 
way to go was up. By accentuating the 
vertical, they were able to fit both lot 
and budget and transmute their limita- 


lions into a treasure house of upright 


space and striking simplicity. Clad with 
eolden boards of California redwood, 
the pure form of the house reflects its 
honest purpose—to gracefully house a 
young family of four within their pres- 
ent means. Seen from the street (above 
left), its abstract ramparts inspired local 
schoolchildren to call it “Fort Apache” 
while it was under construction. But now 
it is settled among the trees as an ac- 
cepted member of the conventional resi- 
dential neighborhood. Because of its sim- 
ple honesty, such mundane functional 
necessities as downspouts, the band of 
copper flashing that caps the walls and 
the shadow-catching channels in the ver- 
tical siding become elements of consider- 
able adornment. The majestic volume of 
the living room (right) was achieved by 
doing with less space in the other areas of 
the house. Since it shares its volume with 
the dining room beyond and the shut- 
tered master bedroom above. the sacri- 
fice of floor area in those rooms is not 
noticeable. Low-maintenance quarry 
tile covers most of the lower floor. Its 
rich, warm pattern complements the 
economy of structure overhead and uni- 
fies a random mix of colorful furnishings. 
The wood deck outside the living room 
(below left) is shaded by a giant syca- 


more standing on an adjacent vacant lot. 
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isciplined by reality, 
Marti fashioned a work of art that’s 
also a satisfying home 
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The master bedroom (right) enjoys the 
option of sharing the light-filled upper 
space of the living room or being in- 
stantly shuttered into a retreat of abso- 
lute privacy. A sliding door opens to a 
view of the brook that meanders across 
the rear of the property. The tiny, shel- 
tered balcony provides front-row seating 
at summer sunsets and spring freshets. 
(gain, the austerity of the straightfor- 
ward architecture is relieved by simple 
means—a brightly painted wall and the 
pattern of stained Douglas fir boards 
that span the ceiling. The two-level ceil- 
ing in the dining room (lower left) gives 
a sense of sheltered intimacy to the clas- 
sic Saarinen dining group—while also 
concealing the heating ducts for the bed- 
room above. From his upstairs eyrie 
(top left), eight-year-old Dane can keep

that an artist’s best 


is especially applicable to architects. 
Confronted with the challenges of lim- 
ited space and means, a designer like 
Paul Marti can still produce a first-rate 
work of architecture-as-art while satisfy- 
ing the basic human needs of shelter, 
comfort and utility. But, as he is quick 
to point out, there is another essential 
factor in the creation of a successful 
building. “Architects cannot exist in a 
vacuum, he says. “They must have a 
client to respond to and design for. In 
this case the client was my wife.” To- 
eether the Martis faced the decisions that 
brought their house into being. By dis- 
ciplining themselves to use simple, inex- 
pensive materials, they had money left 
for such luxuries as the quarry tile floors 
and bronze finishes on the metal win- 
dows and sliding doors. Paul, the archi- 
tect. wanted the stairway to stand free in 
the shaft of the stair hall; but Audrey, 
the client, felt it should be enclosed to 
gain a closet beneath. The client pre- 
vailed, and Marti admits that “that closet 
sure is handy.” The real winners, though, 
are their son Dane and daughter Kara. 
Few children can claim to have grown up 


in a golden house overlooking a brook. 
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T.. quality of the house 
reflects a well-conceived floor plan and 
a sensitive response to the site 
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Although the 50 by 150-foot lot is of 
the standard minimal dimensions found 
in most urban subdivisions, its unusual 
side and rear exposures to a wooded 
landscape dictated an unconventional 
design treatment (below). As in all good 
architecture, the intrinsic quality of this 
house springs from its carefully con- 
ceived floor plan (below left), which 
takes full advantage of the site’s ameni- 
ties. To effect maximum construction 
economies, Marti stayed within the 
framework of a fairly symmetrical plan. 
At first glance, this format seems rigid 
and formal, but a careful study reveals 
many subtle variations on the basic 
theme. The house that finally emerges 
from plan into three-dimensional reality 
is a fluid, highly asymmetrical continuum 
of interior spaces and strong exterior

Parke-Bernet Galleries is our national 
citadel of auction-room elegance and 
authenticity, now in splendid cahoots and 
transoceanic-televised proceedings with 
Sotheby's of London, than which there 

is no whicher in terms of seven-figure 
sales of the world’s choicest art and 
artifacts. Parke-Bernet is where the elite 
of antique collectors come to meet on 
winter Saturdays. And when Parke-Bernet 
opens up its lesser treasure for less 
rarefied pocketbooks on Wednesday 
afternoons in an 84th Street garage- 
turned-auction-room (called PB 84), 

and when PB 84 initiates evening 
auctions for the benefit of those who 
can't make the daytime scene because 

of prior commitments—like jobs— 
youd better believe that something 
remarkable is afoot in the antiques market. 
And this is the merest straw in the wind. 

What is happening, of course. is that 
antique collecting—once considered the 
prerogative of the well-heeled genteel. 
the collectors of museum-quality rareties 
and dealers who catered to millionaires— 
is now in the public domain. Anybody 
and everybody seems to be at it, 
including the young, whose influence, 
many believe, is changing the face 
of the whole scene. 

There are in the United States something 
like 25,000 antique dealers whose 
merchandise represents a fantastically 
mixed bag. Créme de la créme is found 
in the serious, scholarly emporia of 
those who make up the 100 members 
of the Art and Antique Dealers 
Association and concern themselves with 
recherché, hallmarked, signed and 
documented treasures, often specializing 
in one genre of object. Their clients 
are the very knowledgeable, collectors 
of the finest, which is, naturally 
likely to be the priciest. 

By far the largest number of dealers 
are nonspecialists, and under the great 
big umbrella of antiques—in small shops, 
wayside farmhouses, department stores, 
and flea markets, which are proliferating 
countrywide—you will find~omnium 
gatherums of the excellent, the good, bad 
and indifferent, profusions of objects 
that might be classed as middle-aged and 





elderly as well as antique. One

Middletown, N. Y. calls itself Ye Olde 
Schloque House, a sort of typical 
“everything place” where you may 
ferret out an old Mainbocher dress 
or discover anything from 1890's pin 


tray to a fine piece of furniture, 


depending upon what your own thing is. 
Merchandise in places like this is 
continually varying, as the dealers 
replenish their stock from estate sales 
or stuff they buy at auction or even take 
on consignment from someone with 
something to sell. These plum-pudding 
places are stamping grounds for antique 
buffs for whom rummaging in the hope 
of unearthing a treasure is the real 
fun of the chase. It’s a peculiar sign 
of the times that all these dealers, 
whether they purvey zenith quality or 
schlock, are happily enjoying excellent 
business, sales without precedent. 

No one can precisely explain this 
current rage to acquire the old. 

General affluence alone is not the 
answer. Dealers concede that in all 
times, good or bad, fine quality antiques 
always sell. They are a sound investment, 
almost as negotiable as legal tender. 
One explanation for the big antique hunt 
is that people generally feel that their 
contemporary surroundings are 
monotonous and long for the warmth 

of a curlicue or two or the patina of age. 
Some see it as a revolt against the 
machine-made, because even the lesser 
antique, made in another age when 
more hand work and quality materials 
went into the making, has a certain 
substantial heft that is reassuring in this 
parlous, plastic world. Then there is 
always the heady hope that fate may be 
as kind as it was to the lady who went 
to a church sale and picked up a little 
china horse for $5, which a few years 
later fetched $11.500 at an auction 
because it proved to be a T’ang dynasty 
ceramic and T’ang horses come at a 
mighty high price these days.

Regiment Armory National Arts and

is now running flea markets all over the 
map, so has a pretty comprehensive view of 
the whole picture. He thinks the crux of the 
current craze is that the antiques market 
offers individuality—something everyone 
yearns for in our computerized society. 
This probably explains why the younger 
generation, noted for its insistence 
on expressing itself, is so avidly into 
the antiques scene, which the young 
of previous generations hardly gave a 
hoot about, in fact, disdained. 

Technically and legally, an antique 
is an object 100 years old or older, which 
takes us back to 1871 and the dim 
reaches of time. This covers a multitude 
of designs, to say nothing of design sins. 
The young, in their yen to own the 
kinky, campy, distinctive something 
different, have descended upon the 
Victoriana of the 50s and *60s, with the 
result that the prices of such things 
are rising. Many youngsters also evince 
intense interest in Shaker furniture, 
because they admire the philosophy 
and lifestyle that produced it but, sad to 
say, are rarely able to afford it. Shaker 
being so scarce that it puts a strain 
on even well-padded purses. 

Observers note that most of the young 
are not exactly purists about their 
antique shopping. Anything that looks 
antique to them qualifies. If you were 
born after 1950, all previous time seems 
like antiquity, hence things that barely 
make the grade as semi-antiques are much 
in demand—mementoes of the two World 
Wars, uniforms, the clothes of mother’s 
day, the advertising pop art of the 
teens and °20s, and lesser objects of 
Art Nouveau and Art Deco, the cubist- 
inspired design of the 20s. 

It’s a quirky truth that Americans set 
great store by youthfulness, so it 
may well be that the older generation is 
emulating its junior’s buying

vantages; when suburban life 
isn't quite right either, you may 
find what Mr. and Mrs. Sheldon 
Kaplan found—a country house 

Long Grove, Ill., that seems 
a million miles away from 
Chicago but is actually only 45 
minutes from the city. To an 
essentially small white wood 
house, the Kaplans first added 
a new brick wing (see next 
page). Then, with Chicago De- 
signer Bruce Gregga, they 
planned the interior to suit both 
the quiet surroundings and the 


country life they were seeking. 


\ skillful use of colors in 
the living room (right) vis- 
ually enlarges and lightens a 
relatively small, dark space. 
Walls stripped to natural pale 
wood, and shades of pale green, 
pink, yellow and beige create a 
background that is quiet, but by 
no means dull. A red lacquer 
Queen Anne table is the focal 
point that brings out sparks of 
red in fabrics and accessories. 
More interest comes from an 
unhesitating but gentle use of 
patterns—compatible flowers in 
the French chairs, Chinese por- 
elain garden tables and rug. 
\ Coromandel screen lends the 
stability of age and_ stature. 

Tie-back curtains frame the 
doorway from the living room 
to the entrance hall (below 
left), maintaining a color and 
scale continuity between the 
areas and softening the large 
door.

The Graser kitchen was de- 
signed to Mrs. Graser’s needs

(plan below). Then he placed 
the kitchen at the center, a liv- 


ing room on one side and a 
dining room at the other. Al- 
though a partial wall closes off 
the refrigerator /range area, the 
plan is basically open, with a 
pass-through serving counter 
beside the sink and a mixing 
and storage island in the cen- 
ter. The Pettits, who both cook, 
can be in the kitchen and talk 
with anyone in living room or 
dining room—and keep an eye 
on a baby that now wanders.

He attached drawer slides and a 
piece of plywood to an existing 
cabinet door under the range top 
(above left). This keeps a large 
trash can out of sight, yet an easy 
pull on the door handle makes it 
simple to reach without bending. 
He added a deep cabinet (center 
left) —just beyond the trash drawer 
—that can house up to 36 bottles 
and dozens of paper bags com- 
fortably. Above it (half out of the 
photograph) is a deep drawer 
ideal for potholders, big wooden 
stirring spoons or anything needed 
near the range. On top of it all is 
a counter just right for salt, spices 
and a portable timer. 

He installed piano hinges on the 
cabinet doors (above right) that 
face a protruding dishwasher. Be- 
fore, the doors completely closed 
off this space every time they were 
opened. Chen split each door down 
the center and put them together 
again with the hinges. When open, 
the doors now lie flat against other 
cabinets, keeping the passage free. 
He created a wide utility closet 
(center right) out of a hopelessly 
wasted place. A door opening in 
from the hall made this area unus- 
able for normal-sized cabinets, 
but the dimensions—43 by 9 in- 
ches—were perfect for a shallow 
cleaning closet. Adjustable metal 
shelving on one side holds cans 
and bottles of cleaning supplies 
while brooms, mops and dusters 
readily fit into a tall niche on the 
other half—all within instant 
reach. To keep from blocking the 
hall door, closet doors fold back 
neatly on piano hinges. 

He pulled off a coup for cabinets 
(lower right) by backing another 
cabinet door with a drawer and a 
vertical pegboard panel on slides. 
Now the stacks of pans can come 
out from the recesses under the 
counter and hane where each is 
always visible and available, with 
lids in the drawer above. (More

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HOW WHISKEY IS MADE 


Whiskey starts as a mix of various grains 
and cereals, to which water is 

added. It is cooked to convert the 

starches to fermentable sugar. 

Yeasts are introduced, and the sugar 
ferments. It then goes into a 

still, which vaporizes both alcohol 

and water. Because alcohol 

is more volatile, it vaporizes first, 

leaving most of the water 

behind. When condensed back to 

liquid, it is whiskey (also called “spirits” ) 
of varying proof: so much alcohol, 

so much water and so many 

“cogeners” or impurities, which 

are really the flavor elements. 

“Proof” means the strength 

or alcoholic content—200 proof is straight 
alcohol. When the distillate is 

produced between 80 and 160 

proof, it is called “straight whiskey.” When 
the distillate is over 190 proof, it is 

called “grain neutral spirits.” That 

leaves a gap between 160 and 

190 proof and this is precisely 

the band used for the new Light Whiskey. 


HOW “LIGHT” WILL BE MADE 


The Canadians and Scots have long 
distilled their product between 160 and 
190 proof, and by their laws the result 
could be called whiskey. But the U.S. 
distiller could not. He could 

still distill in this range, but he had 

to call his product “other whiskey,” 

and to claim age for it, he had to age 

it in new charred oak barrels, the kind used 
for heavier, more flavorful Bourbon. The 
U.S. Government said whiskey had no 
flavor when distilled at such a high proof 
and that “all the flavor derived from the 
barrel.” That has now been changed. The 
Alcoholic Division of the Internal 
Revenue Service was finally convinced 

(1) that whiskey distilled from 160 to 190 
proof did have flavor, however delicate, 
and (2) that this sort of whiskey would 
be overpowered by aging in new, charred 
barrels. Now whiskey can be distilled at 
160 to 190 proof and aged in previously 
used barrels just right for such light- 
flavored, light-bodied spirits. And, most 
important, it can be called “whiskey” 
without further explanation or apologia 
on the back label. In fact, no back 

label is needed at all. It is (or will 

be) just the same as Canadian or 


Scotch, which simply call themselves 
Canadian Whiskey and Scotch Whisky— 
period. The only difference will be the 
subtleties of the grain mix, the water 

and the distillers’ skills.

By ROBERT J. MISCH [j Ten months from now, on July 1, 
1972, with the grudging consent of the U.S. Government, a 






new whiskey will be born. It will be the first new whiskey 
type in 40 years, taking its place with Bourbon, Scotch, 
Canadian, Irish and “Blended.” Its name: Light Whiskey. 

Why the name? Will it be light in color, like some of the 
new colorless whiskies already being sold? No, it will have 
the typical color of whiskey. Light in alcohol, perhaps? No, 
again. It will be bottled at the same proof as most of today’s 
whiskies—80 or 86 proof. 

What then does “light” mean? It means simply that the 
new whiskey will have a light body and a light taste. Indeed, 
the major reason for its development is that—in contrast with 
a full-bodied Bourbon or a decently smoky Scotch—it should 
please our present-day penchant for “lightness,” light-bodied 
and light-flavored whiskies like the delicate Canadians and 
the popular pale Scotches. 

Flavor is a difficult thing to describe. Try telling someone 
what a Coke tastes like or an olive or a Chateau Lafite. One 
taste is worth a thousand words—and the same can be said 
for Light Whiskey. When it comes and when you taste it, 
youll realize at once what its special flavor is—and whether 
you like it. Meanwhile, let’s say that it will most resemble 
a Canadian whiskey. And that’s understandable because it 
will be made in much the same way. (At left are the de- 
tails of how whiskies—including light whiskies—are made. ) 
Its lightness derives from the way it is made, not from added 
neutral spirits, as it is in Blended Whiskey. 

Whether Light Whiskey will change your drinking habits 
remains to be seen. | will venture this guess—if you're a 
confirmed Bourbon man or an Irish drinker or a smoky 
Scotch lover, you'll leave the new one alone. If, on the other 
hand, you fancy the lighter Scotches (such as Cutty Sark or 
J & B), the Canadians or even Blended Whiskey, then the 
new Light may very well suit you. The closest you can come to 
the taste of the whiskey today—legally—is to sample Sea- 
gram’s “Four Roses Premium.” While this isn’t true “Light 
Whiskey,” the difference would hardly disturb a gnat’s slum- 
ber. Today, the back label reads “Neutral Spirits, 7540.” 
After July, the front label will read “Light Whiskey—aged 4 
years,” with no back label at all. But the whiskey itself will 
be virtually what it is now. Just to confuse the picture, there 
are also new all-purpose, colorless whiskies (such as Frost 
8/80 or Golden Samovar) that are something else again. 


‘Though these too purport to be “light’—and they are, in 


color and flavor—it is the result of filtering. They are not 
Light Whiskey as we'll know it next year. 

U.S. Government regulations allowing the making and la- 
beling of Light Whiskey were put through in 1968. Currently, 
there are 180 million gallons of the new whiskey quietly 
aging, and it is estimated that by 1972 there will be 240 
million. You'll buy “Light” under new names or slight per- 
mutations of old ones, at a cost between $4 and $5. And 
youll buy quite a lot of it, or so the liquor companies 
think. However, you may have something to say about that.

Why not cut and inset shapes in 
contrasting colors?

Do your eyes go a bit glazed when you thumb 
through a pattern book of vinyls designed for 
underfoot? Certainly the choice is mind-bog- 
gling—vinyl is such a chameleon-like material. 
It can take on so many looks, from the fresco- 
soft colors of old ceramics to loopy textured 
weaves you'd swear were rugs. And what is un- 
derneath the patterns is just as fascinating. Like 
computers, vinyls are well into their third gen- 
eration in terms of terrific new components 
inside—new cushioning, new depths of pat- 
terns, new easy-care finishes, new adhesives 
that honestly do make them easy to install. 
Vinyls have come a long way since their putative 
grandfather, linoleum, made the scene (actually 
not a vinyl at all, rather a mix of solidified lin- 
seed oil, gums and cork dust). So much to learn

about vinyls it's bound to be confusing? Not 
really. There are specific qualities to look for. 
Follow us through the maze and you will see. 
First, some design ideas to get you thinking. 
Basically, vinyl comes two ways—in tiles (nine- 
inch and 12-inch squares are the commonest) 
and in sheet form (‘‘sheet goods’’ as they are 





“known) up to 12 feet wide. But have you 


thought of the very special look a floor can have 
when vinyl is cut in a variety of shapes, the 
pieces dovetailed together and strips and trim 
added? Each of the illustrations on these two 
pages and the two following have some very 
different design ideas going for them—ideas 
you could custom-work in your own way. 

You might want to take advantage of some of 
the terrific ‘design packs’’ several companies 
put out. Flintkote, for instance, packages good- 
looking slate-textured tiles (and texture is al- 
ways a good thing in vinyls—less dirt shows) 
in three different sizes, 6 by 6 inches, 6 by 12 
and 12 by 12. Choose the colors you want and 
you can put down a countrified floor in your own 
version of a Mondrian painting at about 70 
cents per square foot. Many manufacturers also 
offer ‘‘feature strips’’ (vinyl or vinyl-asbestos 
strips, 1% to three inches wide), which cost 
from eight cents to 20 cents per foot depending 
on texture. Running the length of a room or 
edging a group of tiles, stripes of these strips 
can be enormously effective. Or work with the 
one- and two-inch squares and mitered strips 
Amtico makes and extend the decorative possi- 
bilities with tiles even further—perhaps edging 
Delft-patterned squares with dark blue stripes 
and white squares or joining amber travertine- 
vinyl tiles with dark red squares turned on the 
diagonal so they look like corner diamonds. Or 
think about using vinyl shapes on the diagonal 
without any trimmings—say ail-green and all- 
white tiles cut into 3 by 9-inch bricklike ob- 
longs and angled into a herringbone design. 
Some catalogs illustrate custom-looking ideas 
like this and you can pick out the pattern you 
want in the colors you want and the company 
will make up a package of all the ingredients 
for you for $3 to $7 a square foot. 

“‘Insets’’ are another custom-look idea. In ef- 
fect, they are pictures you can order for your 
floor (see the next page) in any theme—per- 
haps a spiffy red, white and blue anchor if you 
all enjoy sailing, or your own family crest. Or 
have you ever seen a fabric you knew would 
look grand underfoot, but you thought it was an 
impossible decorating brainstorm? It’s not. 
Parkwood Laminates Inc. makes handsome 9 by 
9-inch floor squares with cotton prints layered 
onto them. Edged with teak or walnut veneer 
bands, the whole tile is covered with a transpar- 
ent vinyl! overlay. And they cost $2.50 each—a 
bit more if you want your own fabric (say, a 
floor to match your curtains). These are looks 
to think about. On the next page, basics on vin- 
yls—what the different varieties cost, where 
they can go and just how much installing you 
will honestly find it easy to take on yourself.

The word on tiles . . . Tiles can be installed on 
any level of the house, even below grade (i.e. in 


the cellar). Asphalt tiles are inexpensive (18 to 
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25 cents per square foot) but can’t be used 
everywhere (poor grease resistance). And they 
are definitely on the wane residentially because 
vinyl-asbestos tiles (costing just a few cents 
more) are so much better looking, more flexible 
to install and easier to keep looking good. The 
jatter (and over 60% of tiles sold in America 
are this type) come two ways—either with self- 
adhesive attached or without it. 

The self-sticks are quite new and are enorm- 
ously well-received, since they really are so easy 
to install and really do stay down. They sell from 
30 to 50 cents per square foot, come in boxes 
of several dozen and also in ‘‘six packs.”’ They 
also come with easy-to-follow directions, in- 
cluding how to measure off the room and work 
out from the center. Two points we might men- 
tion: self-stick tiles cut best (to fit around pipes 
or doorframes) when they are at room tempera- 
ture. And, of course, cutting should be done 
with the protective coating still on over the ad- 
hesive. Non-self-stick vinyl-asbestos tiles come 
in even more patterns, literally hundreds, em- 
bossed and lightly textured. They range from 
22 to 45 cents per square foot, and because 
they are so easy to cut and fit and glue down, 
they are also considered very ‘‘do it yourself.” 
(There are basically two types of adhesives for 
tiles. One comes in a gallon can and you brush 
it on just like paint, and the other is closer to 
peanut butter in consistency and spread with a 
notched trowel.) 

As you'd guess, the all-vinyls (homogenous 
vinyls they are sometimes called) are really 
the king of the tile-types—coming, as they do, 
in the richest of colors and textured designs. 
And they are the easiest to care for (since they 
are less porous). They can cost from 40 cents 
to $4 per square foot and, at this point, are not 
made in a self-stick form. Certainly someone 
who is really handy can install them but re- 
member, faulty calculations can mean a loss of 
dollars, not just cents, so think professionally. 
The word on sheet goods... . They are particu- 
larly fine for hallways or kitchens, places where 
seams between tiles could act as dust-catchers, 
and can be installed at any grade level provid- 
ing they have asbestos backing. Linoleum (which 





doesn’t) is still a bargain at 50 to 65 cents per : 


square foot installed. But, like asphalt tiles, it is 
used less now because newer sheet goods have 
so much more to offer. 

There are three different types in the newest 
generation of sheet vinyls. Inlaid (the pattern is 
inlaid right through to the backing) comes in 
six-foot widths and ranges from 45 cents to 
$1.50 per square foot installed. Then there are 
the two basic types of cushioned vinyls, which, 
with their softness, have some of the qualities 
of carpeting. Rotogravure cushioned vinyl has 
the vinylized pattern on top, then foam, then a 
layer of backing, and ranges from 45 to 95 
cents per square foot installed. Since it’s avaii- 
able in nine- and 12-foot widths, you really can 
do rooms in these sizes yourself. (You ‘‘loose 
lay’’ the vinyl, simply attaching double-faced 
tape to the underside of all four edges.) Inlaid 
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cushioned vinyl is a bit more deluxe—the pat- 
tern inlaid all through the wear surface, the 
foam thicker, too. It costs from $1.50 up per 
square foot installed, comes six feet wide and in 
lots of splendid patterns. 

A word to the wise on vinyl by the yard. If you 
fall for a design that comes only in six-foot 
widths and you want it for a room that is much 
wider, it’s advisable to have it installed by 
someone who really knows how. Smooth seams, 
mid-floor, are very tricky to manage and are 
best handled by a pro. You know how good you 
are with your hands. Gauge what you personally 
take on accordingly. 

As we have tried to show and tell, there’s hardly 
a limit to the great looks your floors can have 
once you start smoothing on wondrous vinyl.

They’re 
available from Bruce Oak Flooring and Harris 
or at Designed Wood Flooring Center in New 
‘York City, in packs of 25 to 45 blocks, ranging 
from 75 cents to $1.60 per square foot. They 
can be laid on ‘‘on-grade’’ subfloors or over 
dry cement floors ‘by setting them in mastic 
(soft adhesive you trowel on). 

Would you like a custom-looking floor in your 
condominium or co-op apartment, but would 
like to be able to take it with you if you move?

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The tradition of the wood floor has run strong 
and deep, from the wide pine boards of Colonial 
times to the oak strips that have spelled solidity 
in recent years. But the winds of change are 
blowing. Oak is still the No. 1 choice, a runaway, 
but there are now such exotics as angelique 
(Guiana teak) or panga-panga or karpawood (a 
gold-to-deep-red wood from Thailand). Or a par- 
quet that’s deep green or just slightly, slightly 
silvered. It’s not that new trees have started 
growing but rather that there is a growing ap- 
preciation of new forms and colors in wood. 
“Block flooring,’’ for instance. The “‘blocks”’ 
are wood squares (from 6 to 16 inches; usually 
half an inch thick) that can be veneered with 
elegantly patterned hardwoods or can be ail one 








promised they can be put down very success- 
fully using double-faced tape. Stick-down blocks 
with the adhesive already on? They’re here, 9 
inches square, and cost less than a dollar a 
square foot. To install, simply peel off their 
protective backing and press them in place. 
Prefinished planks also come by the package 
(two to seven inches wide, with predrilled holes 
fitted with removable plugs) in great textures— 
from ‘‘character-marked’’ oaks to walnuts with 
special patinas. This species of flooring is about 
$2 to $3 per square foot. To install it the easiest 
way, you simply remove the plugs, nail the 
planks to the subfloor, then reinsert the plugs. 
Colors, colors! Wouldn't it be great to decorate 
around a floor that has just a hint of blue or 
pale, pale yellow in it? You can—but let a pro- 
fessional do the work. First, it should be ma- 
chine-sanded right down to the raw wood. If 
you want a very pure final color, have a wood 
bleach applied and let it work and dry 24 hours. 
(Otherwise, adding blue to yellow oak, for ex- 
ample, would produce a greenish floor, not a 
blue one.) Now for tinting. If you want a floor 
with a soft-patina waxed finish, it should be col- 
ored with a water-based stain, sealed with a 
paste wax and buffed. For a slicker finish, ‘‘dec- 
orator color’ oil-based stains (or for silver, 
liquid silver leaf) are the answer, with a moist- 
ure-cured urethane on top. Such skilled coloring 
can run $2 per square foot and up. 
Stenciling? If you don’t want to do it yourself, 
check out 18 great patterns (geometrics to Per- 
sian flowers) carried by Patterson, Flynn & 
Johnson in New York City—stenciled on 9-inch 
blocks (each $7 and up, up). 

Is atomic energy in the decorating business? 
Yes—in a way. Irradiated woods, a new breed, 
are shot through with plastic color (Arco Chem- 
ical and American Novawood make them), the 
blocks actually exposed to radiation—Cobalt 
60—to fuse the tints permanently throughout. 
Installed, these irradiated woods cost from 
$1275) tor $2- 25 a square foot. The result: in- 
genious, super-hard flooring in some of the 
most sophisticated subtle-to-rich colors around.

Stone has been a natural underfoot, well, at 
least since the Stone Age. What’s new about 
the flooring materials that we loosely call the 
stone family is that they don’t have to be 
designed in from the beginning. They can be 
added to your castle or cottage anytime. 
Let's start with ceramics. If a Paleolithic man 
were suddenly to surface and look over today’s 
ceramic floors, he certainly would recognize 
their makings—baked clay, the same as in his 
day. But many faces of glazed ceramic tiles, ce- 
ramic mosaics, quarry tiles would astound him. 
Glazed ceramic tiles can have designs hand- 
painted, machine-applied or silk-screened on. 
Blue, brown and white African shapes curving 
together? Hound’s-tooth checks? Tiles swirled 
with Renaissance reds and golds? You choose 
and think about outlining squares, hexagons 
and octagonal shapes with grouting now in 
decorator colors. Glazed ceramic tiles can run 
$3 to $8 a square foot installed. (It’s always 
wise to comparison-price tile-setters.) 

Ceramic mosaics are one-inch-square (usually) 
one-color clay tiles, tinted throughout. They 
come in every color, grouped on 12 by 12-inch 
sheets, ranging from $1.75 to $2.50 per square 
foot installed. How about working them into 
stripes or a big plaid? You can custom-order 
arrangements of these mini-ceramics in prac- 
tically any design. 

Rugged quarry tiles, fired as they come from 
the earth, are available in all the natural clay 
colors—rose, brown, slate blue. Shaped into 
hexagons, squares and curved Spanish patterns, 
they cost about the same as mosaics. For a bit 
more, you can buy them tinted blue or green. 
Slate, as you may know, can be either the ‘‘Vir- 
ginia”’ variety (black, charcoal or blue gray) or 
the ‘‘Vermont’’ (red, green, purple). But do 
you know you can now get packages of colored 
slate precut into octagons, triangles and rec- 
tangles for just $1.50 per square foot? 

In marble, too, there’s something new. Eight by 
eight-inch and 12 by 12-inch cuts of russet-to- 
green marble just half an inch thick so they can 
be set in mortar as easily as clay tiles. (The 
Markwa brand, $5 per square foot installed.) 
In terrazzo, a 3,000-year-old cousin of marble, 
the news is 11/9-inch-thick tiles, precast into 12- 
and 16-inch squares and hexagons so they can 
go in a thin mortar bed. ($3 per square foot, 
installed.) 

Bricks underfoot? Yes. Think about rectangular, 
octagonal and teardrop-shaped brick pavers. 
Rough-cut pavers (half an inch to an inch thick) 
come in red-tan to chocolate-brown shades; 
glazed pavers in blue, green and sun colors. 
($2.50 to $4 per square foot installed.) 

As for installing stone floors yourself: Laying 
stone in a traditional mortar bed is a job for 
professionals, but new adhesives now make it 
possible for experienced homeowners to put 
down ceramic tile themselves. You'll need a 
tile cutter (rented), and patience to deal with 
grout (filling for the joints). 
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Play with brick pavers, which come in several colors, 
to make a space look bigger than it is. In the 

Leo Roses’ Texas house, Norman Foster and 
John Walker used pavers in parallel rows to make 
the skylit atrium seem wider, and in a herringbone 
pattern to lead the eye on ta the adjoining room.

Don’t over-care for the viny!s. According to pros 
who know, lots of people frantically clean and 
wax their vinyl floors much too much. Vinyls do 
need waxing—except for some few we will men- 
tion later—and wax does keep a floor from de- 
veloping scratches that can attract dirt. But 
three or four times a year should be fine if you 
follow these care guidelines: For day-to-day 
maintenance, sweep, damp-mop or vacuum 
your vinyl flooring (be it vinyl-asbestos or all- 
vinyl tiles or even ‘‘sheet goods’’). To remove 
stubborn stains, like black heel marks, rub with 
fine, fine steel wool. When it’s time for a gen- 
eral cleaning—perhaps once a month in a 
heavy-traffic area—wash your vinyl floor with 
warm water and a mild detergent. (Avoid clean- 
ers containing abrasives or alkalis.) Then be 
sure you rinse with clear water—detergent res- 
idue can cut down vinyl’s innate glossiness. 
When you want to wax, apply a water-emul- 
sion liquid wax (professionals prefer ‘‘buffable”’ 
ones to the ‘“‘self-polishing’’ types). Two thin 
coats of wax will stand up much better than 
one thick one. Remove old wax once or twice a 
year using a commercially prepared stripper. (A 
good test for wax build-up is to run a coin 
across the floor. If old wax or residue scrapes 
up, it’s time to strip and rewax the surface.) 
There are new ‘‘no-wax”’ vinyls on the market— 
they are built with special, stay-shiny surfaces 
designed never to need waxing. Armstrong’s So-: 
larian is one (it even rejects wax); Congoleum’s 
Shiny! Vinyl and GAF’s Luran are others. 
Remember, wood floors don’t like water. (It 
makes them warp and swell.) They do like wax 
(end are enhanced and protected by it even if 
they are shinily ‘‘prefinished’’). Three most 
commonly encountered finishes for wood are 
shellac and varnish (which are shiny when new, 
but scratch and dull fast if not waxed every 
four months, minimum) and penetrating seal- 
ers. (They don’t show scratches, but do need 
waxing and buffing to become glossy.) For day- 
to-day care, dry-mop or vacuum wood floors. 
To remove minor spots, never use water, but 
do use a rag moistened with a cleaner-wax. 
For the more difficult spots—use steel wool 
dampened with mineral spirits. For waxing, use 
either a paste or liquid type. But be sure the 
wax you choose is not water-based. Steer clear 
of self-polishing waxes, too. They are made 
from acrylic resins, which can damage some 
floor finishes. (These waxes also contain water.) 
Or you might consider using one of the solvent- 
based cleaner-waxes—they clean and wax in 
the same operation, and you can buff the film 


of wax they leave on a:floor to a fine luster. If 
you want to remove a build-up of old coats of 
wax, use mineral spirits or naphtha. 

There is another breed of shiny wood-floor 
sealers you should know about—the urethanes. 
(Often they are the ‘‘prefinish’’ on block wood 
flooring.) Moisture-cured urethanes will protect 
a floor five years at least but these are applied 
professionally. Oil-modified urethanes are avail- 
able, and you can brush them on easily yourself. 
Don’t be afraid of stone floors. The members of 
this family really are the easiest to keep clean 
of all. (They are very un-scuffable.) Damp-mop 
glazed ceramic tiles and ceramic mosaics to 
keep them handsome on a day-to-day basis. 
(Since their natural finishes are quite hardy, 
they do not need any kind of protective sealer 
coat on top.) Routine spots on ceramic tiles 
you can remove with a damp sponge, tougher 
ones with ammonia. To clean these floors over- 
all, wash them periodically with a soapiess de- 
tergent. Allow it to work for a few minutes and 
then rinse thoroughly and sponge mop them 
dry. (Do not use ordinary soaps and hard water. 
They can sometimes form insoluble scums on 
ceramics.) 

For quarry tiles, follow the same care and 
tending procedures. (Quarry tiles are a bit more 
porous than the other two types, so if they are 
in an area where they are exposed to grease 
regularly—say a kitchen—it’s best to protect 
them with a coating of a vegetable oil-based 
sealer.) To clean grouting lines between tiles, 
scrub with a household scouring powder (the 
new epoxy and latex types of grouting stain less 
than their predecessors). Use a fiber brush. 

Slate floors can be kept looking clean as a 
whistle with periodic damp-mopping. If you 
want slate floors to have a glistening ‘‘wet look,”’ 
apply an acrylic sealer. Waxing is not necessary 
for slate, say the professionals, or for marble. 
You could put a sealer on marble to give it a 
special shine, but it will also look beautiful sim- 
ply cleaned with a mild detergent and water. 
Terrazzo should definitely be protected with a 
penetrating sealer compound to guard it from 
water and water-borne spills. 

Care ways with brick? Rough-cut pavers are 
more porous than the vitrified (glazed) variety, 
so they should be surfaced with a sealer (either 
a masonry silicone or liquid acrylic type) and 
you can wax these pavers, too. Glazed pavers 
have a fine shine baked in. Just damp-mop 
them from time to time. That's the story on care. 
For the story on vinyl, wood and stone floor-de- 
sign booklets you can send for, see page 36.

Cheese Pancakes

*% cup milk 

1 whole egg 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 tablespoon olive oil 


Put all ingredients into the 
container of an electric blender 
in the order listed. Cover and 
blend at high speed for one 
minute. Scrape down any flour 
that adheres to the jar and blend 
for a couple of seconds longer. 
Cover and allow the batter to 
rest for two to three hours. 

To cook: Brush a six-inch iron 
skillet or crépe pan with vege- 
table oil. Place over a moderately 
high heat until the pan is just 
beginning to smoke. Take off the 
heat. With your left hand pour 
about two tablespoons of the 
batter into the pan. With your 
right hand, quickly tip the pan 
in all directions so the batter 
covers the bottom in a thin film. 
Place back over the heat for 
about a minute. Then loosen the 
pancake by jerking the pan back 
and fourth. Lift the edges with a 
spatula to see if the pancake is 
lightly browned. Turn with two 
spatulas or pick up the edge 
nearest you and flip the pancake 
over. Brown the second side for 
about 30 seconds or until 
“freckled.” As you finish each 
pancake, slide it onto a_ plate. 
Grease the skillet again and re- 
peat the operation until all the 
batter is used. Makes about 12 
pancakes. Recipe can be doubled 
successfully.

Tarte a POignon 
(Onion with Cream Tart) 


Pastry for an nine-inch pie shell 
Filling: 

3 pounds yellow onions 

\ cup (1 stick) butter 

3 egg yolks 

1 cup heavy cream 

Salt to taste 

Freshly grated nutmeg 

Freshly grated white pepper 


Peel the onions and then slice as 
thin as possible. Heat the butter 
in a large, heavy skillet. Add 
the onions and 2 cups of water. 
Bring to a boil. Cook over mod- 
erate heat for 30 minutes or 
until the onions are tender and 
all the water has boiled away. 
Thoroughly beat together the egg 
yolks and cream. Season with 
salt, nutmeg and pepper to taste. 
Mix with the onions and set aside 
until you are ready to bake the 
tart. 

To finish the tart: Roll the 
pastry out as thin as_ possible 
on a lightly floured pastry cloth 
or board in a circle large enough 





to extend 144 inches beyond the 
edge of a nine-inch pie plate. 
Roll the pastry up on the rolling 
pin, center it over the pie plate, 
then unroll. 

Press pastry into position on 
the plate. Then trim off the sur- 
plus pastry so that one inch ex- 
tends over the edge of the pan. 
Fold the extra pastry under and 
press together to make a high 
standing rim. To crimp, place 
right index finger on inside of 
rim, left index finger and thumb 
on outside, then pastry 
with right index finger into a V 
formed by pinching dough with 
left thumb and index finger. Re- 
peat all around rim. 

To bake: Pour the filling into 
the pie shell. Place on a baking 
sheet in a preheated 400° oven 
and bake for 30 minutes. Serve 
at once, while still hot. This 
recipe serves six. 


Plums Baked in Wine 


2 pounds fresh plums

The cult of Americana 


There is among well-heeled 
serious collectors a decided cult 
of Americana, meaning the made- 
in-America silver and furniture 
of the 18th century. It is scarce 
as hen’s teeth, the finest work of 
the New York, Philadelphia and 
Newport cabinetmakers now high 
and dry in museums. Both silver 
and furniture are conceded to 
bring about three times the price 
of English designs of the same 
period. American silver particu- 
larly is out of sight, at a time 
when English silver is bringing 
record prices. Eric Shrubsole, of 
James Robinson Silversmiths and 
president of the Art and Antique 
Dealers Association, reports that 
a piece of Paul de Lamerie re- 
cently brought $57,600 in London, 
a Paul Storr jug went for $11,000 
and a soup tureen by Hester 
Bateman, England’s 18th-century 
lady silversmith, sold for $11.500. 
He also adds that the 
interest in Victorian silver has 
boosted its prices above George 
UII and art nouveau. 

Early American ceramics, pro- 
duced in limited quantity to start 
with and smashable as all ceram- 
ics are, are scarce. That element 
of breakability is one reason why 
fine china in good condition 
brings fancy prices and makes 
the collecting of it a challenge. 
The same applies, of course, to 
glass. Cut glass, following the 
turn-of-the-century rage, is going 


young 


up in price, and people are col- 
lecting the Lalique and Baccarat 
bottles that French perfume was 


bottled in. One comforting 
thought: We’re told that fine 


porcelains and ceramics—things 
like Derby, Worcester, Leeds soft 
paste and Sevres. all of them 
currently sought after—are about 
20% less in the U.S.A. than 
abroad. The shrewd, who buy for 
intrinsic value, point out that 
silver is always silver, whether 
bent, bashed or mangled. whereas 
once a ceramic is smashed... ! 

Anything Oriental commands 
attention these days. Chinese 
porcelains in particular are high 


because of their rarity, and one 
mustn't believe that recent Ping- 
Pong diplomacy will open up the 
market much, because the finest 
is found in Taiwan, anyhow. 
There’s a new vogue for Chinese 
painting on glass. Japanese 
screens and prints are high and 
hard to find in good condition, 
because such Japanese art is 
fragile. The collecting of netsuke 
(ornamental little baubles used 
as closures on cords), inro 
(pouches), Imari china, and 
ivories goes on—prices zoomed by 
scarcity, the Japanese govern- 
ment’s restrictions on antique 
export, the Japanese themselves 
combing the world market to take 
back home their own antique 
treasures. (There is indeed a cur- 
rent rush to America by dealers 
from all over the world to take 
back their own—one reason, some 
think, that prices of serious an- 
tiques are so high.) Oriental rugs 
—Persian, Anatolian, Turkish, 
Chinese, especially in small sizes 
—are coming back into their 
own, favored by the young. 
There would seem to be a come- 
back in sculpture and bronzes, 
some of the late Victorian and 
20s stuff outstripping the classical 
in price. People are looking the 
art market over for late Victorian 
and turn-of-the-century paintings, 
and Victorian jewelry is in 
demand. Icons, Greek or Russian, 
are having a rush. So are ethnic 
artifacts, like African fetishes 
and pre-Columbian carvings 
(chancey, because so much of 
this has been reproduced), and 
there is starting to be a hunt for 
American Indian art and crafts. 


The best is still the best 


Having indicated what some of 
the ‘ things are, let me 
report the advice of Edward Lee 
Cave of Parke-Bernet. He would 
urge the young and the neophyte 
to buy the best they can afford. 
If you can’t manage a fine paint- 
ing. buy a fine drawing. Avoid the 
“in” thing. Watch auctions and 
sales, get 
acquainted with what the good is. 
Then settle on a genre of object 
that is relatively unexplored, 
providing of course that it is 
something you like and want to 
live with. If it has the line, shape, 
color and form that come from 
the craftsmanship of previous 
generations, it will have a staying 
quality and always be a_posses- 
sion of value, no matter how the 
vagaries of popularity may blow. 
are up—a_ sad 
note, perhaps, but also a good 
one, because it forces people to 
be more discriminating, to make 
their choices with awareness, and 
hence with a pretty good chance 
of enjoying them. Once you're 
into this antiques thing, really 
into it, expect your tastes to 
change—and all for the better. ™

How to grow gesneriads 


for winter bloom indoors 


By Elvin McDonald 


The gesneriads shown on pages 
97 to 99 represent today’s most 
valuable flowering 
plants for winter bloom indoors. 
While there is tremendous diver- 
sity in growth habit, leaf and 
flower form among members of 
this family, the best ones fit into 
two groupings—those with — fi- 
systems (African 
violets, for example) and_ those 
with fleshy tuberous roots (glox- 
inias). Master the growing needs 
of these two plants and you have 
a choice of more than 100 other 
gesneriads in literally countless 
species, varieties and = cultivars, 
which need the same or similar 
culture.

The African violet 


Among the many different plants 
which botanical explorers have 
endured hardship to collect and 
introduce into cultivation, none 
could give the discoverer more 
pride and satisfaction than the 
African violet or saintpaulia.

African violet flowers may be 
single, semidouble, or double: 
fringed or ruffled on the edge; 
in varying shades of blue, pink, 
lavender, wine. purple, 
(yes, green), nearly-red and 
white. The bicolors have two 
shades of the same color: multi- 
colors have more than two colors 
per flower. And there are novel- 
ties like star-shaped flowers or 
petals bordered with another 
color or contrastingly streaked 
and splashed. 

Leaves may be nearly smooth 
or velvety soft; corrugated with 
indented veins; fringed or waved 
on edge; round or pointed; flat 
or cupped; solid green or varie- 
gated with creamy white. 

Its easy to understand why 
African violets are popular, for 
these plants will flower not just 
during one annual season but 
off and on all year long. They 
take up little space, and they 
keep healthy and contented with- 
out a great deal of fuss and 
trouble. But don’t let the popular 
name mislead you. They are not 
violets, and they do not grow 
like the “Russian” or “English” 
violets as we know them. Rather, 
take “African” as a clue to their 
culture and try to give them 
growing similar to

conditions 
their tropical homelands. 


The best conditions 


The African violet needs a few 
hours of direct sun in the winter, 
but shade from the hottest sun in 
summer. Insufficient light is the 
most frequent cause of failure to 


flower: African violets thrive 
under fluorescent-light culture. 


They need average house temper- 
atures—specifically, 70 to 80 
degrees. A pleasantly moist  at- 
mosphere will encourage healthy 
leaves and lots of flowers. Aver- 
particularly in 
the winter, is likely to be too dry. 
If it is, leaves will crisp on the 
buds will fail to open; 
flowers may be few or none. Set 
pots on (not in) a layer of sand 
or gravel kept constantly moist, 
in a tray or shallow container. 

African violets grow well in a 
soil mixture composed of equal 
garden loam, sand and 
peat moss: or buy the handy 
packaged mediums recommended 
on the labels for African violets. 
Feed with a liquid houseplant 
fertilizer every other week ex- 
cept the first two months after 
repotting. Keep the soil evenly 
moist by applying water at room

temperature (cold water spots 
the leaves). Water alternately 
from the top and from the bot- 
iom (setting the pot in water 
until soil is completely moist- 
ened), so nutrient salts cannot 
form a crust on the soil. 

Repot when roots completely 
cover the soil ball, usually not 
more than once a year. To insure 
perfect drainage, put a half-inch 
layer of pebbles or small pieces 
of broken pot in the bottom: 
small chunks of charcoal added 
will help keep soil fresh-smelling. 
Place plant so the crown (the 
“collar” near the soil where the 
stems come together and join the 
roots) is slightly elevated, with 
the soil sloping down from it, to 
prevent crown rot. Overpotting 
also invites rot; keep pot sizes as 
small as possible. 

Keep the leaves clean and free 
from dust with a camel’s-hair 
brush or, and this is better, turn 
the pot upside down (hold the 
soil in place with your fingers) 
and gently swish the leaves 
through water of room temper- 
ature. Set the plant aside to 
drain before returning to its 
growing quarters. 

The most common problem 
with African violets—failure to 
flower—is usually caused by in- 
sufficient fluorescent light or 
sunlight, temperature too high, 
a dry atmosphere, too many, 
crowns on a plant, chilling plant 
with icy water or a combination 
of these factors. 

African violets may be propa- 
gated by seeds, leaf cuttings or 
division. For leaf cuttings, select 
a mature but not old leaf, cut it 


with an inch of stem (using a 
sharp knife) and insert in a 
moist rooting medium (even 


plain water) up to the leaf blade. 
For division, use a sharp knife 
to cut down between the crowns, 
severing below soil surface. 


More gesneriads 


Some other gesneriads that have 
fibrous root systems and require 
conditions similar to 
African violets include aeschy- 
nanthus (known commonly as 
“lipstick vine”), a splendid hang- 
ing basket plant; columnea, 
probably the  showiest, most 
easily cultivated of all flowering 
basket plants for indoors; episcia, 
basket plants with remarkably 
colored and patterned leaves; 
hypocyrta, small basket plants; 
nautilocalyx, upright foliage 
plants; and = streptocarpus  (es- 
pecially the Nymph varieties). 
Among the — tuberous-rooted 
gesneriads, gloxinias head the 
popularity poll.

temperature in a dim or dark 
place. Check resting — tubers 
frequently, and water often 
enough to keep them plump. 


When small new leaves appear, 
repot and start over. 


Some modern hybrids 


The ‘slipper’ kind of gloxinias 
(with slender-throated, outward 
facing flowers) are a separate 
group of modern hybrids. Sin- 
ningia pusilla and its many 
hybrids (miniatures, often with a 
total leaf span less than two 
inches and everblooming quali- 
ties) are of greatest interest. 
Gloxinias are easily propa- 
gated from seeds sown at any 
season in warmth and_ high 
humidity or by leaf cuttings.

Ask anyone in England who Elizabeth David is and he'll answer 
right off, “The cookbook writer!” But ask most Americans and 
(except for a handful of dedicated fans) they won't have a clue. 

Happily, this unfortunate state of affairs has been rectified by 
Penguin Books with the introduction of all six of her distinguished 
books in the United States. Having lived and kept house in—and 
studied the cuisines of—India, the Middle East, France, Greece 
and Italy as well as her native England, Mrs. David has a remark- 
able culinary background. Combined with an exceptional talent 
for putting down on paper what she thinks and feels about food, 
her books immediately make you want to do one of two things: 
curl up in a big chair by a warm 4 
crackling fire and read or else 
go straight into the kitchen 
and cook. 

There is no question that 
Elizabeth David is the best food | 
writer writing in English today. 
Her newest book, Spices, Sali 
and Aromatics in the English 





Kitchen, is essentially a history 
of English cooking—both ancient and modern—with recipes. 

Her first book, Mediterranean Food, was a selection from the 
lovely cookery of the Mediterranean shores (including a handful — 
of recipes from the Near East) that James Beard described as 
“mouth-watering to read.” But then, it makes your mouth water 
to read any of her books.

Summer Cooking, is designed. as she says, “To 
extract the maximum of enjoyment out of the produce which grows 
in the summer season.” And that it does. 

Elizabeth David considers the utensils in which you cook as 
important as the recipe you are cooking. Five years ago she opened 
a cookware shop at 46 Bourne St. in London. Full of wonderful 
cookware and, unlike most shops in the U.S., it’s a direct result of 
Virs. David's personal research all over Europe as well as her own 
innovations. We defy anyone interested in cooking to go there 
without coming away with some marvelous piece of equipment. 

And we defy anyone to find her writing less than fascinating. 


She makes everything sound absolutely delicious, whether she’s 
discussing a gigot of lamb, the immaculate tablecloth in a restau- 
rant or “a great loaf of butter”—who else would say it just like 
that.

HOW TO | 
“SHOP” 
A MODEL 
ROOM 


By LINDA B. DOWNS [j “Compare it to a feeling for clothes.” 
says John H. Greene. “A room has its basic costume—and all the 
rest accessories. If a woman can put herself together, she can put 
a room together.” As home fashions director for the J.L. Hudson 
Co. in Detroit, John Greene speaks with a professional’s opinion. 
And studying the model rooms he and other professionals create 
in stores across the country can be one of the best ways for you 
to learn how to bring together all the elements that go into a suc- 
cessful room. Here is good design brought to life, like three-dimen- 
sional pages from a decorating magazine, giving you a real grasp 
of scale and texture as well as color, pattern and style, using fur- 
nishings you know are readily available. 

There’s never been a better time to go model room-studying. 
In addition to their normal rooms, home furnishings and depart- 
ment stores are presenting special settings for the Debut °72 
showing of home furnishings. You may come on the room sketched 
below, one of several Debut °72 “total look” suggestions. You 
probably will see rooms you like and rooms you don't like. Don’t

love can never be yours. 
And don’t just shrug and 
wonder how anyone could 
ever like a room you think 
awful. Study each one. Find out why it works—or doesn’t work— 
for you and look for ideas you really can use. 

Your first impression will probably be generated by the room 
as a whole—the general mood or theme. But seek out the specifics 
—the backgrounds, the furniture styles and arrangements, the way 
color, style and pattern are used, the role of accessories. 

Nor does a theme have to shout at you. “Chances are,” says 
Charles Spore, home fashion coordinator for Sanger-Harris of 
Dallas. “that the focal point and the accessories carry the theme 
and add character to the furnishings, some of which may otherwise 
be neutral and therefore adaptable to another look with other 
mood-setters.” Find the focal point, the 
special something that attracts atten- 
tion and becomes the nucleus for the 
room. It may be an architectural ele- 
ment, such as a fireplace or large win- 
dow, a great piece of furniture or an 


interesting accessory. “But,” Spore 
continues, “be alert for the importance 
of backgrounds. Most model rooms 


have color applied to the walls because 
a properly applied color can add great 
impact, cover weak architectural de- 
tails and costs no more—and perhaps 
less, since color may require fewer 
coats of paint to cover. Wallcoverings 
can give an air of elegance, quiet, ex- 
citement or nearly any mood that can 
be imagined. Frequently, they can have 
great impact when they are used on 
only one wall.” 

Look, too, to the window treatments. 
“Consider the method of treatment as 


well as the color or pattern,” / suggests 
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Grace Shirley, director of the interior design department at Kittle’s 
of Indianapolis. “And never underestimate the effects of floor 
coverings and their contribution to a room scheme.” Pay special 
attention to the role of area rugs, Spore advises. “If you’re saddled 
with old carpeting you can’t replace, area rugs can be layered over 
it to create just the effect you want—and later moved to another 
room or another house.” 

After the backgrounds, study the furniture styles and their 
arrangement. Is it a formal room with pieces balanced? Or is 
there an informal balance? A contrast of light and heavy, tall and 
short? “Room usage should dictate the choice of furnishings,” 
believes Milton Aucoin of Joske’s in San Antonio. And John E. 
Whitney, coordinator for Stix, Baer & Fuller in St. Louis, adds, 
“Everything is in today. What works well in one room will not 
necessarily work well in another. In a formal room you may see 
two matching tables balancing a sofa, but perhaps a small chest 
with it in an informal setting. Matching chairs have never really 
been out—they serve too many utilitarian purposes—but you’d 
never want a monotonous line-up of matched objects.” 

You probably will see a great range of styles, since The Mix 
is favored by so many decorators today. To learn how to create 
your own blend, Steven M. Croft, the home fashion director for 
Burdine’s in Miami, warns 
to pay special attention to 
the scale of the various 
pieces. Charles Spore 
breaks down the elements 
of a good mix a little fur- 
ther: “Classic pieces from nearly any period can be mixed if 
similar or complementary in visual weight and scale and if their 
forms have been shaped by a common philosophy. Most of the 
important classical and modern styles are in one of two broad cate- 
gories, those inspired by nature or “natural” objects—Louis XV, 
sometimes mistakenly called French Provincial, Queen Anne, much 
Victorian, Art Nouveau and such modern classics as the Saarinen 
pedestal group—and those categorized as shaped by mathematical 
or classical philosophies—including the massive Louis XIV pieces, 
the well-proportioned Louis XVI, Empire and works by such 20th- 
century geniuses as Mies van der Rohe and Marcel Breuer.” 

Color and its ally, pattern, obviously help set a mood. What 
determines the effect of these elements? To Olga Gordon, coordi- 
nator at John Wanamaker in Philadelphia, it’s “the flow of pattern 
and/or color,” to Dan Carithers of Rich’s in Atlanta, “the color 
value, the intensity,” and Marie Crowley of Porter Furniture Co. 
in Racine, Wisc., calls it the “play on color.” Steven Croft sums up: 
“By carefully controlling the intensity as well as the amount of one 
color used with another, almost all colors can be used together.” 
John Whitney also points out that the scales of (Continued)

If you are looking for “just a few things” to pt 
new life into a traditional room, watch for right-now colorings i 
traditional fabrics, ways to add a splash of color, to rearrang 
furniture into a less formal pattern, for new lamps, window trea 
ments, graphics, paintings or sculptures, for modern glass-and-stee 
or plastic tables and accent pieces. If you want to play down a “‘to 
modern” feeling you've grown tired of, consider the addition of a 
Oriental rug, 18th-century chest or a pair of Queen Anne or Chij 
pendale chairs, perhaps in white or bright lacquered colors, trad 
tionally patterned fabrics in contemporary colors for slipcovei 
and draperies, old books, bentwood furniture, some Oriental piece 
or accessories—changes important enough to be noticed.

(Eli, has appeared in the movies 
Lord Jim: The Good, the Bad and 
the Ugly; and most recently, Ro- 
mance of a Horse Thief.

a homemaker, but I do like ali 
these things more as I get older. 
When I was younger. I was out of 
the house so much. Then I had 
the children and most of the at- 
tention went to them.

A GARDEN DESIGNED 


TO BE GIVEN AWAY 











By JOSEPH HUDAK When I 
first started this garden in sub- 
urban Boston, | was too busy get- 





ting things to grow to consider 
if I had any special philosophy 
about it. Growing plants is a 
baffling struggle, but when you 
find they respond magnificently, 
you have to decide what to do 
with the overflow. It was the sec- 
ond year that brought the abun- 
dance, and | decided then and 
there to give away anything any- 
one admired that could be divid- 
ed. If that is a philosophy, it still 
holds true, and last fall the 
equivalent of six station wagons 
full of perennials and seedlings 
went out to new homes. Another 
giveaway this year has just been 
completed. 

Where did it all begin? With 
the growing of vigorous. speci- 
mens over the years, I suppose. 
The best conditions produce the 
best plants for the location, and 
with a good plant thriving and 
making itself noticeable to neigh- 
ber and stranger alike, the gar- 
den assumed a different charac- 
ter. It became part of the local 


environment, an extension of the 
natural scene and a visual plea- 
sure to make even the non-gar- 
dener notice. Thrifty plants pro- 
duce their own best public rela- 
tions. 

I like perennials. Their reap- 
pearance is assuring. You can 
see how a tree or shrub responds 
because they keep most of what 
grew the year before, but most 
perennials withdraw totally from 
the scene by November to lie 
buried for the long winter. When 
a plant rejoins the world from 
“nothing,” you have to rejoice. 
To me, spring begins when the 
perennials sprout. 

Originally, what plants I grew 
were all planted in the front gar- 
den. No grass, just flowers from 
shrubs and perennials, One hun- 
dred twenty feet of roadside 
frontage and 35 feet of setback 
from the street devoted only to 
growing flowers in the southerly 
exposure favoring all their best 
responses. Colors mixed and hey- 
dayed and exuberance reigned 
supreme.

They delight me so much 
they might be the true cause for 
my having so much to give away 
each year since I try to include 
several new ones every year. With 








only a third-acre to develop, you 
can see why the crowding prob- 
lem quickly becomes acute. Any 
daylily grows well without much 
bother, so you should abandon the 
lackluster “tiger” to stalk the 
roadside. 


Always room for more 


As you might expect, the giving 
away of plants that people want 
has produced some gifts in re- 
turn. Last year a yellow foxglove, 
some miniature holly and an un- 
usual white hosta came as thank- 
yous for the contributions [| had 
made. The promise of more sur- 
prises seems assured since any- 
one is welcome to come and share 
with me—provided, of course, he 
admits to having the right grow- 
ing conditions to keep the plant 
satisfied. 


My great willingness to share 
is not limited only to flowering 
perennials alone since all the 
herbs, seedlings, cuttings and 
ground covers are just as avail- 
able. As long as a visitor is will- 
ing to replant it quickly and nur- 
ture it properly, he can have his 
choice. The curiosity to me is that 
with all the dividing that has 
gone on you cannot find the gaps. 
Each spring the same quantity 
seems to reappear. Gardening has 
its own reward in sharing and 


giving—and renewing. It is a 
great system. 

Each year as I lecture before 
garden clubs [ issue the invita- 
tion to come in September and 
help me clear out the garden. The 
actual day is always the same 
Sunday in September at one P.M. 
No one is allowed in before. All 
divisions, rooted cuttings or oth- 
erwise spare plants are grouped 
in shallow boxes and flats on the 
driveway. Each is labeled clearly 
with name, flower color, bloom 
time and brief cultural hints— 
like “this needs sun.” The give- 
away is handled strictly on a 
first-come, first-served basis. 
Those who arrived 15 minutes af- 
ter the gates open are likely to 
find nothing. Perhaps most amaz- 
ing, besides the obvious pleasure 
given to those who receive the 
plants, is that as I show them 
around the garden, I realize that 
nothing I’ve given away is missed. 
Yet I know the giveaway has giv- 
en me back space which will al- 
low me to try all those new vari- 
eties the following season. @

If one-acre-and-up zon- 
ing hasn’t been attacked in 
your own community, get ready. 
It probably soon will be. And the 
chances for established residents 
to prevent the incursion of devel- 
growing slimmer every 
year. The courts are not in favor 
of large-lot zoning. Here’s why. 

The Federal and State courts 
have decided that suburban com- 
munities large-lot 
zoning ordinances to 
The Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, for example, 
invalidated a series of suburban 
zoning that “zoned 
out” apartment dwellers, and then 
in another case declared uncon- 
stitutional two-, three- and four- 
acre minimum-lot restrictions. It 
that 
these were enacted to keep up the 
“tone” of the community, vir- 
tually restricting the area to 
upper-income families. 

In effect, the courts have been 
saying that cannot be 
used to keep people out of the 
the basis of class.

Historically, zoning was never 
meant to be discriminatory. In- 
deed, if anyone had ever claimed 
so, the ordinance would have been 
declared unconstitutional. Local 
government never had this power, 
did any level of authority. 
In most instances, communities 
have attempted to justify re- 
strictive zoning on the grounds 
of “public health, safety, morals 
and general welfare.” But the 
courts have been cutting through 
to the real reasons, and this is 
why such zoning ordinances are 
failing to hold up under law. 
Restrictive zoning is on its way

out. We had best face up to it 
now, and opt for orderly prog- 


ress within the spirit of the law. 
In the end, we'll be better off.

After you’ve found a teacher, 
wait a few lessons, and then eyal- 
uate your child’s attitude and the 
amount of enthusiasm.

French Riviera—Part I: 












The golden azure coast 


The “in” drink is Kir: they're 
lined up to dance the Yamasuki 
in the discothéques from St. 
Tropez to Menton; in Juan-les- 
Pins, everyone who isn’t beaching 


in a bikini is wearing this year’s 
official resort costume of faded, 
splotch-dyed blue cotton shirt and 
bell bottoms. The yachts are slip- 
ping in and out the gates of Monte 
Carlo’s harbor, and in Cannes the 
new Port Pierre Canto yacht 
basin is as packed as a used car 
lot, only with the gleaming, spit- 
and-polish seagoing possessions 
of those who don’t have to ask the 
price. At Roquebrune, there’s a 
swinging indoor-outdoor  restau- 
rant called Le Pirate where you 
don’t ask the price, either—you 
just get billed—a burro strolls 
through to finish your dessert for 
you, and if youre in the mood, 
you can toss your table into the 
flaming barbecue pit while the 
pirate chief owner and his co- 
pirates sing, dance and swoop 
appropriately. 

In other words, the Cote d’ Azur 
is maintaining its standing as 
the Capital of Joie de Vivre, a 
reputation it has enjoyed ever 
since the Greeks made it the 
shrine of Monokos, their good- 
time god, in 481 B.C. It has 
always been the sunny, flower- 
scented escape from the winter 
cold for crowned heads and their 
cohorts and the sweet smell of 
monied elegance lingers, as per- 
vasive as the rose and jasmine 
that flourish beyond the gates of 
past-century villas, heady as the 
mimosa, carnations and roses that 
are this region’s commercial ex- 
port to the whole world. 

We sampled the Riviera in 
June, the month of fraises de bois, 
green almonds and _ raspberries, 
when the /oup de mer, the coast’s 
gorgeous sea bass, seemed to be 
running splendidly—showing up 
on the menu grilled over fennel, 
baked en papillotte or poached in 
myriad secret, creamy sauces of 
myriad secretive chefs. But then, 
we recall, the Joup was very much 
on hand in November, the pre- 
vious time we were there. So were 
the roses, the sunshine and the 
blue-green sea (at Nice the Bay 
of Angels is streaked with gold). 
This brings up the subject of The 
Season on the Riviera. 

Victoria and the Tsars used to 
sojourn here for three months in 
neighboring palaces in the chic 
Cimiez section of Nice (now 
apartment buildings), and the

Nice has a lot more to recom- 
mend it than its handsome seaside 
promenade, the Boulevard des An- 
glais, named for the English mi- 
lords who turned the ancient city 
resort You 
sample all eras here, from the 
medievalism of its steep old town, 
built up from the picturesque 
port where the ships depart for 
Corsica, to some pretty unfortu- 
nate high-rises that are doing no 
good the shoreline on the 
outskirts of town. The Saturday 
flower market in the old town is 
something to see, a reminder that 
Nice is famous for its pre-Lenten 
carnival and springtime festivals 
that feature flower battles in the 
Place de Masséna. 

The Masséna Museum cele- 
brates the town’s history and local 
art, from 15th-century primitives 
to works by Dufy, Renoir and 
their ilk, and Empire furniture 
buffs can have a field day going 
through its grandly furnished 
rooms. (The French call the Em- 
pire style “/e retour d’Egypte.”) 
Incidental note: 
excellent antique shops on 
Rue Catherine Ségurane.

For a surprise, drive up to the 
hilly park called the Chateau— 
you're in a forest in the middle 
of the city, with a smashing view 
and good 
measure, And don’t miss Cimiez, 
its elegantly Victorian architec- 
ture a reminder of last-century 
posh, its Franciscan church that 
started as a ninth-century monas- 
tery and contains the work of the 
Bréa brothers, Louis and Fran- 
cois, the most famous painters of 
the Nice Primitives. Cimiez was a 
health spa early on, and the Ro- 
mans moved in as usual with their 
fancy plumbing so today you can 
see what remains. They naturally 
built an arena, too, where you can 
hear a concert of a summer 
evening and during May watch 
folkloric dances. An archeologi- 
cal museum here is shared with a 
museum of Matisse works. Both 
Matisse and Dufy are buried in 
the cemetery nearby. 

Back to modernity. Don’t leave 
the vicinity without a stopoff at 
Cap 3000 on the road betwixt 
Nice and Cannes. This has got to 
be the supermarket to end all 
supermarkets—and you could 
spend a day here. It’s a two-story 
marble-and-glass shopping center 
under one roof—correction, swim- 
ming pool—where the locals and 
you can cover the boutiques for 
practically anything you could 
conceivably want to buy, trundle 


of town coast. for 


a cart through an immaculate 
supermarket, then go up to the 
roof garden for a swim in the 
pool, come down and have lunch 
in a full-fledged restaurant. The 
stopper here is that this pretty 
elegant eatery is directly under 
the pool and has great glass port- 
holes in its ceiling so that you 
can watch the swimmers gliding 
by as you enjoy your salade 
Nicoise. 

Another nearby innovation is 
La Siesta, a Gallic version of 
a Mexican hacienda crossed with 
a high-class amusement park. It’s 
an enclave of restaurant, shops, 
swimming pool and such sporty 
diversions as Karting, a round-the- 
rink racing car run, much favored 
by the French who have a pash 
for fast driving. There’s even a 
Baby Karting course for the 
young. We were reminded, curi- 
ously, of Knott’s Berry Farm. 

And speaking of innovations, in 
which the French now seem to be 
outdoing us, there is in Nice prop- 
er a restaurant called Gigot a 
la Ficelle, where the waiters slide 
around on roller skates. It was 
enough to inspire La Nicoise, a 
restaurant in Washington, D.C., 
where the same skating goes on. 


Cagnes (not Cannes) 


If we could, we'd keep this to 
ourselves—H aut-de-Cagnes, as be- 
guiling an antique hill town as 
ever wound its cobbled streets into 
cul de sacs, built its houses into 
walls, spilled its geraniums ove 
tawny stone abutments and_ sur. 
rounded a fortified castle. If most 
tourists haven’t yet discovered it. 
French artists and literati have— 
Renoir, Manet, Soutine, Matisse 
and Modigliani, for starters. Once 
the giddiest town on the coast, its 
people supported a fife and 
tambour serenaded each 
other, danced the rigadoon until 
a 17th-century bishop forbade it 
as an immoral excess. Its curious: 
ly shaped,  feudal-Renaissance 
Grimaldi castle (family of you. 
know-who) is now a museum dedi, 
cated to the romance of the olive 
tree and its oil, contemporary art 
folklore and furnished rooms 0 
its baronial eras. The inner cour, 
surrounding a pepper tree anc 
the marble staircase are often the 
stage set for theater and musicals 
And if we were ever free to taki 
rose-scented repose in a room 
with a view in an updated 12th 
century inn, it would be at th 
town’s Le Cagnard, built into th’ 
ramparts. Its lift is upholstere’ 
and the elevator shaft is painted 
with troubadours and jongleur, 
to pleasure the eye during th! 
slow ascents and descents. Le

thought to be a pagan leftover 
and a 16th-century — primitive 
altar painting thought to he by 
Louis Bréa. 

For a nice slice of life, wander 
through the busy market where 
all the fresh. good fruits of the 
sea, orchards, farms and gardens 
show you why the food in these 
parts is so dreamy.

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How to beat the 


broken nail

Hands. From the flick of the wrist to the snap of the fingers. they 
express “you” in every movement. And what lends the final punc- 
tuation to every gesture? Nails. Carefully manicured, meticu- 
lously cared for nails. “Impossible,” says the housewife. Even 
though she no longer scrubs the family laundry on a rock by the 
river, everyday housework is packed with perils for the nails— 
from polishing silver to scouring with hot water. How to beat the 
broken nail? We turned to Nena Rico, owner of the manicure 
salons. Nails by Nena. in New York and Beverly Hills. 

Nena’s theory is very simple—the less you have to do to nails, 
the better, with a professional manicure to get you started on the 
right foot (or hand). Length is a question of the shape of the 
hand. strength of the nail and the type of life you lead—active 
or restful. Whatever the length, let the walls of the nail grow 
straight out. then shape with an emery board. ‘Metal files are 
oul.) To avoid splitting. file in only one direction. 

When shaping, 
are strong nails. This means no points. Nails should be squared 
off or 


scissors are an absolute taboo for nonprofessionals. Soak cuticles 


the important maxim is that blunt nails 


rounded. On cuticles. the best advice is: don't cut. Cuticle 
in warm oil or water and push back gently with an orange stick.

There’s no one carpet fiber that’s “best” for every-

Feel or “Hand.” Wool is the softest, warmest, 
st luxurious. Acrylic, of all the man-made fibers, 
mes closest to wool. Polyester is soft, too—sort of 
wny. Nylon feels a little more rugged. 

Color. Wool, along with most man-made fibers, 
es up into almost limitless shades. But imagine a 
sep. It’s off-white, not pure white, right? So if you 
mt a pure white carpet or a very brilliant color, look 
‘acrylic, polyester or nylon. In olefin, the colors are 
ually less bright and the choice much smaller. 

Price. Wool costs most. Then come acrylic and 
lyester. Then nylon. But price is also affected by con- 
uction. The thicker and denser the carpet, the more 
er is needed and the greater the cost. A good rule: 
t the densest, best-made (and thus most expensive) 
rpet your budget can stand. 

Wear. Here, too, construction is at least as impor- 
it as fiber. A good, dense carpet will wear well—a 
2ap, sparse one won't. If construction is identical, 
sn nylon is the strongest, most durable fiber. Next 
mes polyester. Then acrylic. Then wool. But again, 
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remember—a thick wool carpet will outlast a skimpy 
nylon one. 

Crush Resistance. Wool is excellent. It has a natu- 
ral crimp that makes it bounce back after you step on it. 
Acrylic is also very good. Polyester and nylon are next. 
Hint: A twist or a low, tight-loop carpet will show traffic 
lanes much less than a shag or a plush. 

Soiling. Slowest to show dirt are wool and 
Antron” nylon. Then come most other nylons, together 
with polyester and acrylic. Hint: Medium colors show 
dirt less than light or dark ones, and color mixtures— 
tweeds, florals, patterns—are best of all. 

When it comes to ease of cleaning, fiber is much 
less important than dealing with spills and stains right 
away—before they have a chance to “set.” 

Dampness. If you live by the sea, or in a very wet 
climate, you might find that wool carpet feels perma- 
nently damp. Get one of the man-made fibers. Olefin 
is the most moisture-resistant of all. 

Static Electricity. If you live in a dry climate, you 
might get annoying sparks from a nylon carpet. Avoid 
nylon unless it’s been anti-stat treated. Other fibers are 
fine, except in very dry places. Even then there’s help 
—an anti-stat spray. 

Nonallergenic qualities. If there’s a serious al- 
lergy in your family, don’t get a natural fiber like wool. 
The man-made fibers are nonallergenic. 

What else is important? Texture and construc- 
tion. They’re at least as important as fiber. I'll talk 
about them in future Lees ads in this magazine. 

Who makes the carpet? A lot of very good fiber 
ends up as very bad carpet. (Because the carpet-maker 
skimps, or lacks know-how or experience.) So, even 
more important than picking your fiber is picking your 
carpet-maker.

CHICAGO’S SOUTH COMMONS: 
AN URBAN REAWAKENING 


By JOHN H. INGERSOLL O 
Elaine and Harry Soloway sold an 
attractive house on a quiet street 
in a fashionable Chicago suburb 
to move with their two 
daughters into a southside Cni- 
cago urban renewal project. 

“You're out of mind!” 
said a neighbor when she heard 
the news. “You can't really be 
serious,” said a friend. 

No one could blame friends and 


young 


your 


relatives for being concerned. 
Over the past 40 years, many 
pockets of Chicago’s south side 
have deteriorated severely. A typ- 
ical slice of a neighborhood that 
urban renewal funds cleared is 
shown in the rooftop photograph 
at lower right. One city official 
bluntly said the area was “among 
the worst slums in our city.” 

But the Soloways were serious. 
Enough so to buy a $45,000 town- 
house in 
placed the slums. “Now our sub- 
urban friends all envy us terri- 
bly,’ -says Elaine 
“They re lonely out there. and we 
haven't time to be lonely. We're 
having a wonderful life.” 

This urban achievement — is 
called South Commons. It lies in 
a 30.6-acre parcel of land about 
three miles south of The Loop and

less than a mile west of Burn- 
ham Park and Lake Michigan. 
Ground-breaking was in the fall of 
1966, and the last building will be 
completed next year. 
South Commons — is 
notches above the best of Chi- 
cago’s previous efforts at urban 
renewal. It is light years ahead 
of the drab and unimaginative 
buildings that have given urban 
renewal a bad reputation. To the

best of anyone’s knowledge, South 


Commons is unique among proj- 
ects in any American city. What 
makes it so?

A family living in South Com- 
mons gains far more than a clutch 
of rooms in which to escape the 
indifferences and hostilities of the 
city. Within the community bound- 
aries, they can buy groceries, 
toiletries or medicines from one

Statisticaliy, only 18.2% of the 
acreage is devoted to buildings. 
Over 25% is set aside for park- 
ing; 10.7% is taken up by 
streets, and the remaining 45.6% 
is either landscaping, _ play- 
grounds, pools or pathways.

this degree of openness allows 
for 50 living units per acre, a 
density well attuned to urban 
housing needs. 

South Commons is a significant 
advance, but it isn’t the perfect 
place for everyone. Many subur- 
banites would not want to live 
there, and some are still fearful 
of visiting the area.

“That 
project should have been all

To qualify for urban renewal 
funds, the developers pledged to 
maintain a clear non-discrimina- 
tory sales and rental policy.

The inside story

In hard 
water, soap forms an_ insoluble 
precipitate known as lime soap 
or soap curd. Not all the curd 
rinses away.

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Enjoying meals within sight of the " i: 
sea and surrounded by art (not off in 
some stifly furnished separate room) 
was a plus the Belfers always wanted. 
So they put their airy Plexiglas din- 
ing table alone one wall of the living 
room (right and opposite). The shell 
chairs with their lovely fluted curves 
are newly white—they were covered 
in silver leaf when they were found 
in Venice. The double joy of then 
table. its owners have discovered. is 
that it looks memorable whether set 
with shells and more shells (and plates 
designed by Picasso) or unset, catch- 
ing reflections of the Frank Stella 
painting above it. (The splendid Stella 
is so at home here it might have been 
commissioned for this very spot. but 
it wasn't. Again, the perfect placing 
of the perfect thing.) And, too, the 
see-through table has a nice design 
kinship to the Plexiglas shelves near- 
by. which hold Virs. Belfer’s pride 

her pre-Columbian collection. Ex- 
traordinary pieces she has gathered 
ultra-selectively over the years. these 
ancient sculptures sit in vitrines ( be- 
low) shaped very beautifully them- 
selves. The shelves are fronted with 
clear panels spaced with rectangular 
cutouts, so, depending where you are, 
you may be seeing a mask directly or 
looking at it through a layer of Plexi- 
elas. “A marvelous jewel-like housing 
for art.” said one artist-viewer. The 
lights above are “pin spots’ —the 
kind used in ealleries. (They can be 
heightened or dimmed in intensity. ) 
The shine on the floors? Italian mar- 
ble. Like everything else here, this 
elegant finishing for the rooms was 
chosen and placed with special care 

the blocks, each marvelously veined, 
set in diagonal rows to break up the 


innate squareness of all the spaces.

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“Architectural grace isn’t

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In the guestroom—a lively change of : 
pace from the shadowy foyer and low- 
key living room—twin-bed superstruc- 
tures surrounded by great sweeps of 
plaid (opposite) give the room a 
strong feeling of architecture. To add 
a sense of depth behind the beds, the 
fabric is smoothed not onto the wall 
but onto a wide, high panel. The little 
night table is plaid, too. The rug? 
‘Just the color of the Blue Grotto on 
Capri.” Another end of the living 
room (left) almost does seem to be | 
like a cave with the sea rushing in— | 
the blues of the Atlantic reflect so 
vividly on its shiny ceiling. And this 
indoor-outdoor quality of their sec- 
ond home delights the Belfers. “Sitting 
here, we feel as if we're on an ocean 
liner.” Again, in this corner, there is 
a seemingly effortless mélange of 
comfortable pieces and art pieces— 
deep sofas, a coffee table made of 
chunks of steel which come together 
in a superbly sculptural way, and 
lamp bases layered with Plexiglas so 
they almost seem to float. Just through 
the glass doors, a very Italian, very 
easy-care interpretation of what can 
go perfectly on a balcony by the sea 
(above). The fiber-glass chairs are 
happy in any kind of weather and 
their cushions are vinylized. The floor 
tiles? Right, yet freshly out of the 
ordinary as are so many things inside. 
The tiles are patterned not in cool 
Riviera blues. as you would expect.

he past is 18th-century 
London with its pubs and liter- 
ary salons—and love of tradi- 
tion and ceremony. The heirs: 
meticulously detailed replicas 
by Henredon of the furniture of 
the period, designed and ex- 
ecuted originally by noted cabi- 
netmakers—Chippendale, Sher- 
aton. Hepplewhite, et al. The 
setting now: the sitting room 
(far left and on the cover) of 
a low-ceiling country house in 
Southampton, L.I., arranged by 
Designer Clifford H. Stanton. 
The point of our tale: how the 
delicate scaling of English tra- 
dition is happily at home when 
subtly mixed with the stuff of 
other times and places—a very 
anlique porcelain stove from 
Austria: ornate accessories from 
Italy's 18th century. Here. a 
mélange of warm and mellow 
textures: earthy brick, carved 
country panelings that blend eas- 
ily with the damask of the sofa 
its lines silhouetted against 
a_ beruffled pongee curtaining. 
The Pembroke table (its name 
may be derived from the Count- 
ess of Pembroke) to the left of 
the sofa is solid mahogany. 
Used now as an end table, it 
served originally as a breakfast 
table or a lady’s. worktable. 
Graceful fan inlays on either 
side of the single drawer are 
ebony and boxwood. The inlay 
that frames the front apron is 
cross-banded satinwood—a pop- 
ular fashion in its heyday.

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hough most native New 
Yorkers rarely leave their island. 
Designer Charles Siegel (who 
grew up there) prefers to live on 
a cliff in North Bergen. N.J. But 
from his high-rise apartment. he 
can enjoy Manhattan’s skyline. 
Because of Siegel’s penchant for 
“off-shades” (his word). he has 
achieved unusual color excite- 
ment in his apartment. It started 
in his neighborhood paint store.

listen to Designer James Patterson 
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he locale is Fire Island. a slim 
sliver of sand two hours by car and 
ferry from Manhattan. The site, high 
on a rise and dense with holly and 
sassafras trees. was a mutual (and ob- 
vious) choice of client and architect. 
The structure is a simple elass-and- 


cedar “treehouse.” enhanced by an 
unexpected—and_private—pool area. 

Why a swimming pool for a week- 
end house at the beach? 

“The pool is something I’ve always 
wanted,” says owner James R. Patter- 
son. “Why not on Fire Island? I’m an 
early-morning wanderer, one of those 
solitary beach walkers. When I wake 
up, | go for a long walk with my dog. 
Then I come back and take a swim. 
Besides.” he adds, “the pool is great 
when entertaining.” 

The house is actually an enlarged 
version of Architect Harry Bates’ own 
one-bedroom house. but it’s still small. 
Patterson entertains often—and easily 

but has limited himself to one 
guestroom. During gregarious mo- 
ments, he can be with his visitors: yet 
privacy is no problem—the cuest- 
room and bath are on a lower level. 
and guests go their own way to the 
pool and the kitchen. 

The furnishings are a reflection of 
Patterson’s design interests—needle- 
point, fabric and wallpaper—and 
therefore brighter than the usual va- 
cation-house mélange. In the living 
room (opposite), the required fire- 
place is set off by a Patterson-designed 
needlepoint rug. His bath (far left) 
and guest bath (near left) are pa- 
pered in wild prints. Lower photo- 


graphs show details of his bedroom. 
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Patterson praises the architecture. 
“Harry's just great because he makes 


sure that the wind blows through the 
house. And he’s vehement about views 
and angles.” He cites some examples: 
“My bedroom overlooks the front— 
all trees—and the back—all swim- 
ming pool. Even the bedroom for 
guests—on the level below—looks out 
to sassafras trees that hang over the 
cedar fence. It’s like a little forest.” 
The house, a simple rectangular 
plan, is based on the pavilion idea, 
though most pavilions tend to be more 
elaborate. At one end of the main 
level is the living room: at the other 
end, Patterson’s bedroom: at the cen- 
ter, a core that includes kitchen and 
bath. Entrance steps (above) lead to 
a deck, which continues all around the 
house. On the lower level. a guest- 
room and bath, a sauna, laundry fa- 
cilities and a poolside room with 
table and chairs. The pool itself is an 
inexpensive above-ground, _ plastic- 
liner type, but its four-foot depth is 
hidden beneath the wide cedar decking 
(which also eliminates the need for 
the usual concrete coping). “It looks.” 
says Patterson. “just like a million 
dollars.” 1) Editor ANNA WIGLAMA 
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It isn‘t really a treehouse, but Patterson thinks 
Architect Bates came pretty close. Both long 
sides of the house have recessed walls of glass 
above the foliage. But the pool is at a 

lower level and completely enclosed for privacy.

Texture combines look with feel, and in 
rugs—as in nature—almost any look is 
possible. Following is a sampling of tex- 
ture choices and the fibers they come in. 
1 Shags are one of the most popular tex- 
tures today. The yarn lengths can reach 
about six inches. They have a tousled 
look, like grass, and are most often used 
in living rooms and bedrooms—places 
where there’s not excessive traffic. 

2 Plush has a luxurious velvety look 
with an even cut pile. Good in formal set- 
ings and low-traffic areas. 

3 Plush shag (sometimes called splush) 
has an even pile, like a plush. It does 
not bend and twist as much as the usual 
shag, yet it has the deep texture of one. 
4 Random shear is one level, made of 
looped fibers, some of which are cut and 
some left looped. This has a surface that 
is smooth with a hint of deeper texture. 
Fine in higher traffic areas. 

5 Two-level looped, cut and uncut can 
give a strongly patterned look, depending 
on the depth of the loops. 

6 Two-level looped, uncut is made up of 
loops of different heights, so the surface 
is pebbly. Takes a lot of wear. 

7 One-level looped, uncut is what much 
kitchen and indoor/outdoor carpet is. 
Tightly woven loops keep spills and water 
out. Withstands a great deal of wear. 








The choice of fiber should be based on 
its strength, resiliency, look and feel. 
Fibers vary in these elements and some 
are better for certain uses than others. 
Following are the most popular carpeting 
fibers. All are man-made, except wool. 
Wool is the leading fiber in the luxury 
lines. It resists soil, is easy to clean, 
warm, resilient, soft and comfortable. 
It is best in low-traffic areas and makes 
good shags, loops and plushes—for in- 
door use only. 

Nylon was the first man-made fiber and 
since its introduction has been greatly 
improved. It wears exceptionally well, 
resists soil and is easy to clean, making 
it excellent for all types of carpeting. 
Acrylic yarns are light-reflecting, giving 
the carpet surface a shimmering effect. 
The closest of the man-made fibers to 
wool in versatility, solution-dyed acrylics 
stand up to the most demanding wear 
conditions, indoors and out. They are 
moth-, mildew- and stain-resistant with 
low static build-up. 

Modacrylic is a modified acrylic that can 
be used alone in bath and scatter rugs, 
but is usually blended with acrylic in 
standard carpeting. 

Polyester is soft and durable and makes 
good splush carpeting. It has iow-static 
tendencies, excellent pile resilience. 
Olefin (polypropylene) has stain resist- 
ance, is easy to clean, durable, -color- 
fast with low static build-up. It is ex- 
cellent for outdoor use because it is.

The rug and carpet story doesn’t stop 
with the floor, for they’re no longer con- 
fined to a horizontal surface. They're go- 
ing places and doing things in decorating 
that they've never done before. 

In the same way that wall-to-wall car- 
peting creates a unifying force‘on a 
room, carpeting that climbs the furniture 
and the wall pulls the room together into 
a total environment. It softens the scene. 
It reduces outside noises to a marked de- 
gree. It is an effective means of hiding 
cracked or problem wails, and it doesn’t 
have to be painted every few years. Good 
strong carpeting will last a long time on 
the wall because there is little wear and 
tear—no trampling or spilling. It is easy 
to maintain—some say much more so 
than painted or papered walls. A simple 
sweep with the wand attachment of the 
vacuum cleaner should keep it fresh. 
Wall carpeting is an excellent background 
for art. The nail marks don’t show so 
paintings can be rotated as often as you 
want. Another advantage is its insulating 
effect, one of the reasons tapestries were 
so popular in those cold old castles. 

Rugs can cover the walls in another 
way—as art. Either on carpeted or plain 





very successful contemporary hangings. 

There are really two kinds of rug wall 
hangings: those originally conceived and 
woven as art (not to be walked on) and 


those area rugs that are handsome 
enough to be used as art, though they 
are really meant to go on the floor. The 
rough pile material of both gives a new 
textural dimension to art. The result is 
a combination of relief sculpture and 
painting, yet it is softer and warmer than 
either of these could ever be. 

Some of today’s most celebrated art- 
ists are designing wall-hung rugs as art— 
Picasso, Calder, Stella, Warhol, Trova, 
Vasarely, to name a few—and their cre- 
ations are being produced in_ limited 
editions, like graphics. Lots of young 
artists are discovering this medium, too. 

Many of the new area rugs—those in- 
tended for the floor—provide a great 
range of texture, color tone and shadings. 
This can be true of both standard, ready- 
made rugs and custom-designed ones. 
Many have remarkable depth and some a 
trompe l'oeil effect. They can be quite 
small or wall-size, covering all but a few 
inches of the wall. Here, an area rug be- 
comes an entity of its own, a complete 
design not partially hidden by furniture. 
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In a living room that begs 
you to go barefoot (far 
left), a soft, fuzzy 
environment was created 
out of carpeting—up the 
walls, around the furniture 
and the bar.

Easy-care synthetic fibers have opened 
up new decorating possibilities for car- 
peting in the kitchen and on the terrace 
—areas that were formerly saved for 
hard surfaces. Carpeting’s advantages 
are softness underfoot—especially good 
in the kitchen where you stand a lot— 
and safety from slipping—important out- 
doors. An outdoor carpet should be wa 
ter-resistant, colorfast, quick-drying. The 
backing must repel water: either vinyl or 
high-density rubber. A needle-punched 
(feltlike) fabric and a tightly tufted loop 
are the preferred textures. Olefin and so- 
lution-dyed acrylic are the most widely 
used fibers. Kitchen carpeting must, 
above all, be stain-resistant, water-re- 
pellent and strong. A tightly tufted con- 
struction helps keep moisture out and 
the backing should be a vinyl or high- 
density rubber or foam. Nylon is one of 
the most popular fibers for kitchens. 
Adhesive-backed carpet tiles for in- 
door use only are now being made in 
looped, plush and shag textures. A do-it- 
yourself project, they are a choice that 
can save installation costs and allow you 
to combine colors in your own design. 
They can even be installed on beiow- 
grade surfaces that are clean, dry and 
smooth. There is minimum waste because 
you buy only as many as you need. They 
can easily be rotated to equalize wear.

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CONSTRUCTION risers are con. 


structed in two ways. Wool comes off sheep in a fuzzy, 
shorn state called staple. It is then twisted together 
and spun into yarn. Synthetic fibers come out of a 
liquid vat in the form of continuous filaments, or long 
unbroken strands. They can be fuzzed, twisted and 
cut to resemble staple and then spun into yarn or 
they can stay in filament form, be mechanically tex- 
turized and woven in one continuous strand to make 
a looped-pile carpet. Carpets are constructed in 
four ways. Most domestic carpets are tufted, mean- 
ing that the yarns are punched through a prewoven 
backing. The yarns in a woven carpet are interwoven 
so that the pile and the backing become a single 
fabric. Needle-punched construction is used for some 
types of outdoor carpeting and creates a feltlike, 
webbed effect. Flocked carpets are most often made 
electrostatically, with chopped fibers charged and 
embedded in a backing fabric to make plush carpets.

construction of tufted and needie-punched carpeting. 
Jute is the most common backing material for tufted 
carpets for indoor tse; water-resistant vinyl and rub- 
ber backings for both outdoor and kitchen carpets. 


PADDINGS port scrip an poscing i 


is one of the most important carpeting purchases you 
can make. Good paddings will extend the life of your 
carpet and bad ones may well decrease it. Which type 
of pad you ultimately decide on depends on the type 
of carpet, how thick you want the carpet to feel, where 
it is, how much wear you expect it to get. Most pads 
(or cushions) are priced according to weight per 
square yard. A 40-ounce pad is usually sufficient for 
home use. Paddings help absorb noise, insulate 
and can make an inexpensive carpet feel more lux- 
urious. Thick, lush paddings are best for low-traffic 
areas while stairs and high-traffic areas need firmer 
ones. All-hair paddings are made of cattle hair and 
have a felted look. They resist impact and wear ex- 
tremely well, but do shed. Hair-and-jute are less ex- 
pensive and less effective than all-hair. The more 
hair in this kind of pad, the better. Rubberized hair 
and jute won't shed or slip. All-jute is the least ex- 
pensive and loses resilience over prolonged periods. 
Foam rubber retains resilience in both the flat and 
waffled varieties. The flat is best for heavy-traffic 
areas. Waffled is more luxurious underfoot and less 
expensive. Both are mildew-resistant. A good one 
will be durable (and worth the money). Sponge rub- 
ber is more porous than foam rubber, making it very 
soit. Its resilience—either in waffled or flat styles— 
is good. Not for high-traffic areas or outdoor use. 


INSTALLATION erctessionat insta: 


lation is not necessary, of course, for room-size or 
area rugs. Carpet tiles you install yourself, again 
saving installation costs. But with wall-to-wall and 
up-the-wall carpeting, proper installation is crucial 
since a faulty one can drastically reduce wear and 
ife expectancy of the carpet. Remember that any 
qualified installer will give references—and you 
should feel free to check them without hesitation. 


C L EAN | N G A combination of vacuuming 


(at least once a week) and regular professional 
cleaning will make all the difference in the perform- 
ance, look and wear of your carpets and rugs. An 








upright vacuum with revolving brushes helps restore 
crushed fibers while it takes up soil. Shags react 
best to the suction (not brushes) of an upright that 
is set on the shag setting. Some new vacuums have 
special settings and attachments for shags as well as 
fakes and sweepers (such as Bissell’s carpet sweep- 
er for shags). Canister vacuums have the advantage 
of easy-to-change attachments for dusting and seek- 
ing out dirt from almost any fabric in the house. 
The wand head should always be kept level with the 
surface being cleaned and in close contact with it. A 
carpet sweeper helps for touch-ups. Never sweep a 
carpet with a broom. For deeper cleaning, there are 
two at-home methods: dry and wet. The dry method 
uses powder cleaners that are really surface bright- 
eners. There's no drying time and they help remove 
greasy soil. If you try the wet method, use only a 
mild detergent made especially for carpets. Carpet 
backings should be kept dry and any solution used 
according to directions. If furniture can’t be removed, 
put plastic or aluminum foil under the legs. Argo’s 
system is a cleaning solution on an absorbent mop 
that acts as a blotter to lift dirt. Professional cleaning 
comes in two forms: on-location (for wall-to-wall) and 
at the plant (for rugs). ServiceMaster and Duraclean 
suggest a professional cleaning at least once a year. 
For first-aid treatment for spots, turn to page 275. 


CARE Some carpets will have to be looked 


after more lovingly than others, depending on color 
and texture, how clean the air is, and how much 
trampling your family does. Preventive care is al- 
ways best. To prevent crushing, rotate rugs or fur- 
nishings and use small area rugs (that don’t have 
too coarse a backing) over carpeting in high-traffic 
areas. To equalize wear on stairs, have an extra foot 
of the carpet folded under the top riser. When wear 
begins to show, shift the carpet downward a few 
inches. If carpets become crushed, cover the area 
with a damp (not wet) cloth and hold a steam iron 
over (not on) the surface for a few seconds. Brush 
with a carpet rake. Sprouting is normal in a new Car- 
pet. If a few loose ends push up above the surface 
pile, clip the tuft, don’t pull it out. Fluffing does not 
affect carpet life. The only thing to do is vacuum. 
Sometimes a carpet will shed some fluff throughout 
its life, but it usually does so only when it is new. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


FIRE STANDARDS. Under an amendment to the Flam- 

mable Fabrics Act, carpets made after April 16, 1971, 

must pass a new flame-spread test designed spe- 

cifically for carpets.

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DRANDY GUESS INALIVE 


By EMANUEL GREENBERG () If 
American brandy is a new idea to 
you, think about this: During the last 
10 years, consumption of American 
brandy has doubled. Today, better 
than three of every four bottles of 
brandy that is consumed in_ the 
United States is domestic. 

Not much of it is going into the 
typical brandy snifter. Most of it 
goes into—and is better suited to— 
such mixed drinks as a Brandy Sour, 
a Brandy Manhattan or a Brandy- 
Lemonade. No one would expect you 
to use fine Cognac this way—then 
why American brandies? Can there 
really be that much difference, even 
if they are separated by an ocean? 

In elementary terms, brandy is 
simply distilled wine. The wine for 
Cognac comes from grapes grown in 
chalky French soil and under the pre- 
vailing weather conditions. This wine 
is distilled out at 140 proof, in old- 
fashioned alembic stills, in two sepa- 
rate stages. After six or seven years 
of aging in oak barrels from the 
nearby Limousin forest, it becomes a 
deep, complex and highly aromatic 
brandy of definite character. Cognac 
is customarily served in a snifter, a 
glass with a large bowl tapering to- 
ward the rim—designed especially to 
capture and hold the bouquet. 


The American difference 


The wine for American brandy is 
pressed from grapes sustained by the 
native soil and sun... affected by our 
technology. It is distilled in modern 
continuous stills and runs off at about 
170 proof; a light, clean, fruity and 
fragrant brandy without any definite 
personality. Aging takes place in 
white oak casks—usually three to 
four years, although only two years 
are required by law. The practice 
now is to blend in up to 15% aged 
pot-still brandies, elaborated in the 
same manner as Cognac, for char- 
acter and definition. 

This results in a most amiable li- 
quor, which collaborates beautifully 
with all fruit juices (since it’s de- 
rived of fruit), with lemonade and 
other juice combinations and with 
the standard mixers. Compare a 
Whiskey Sour against an American 
Brandy Sour; youll know right off 
what the native brandy has to offer. 
For all its virtues as a cocktail liquor. 
American brandy is nothing in the 
snifter. It ought not be compared 
with Cognac or, for that matter, with 
the brandy of any other country. All 


it purports to be is the very best 
brandy that can be skillfully coaxed 
from our grapes (or wine), consid- 
ering their inherent potential as well 
as shortcomings. It is a brandy true 
to its own genes and chromosomes, 
not a pseudo Cognac. And it is, ap- 
parently, quite pleasing to the Amer- 
ican palate. 


The barren years 


Things were not always so. Until re- 
cent times, the United States was the 
only wine-growing country that did 
not possess a brandy type of its own, 
accepted by the citizens of the land. 
In fact, American vintners seem to 
have been obsessed by the French ex- 
ample very early in their develop- 
ment. In 1881, encouraged by the 
Viticultural Commission, California 
growers imported vines of the Co- 
gnac grape varieties, Folle Blanche 
and Colombar. The prediction was 
made that “with the finest varieties of 
grapes from the Charentes (Cognac 
region) and with careful distilla- 
tion,” the American product would 
compare favorably with Cognac or 
any brandy in the world. The pre- 
diction withered on the vine, so to 
speak, for it was years before Amer- 
icans accepted their own brandy, and 
then it was on different terms. 

The potential for American brandy 
finally became apparent during 
World War II, when foreign supplies 
dried up. Even though the domestic 
brandy was not the clean. carefully 
controlled product it is today, the 
customer was willing to try almost 
anything, partly because whiskies 
and rums of that period were suffering 
from wartime restrictions. People 
took to mixing the brandy in cock- 
tails and tall drinks, using it like a 
whiskey. Both the public and profes- 
sionals were pleasantly surprised. 
Though somewhat harsh at that time 
and of dismaying inconsistency (with 
some commercial fortifying brandy 
passed off as beverage brandy). it 
blended agreeably with almost all 
mixers. Its lack of complexity, the 
very characteristic Cognac lovers 
prize, happens to be a virtue in a 
cocktail liquor. 


Recent improvements 


Distillers and vintners set about im- 
proving the product. Growers discov- 
ered that condition and freshness of 
the wine was critical. Aging in wood 
improves most wines, but ihe enzy- 


matic changes that occur do not favor 
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brandy. The procedure now is to 
control temperature of fermentation 
so as not to drive off volatile flavor 
substances, and to distill only freshly 
fermented wines. 

The leading producers have also 
designed special stills to extract and 
retain the essence of the wine, at the 
same time eliminating unwanted fu- 
sel oils and aldehydes. This yields 
clean, smooth, consistent, but rather 
uninteresting brandy. The addition 
of aged pot-still brandies gives the 
blend just enough body and distine- 
tion. Building an inventory of sea- 
soned brandies requires planning, as 
well as the willingness to invest heav- 
ily in inventories and warehousing. 
The top names in the field today are 
those who had the foresight and for- 
titude to venture years ago. 

It’s no surprise to find California, 
our premier wine grower, leading the 
brandy parade. The surprise is that 
there isn't a single important Amer- 
ican brandy made in New York, 
Ohio or Washington, states with bona 
fide and substantial wine production. 
That’s hard to understand, even tak- 
ing the economics of grape growing 
into account. Taylor, the largest New 
York winery, has gone so far as to 


import a brandy from Austria. 


The big names today 


The leading producers of brandy are 
Christian Brothers and Coronet VSQ; 
other top labels are Aristocrat, Old 
Mr. Boston, Almadén, Guild, Hiram 
Walker. Paul Masson, J. Bavet, Petri. 
Hartley, Korbell and Leroux—all 
from California. Almadeén, one of the 
important vintners, is a relatively re- 
cent arrival on the brandy scene. 
Gallo. far and away the largest 
American winery, has just entered 
the brandy picture—in its thorough 
fashion, with two types—and Beaulieu 
is coming out with one too. It seems 
that interesting things, and possibly 
less costly brandy, are ahead. 
Among the 300-odd American 
brandy labels there are, naturally, 
variations in taste. But these are not 
as wide as one might expect, nor as 
marked as the difference between 
American brandy and the imports. 
Certainly those brands that have 
gained consumer approval are all in 
the light-bodied, smooth, unassertive 
mold. Coronet, one of the lighter one: 
is a little thin but not harsh: Christia 
Brothers a bit rounder, a touch moi 
flavor, but still light. Paul Masson

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Shouldn’t you see the lake from the windows of a lake 
house? Reasonable enough. But not practical in a 
conventional four-sided house. Solution: Build a 
T-shaped house with a glass-enclosed, lake-oriented 
first floor. This floor becomes the leg of the 


“T.” Then simply poise the entire second floor over 

the first, parallel to the lake and widely cantilevered 

on either side of the ground level. Fill in all the 

lakeside walls with sliding glass doors and, at 

the same time, keep the lines of the house trim and 

understated. The easiest way to achieve this rather 

unusual design is by building with structural steel, 

as you may have guessed by looking at the photograph. 
Steel made the dramatic cantilever possible, and 

a steel deck supports a stone-paved terrace on the roof 

of the first floor (see upper-floor plan, left). 

Architect Harry B. Kohl of Toronto is the designer who 

put steel to good use here. The house rests on a 

deeply wooded bluff overlooking Kemperfelt Bay, an 

extension of Lake Simcoe, a lovely and quite large 

body of water about 40 miles north of Toronto. 

The owners use it on vacations and weekends all 

year long. Double-glazed sliding doors and windows 

protect the spaces within from chill Ontario winters. 

The house is electrically heated, and cooled in 

summer by Canadian breezes. Where glass doesn’t fill 

wall space, insulated steel panels extend between 

the uprights of exposed steel framing. A charcoal-and- 

brown coating over the steel blends well with the 

site. According to the owners, it is “a very warm and 

comfortable house.” Floor area: 2,500 square feet.

market. A whole fish, when fresh, 
has clear, bulging eyes: bright 
red gills, free of slime: tight, 
shiny scales; and firm flesh that 
springs back when you press it. 
With fillets or steaks, color is 
still important. If the fish has 
been cut for any length of time, 
it will begin to brown and look 
dried out. As is true of whole 
fish, fresh fillets or steaks will not 
hold an imprint when pressed 
with your fingers. These are good 
things to know but they aren’t 
really necessary if you’re buying 
in a first-rate fish store. 

@. What's the best way to keep 
fish at home? 

A. First of all, you shouldn’t 
keep fresh fish any length of 
time. A day at the most. [If it isn’t 


cooked by then, it can be frozen 
but the quality will not be the 
same. | recommend buying it and 
cooking it. In the short time be- 
fore it is cooked, it should be 
wrapped in foil or plastic to pro- 
tect it from drying, and refriger- 
ated. Frozen fish should be kept 
solidly frozen in its original 
wrapper and cooked immediately 
after it has been defrosted.: As [ 
mentioned, it can also be cooked 
right from the frozen state. 

@. De you find customers ap- 
prehensive about eating fish? 
A. Yes. They’re skeptical. And 
in view of the recent publicity 
about swordfish, I think under- 
standably so. But do you remem- 
ber the cranberry scare a few 
years ago, more recently mono- 
sodium glutamate, and now 
mercury? As a fishman and a

on being the closest in taste and 
bouquet to Cognac. It is fuller and 
mellower, without being heavy, if 
that’s your preference in brandy. 

As with other liquor, brandy 
prices affected by local 
laws and competitive conditions. 
However, the cost of leading na- 
tional brandies will be reasonably 
close to each other in any par- 
ticular locality. In any given area 
the local independent brand could 
be a good buy, if it suits your 
palate. Independents are gener- 
ally sold on price, having no pres- 
tige or national backing. Ameri- 
can brandies are roughly $3 a 
fifth less than the popular three- 
star Cognacs. 

Unlike whiskies and imported 
brandies, there are no so-called

premium American — brandies 
worth mentioning. At one time 


they were available, but with the 
emphasis on light, mixable bran- 
there doesn’t seem to be 
much validity to special bottlings. 
You will find special packaging, 
though, particularly around the 
holidays. Paul Masson’s Apothe- 
cary Jar, a replica of a_ 16th- 
century apothecary’s container, 
may be purchased all year. This 
and others like it are more ex- 
pensive but the price differential 
is for the jar or glass, not for 
the brandy.

For 32 years roses winning All- 
America awards have been the 
products of professional breeders. 
Even in roses we have come to 
expect the best of the new and 
the improved to come from the 
world’s corporate conglomerates. 
3ut Carl Meyer, an amateur hy- 
bridizer, has broken the mold. 
His Portrait, a pink 
hybrid tea, is one of the two All- 
America Rose Selections for 1972. 

Meyer, who is a native of Cin- 
cinnati, a pipe fitter by trade, 
has “been seriously hybridizing 
roses only since 1960. He selected 
Portrait from a group of less than 
500 seedlings, with thousands of 
seedlings ordinarily produced by 
the professionals. 

To pursue his hobby, Meyer 
takes his three-week vacation in 
June to do rose breeding. All of 
the cross-pollination is done out- 
doors. He makes 250 to 300 
crosses a year, and harvests about 
2,000 fertile seeds. 

Meyer’s main goal has been to 
produce roses. 
Portrait is practically immune to 
blackspot and only slightly sus- 
ceptible to powdery mildew. 

Fledgling roses in the Meyer 
garden receive no winter protec- 
tion except some soil hilled around 
them. He believes the winter cold 
and winds will and should elim- 
inate less hardy seedlings. 

Portrait began in 1960 when 
Meyer crossed Pink Parfait with 
Pink Peace. It has taken the new 
rose lO climb to the 
top, about the average time for 
Portrait is 
being propagated for Meyer by 
Star Roses, West Grove, Pa. 

The other A-ARS rose for 1972 
is Apollo, a soft but sure yellow 
hybrid tea, bred by Dr. David L. 
formerly of Arm- 
strong Nurseries, Ontario, Calif., 
who has since gone into medicine.

New asparagus-fern 


The Meyer asparagus is a hand- 
some new foliage plant I have 
been growing in my office with 
much success since I first found 
it in Florida a year ago. A. meyeri, 
like the common asparagus-fern 
A. sprengeri, is a tough house 
plant that will quickly grow into 
a cascade of foliage from a hang- 
ing basket, or from a large pot 
displayed on a fern stand. Aver- 
age house temperatures and full 
sun or bright light are fine, but 
dark shade will cause spindly 
growth. Keep the soil nicely moist. 

Vosters, the wholesale nursery 
that selected and propagated A. 
meyert, distributes it nationally 
through local florists, or you can 
order by mail from John Brudy’s 
Rare Plant House, P.O. Box 84, 
Cocoa Beach, Fla. 32931. 

If you have a sunny window in 
winter, also try Brudy’s Adenium 
obesum multiflorum, or Sabi Star, 
another easy container plant. The 
branches and leaves are interest- 
ing in all seasons, but more im- 
portant, the large, delicate salm- 
on-pink flowers bloom five or six 
months of the year. 


Cyclamen for autumn color 


If the delicate, miniature hardy 
cyclamen bloomed at tuliptime or 
at the zenith of summer, we might 
overlook them. However, their 
season comes at quite another 
moment, in those gentle days of 
Indian summer that blend fall 
into winter. Then, in a rustling 
carpet of autumn leaves, the typi- 
cal shooting-star flowers of cycla- 
men thrust upward three or four 
inches and the recurving petals— 
from carmine to pink to white— 
open over richly marked heart- 
shaped leaves. 

Plant the tubers of the hardy 
cyclamen as early as possible in 
the fall, two to three inches deep. 
C. europaeum is hardy officially 
to the U.S. Department of Agri- 


culture Zone 6 (—10°) and C, 
neapolitanum, C. coum and C. 
atkinsti to Zone 7 (0°). How-

On to Vence 


Creamiest of the excursions 
from the sea to the hills—or so 
it seems to us—is to Vence, and 
not only because here is the Ma- 
tisse Chapel of the Rosary, which 
the impressionist master designed 
so sensitively for the Dominican 
nuns whom he loved (meantime 
setting a standard of excellence 
for most modern ecclesiastical 
art), but for much else besides. 
En route, there is the Maeght 
Museum, poignant in itself as a 
man’s memorial to a son who died 
too soon, but also as a humanizer 
of contemporary art, displayed in 
a setting of woods, fountains, sun- 
light and shadow, the building it- 
self devised to make contemporary 
art more understandable (at 
least to those, like us, who often 
question its universal message). 
It’s a treasureland of Braque, 
Calder, Kandinsky, Giacometti, 
Chagall and Hartung and the 
little chapel with its stained glass 
window by Braque is a_ placid, 
lasting memory. The shop at- 
tached is bonanza for collectors 
of signed lithographs of contem- 
porary artists.

.. make certain that your strategy 


fits the guest of honor 


You've made it through all the decisions and arrange- 
ments of The Deception without anyone taking the 
surprise out of your surprise party. You even squeaked 
thrcugh The Moment of Suspicion and brought honoree 
and party site together without mishap. Now you can 
relax and let merriment, cheer and happiness take over 
as the festivities begin. 

But wait! Have you, despite this elaborate coordination 
and planning, forgotten something? Do you have that 
one basic every truly successful surprise party must 
have? In short, do you have the right guest of honor? 
Surprise is, after all, only a cousin of shock—and some 
people never like shock, even on their behalf. 

Before you plan a surprise party, be sensitive about 
the nature of the person to be honored. What will be his 
real response to a gathering of those nearest and 
dearest to salute him? Is he or she the sort who hates 
surprises, hates parties, hates attention, hates changes 
in plan and prefers an orderly life? (He may tend 
toward moodiness or back spasms that render him unfit 
for the evening’s conviviality. Here one also takes a 
chance.) 

Or is he the other sort of man who loves his fellow 
man—especially clusters of them at parties? Loves 
surprise, movement and attention and detests an 
orderly life (which he may refer to as ‘‘a rut’’)? 

One of these was a friend of ours, about to be 40, 
pleased with himself and his life and, at that time 
anyway, untroubled by age. He was, he thought, in his 
prime. It was true that he never looked better (everyone 
said so), he was not in crisis, not in panic, not even 
bored. He was on all counts the ideal guest of honor 
for a surprise party. 


One who was delighted 


His wife, who knew all of this, realized that his response 
would be perfect. The planning and anticipation—three 
months of it—were, she said, as much fun as the party. 
First, there was the invitation, featuring a childhood 
picture of ‘‘this adorable boy about to be 40’’—comic 
because we who know him now see an aggressive, 
gray-haired man far different from the pensive lad posed 
in a sailor suit. ‘‘l felt the party needed some kind of 
theme,"’ said his wife, ‘‘so | had about 10 of his baby 
pictures blown up and tacked them on the wal! or hung 
them on a rope strung across the room.” (The room was 
his office, which was quite large and completely trans- 
formed into a party space for the evening—complete 
with a chef cooking omelets to order.) 

With the aid of his office staff, she managed to plan 
all the details of The Deception in absolute secrecy. 
The honoree was sent out of town on a business trip, due 
back that day. (If the trip had had to be postponed, the 
conspirators had a back-up plan that would have sent 
him out of town for the day.) The birthday was, 
fortunately, a Friday, so the ruse was for the wife and a 
coconspirator couple to take him out for a gala 
birthday dinner. (One major pitfall in surprise parties 
is the apparel of the guest of honor. Women especially 
do not like to arrive looking as if they had just been 
cleaning their closets.)

to leave or not to leave 
... or how fo insure a parting 
more sweet than sorrowful 


‘“‘The proper ending of a party is as essential to its suc- 
cess as is the timely ending of a piece of music, a 
movie or a good story. Twenty minutes too long and 
you wish you'd never left the fireside.’’ So speaks an 
expert hostess who enjoys all good things that end at 
the right moment. Assuming that you will attend more 
parties than you give this holiday season, this advice 
is directed toward you, the guest. Give your Christmas 
hostess this special gift of yourself: Leave the party 
before it’s too late. 

There are those of us, of course, who are ready to 
leave as soon as the party has begun— if not before. 
And there are those who seem to overestimate the val- 
ue of their presence long into the night. Each type has 
its special problems. And each runs the risk of offend- 
ing the hostess. How do you know when it’s time to 
leave? 


To leave or not to leave 


If you’re a party hater, you must promptly learn the 
fine art of regretting. But if, for whatever reason, you 
simply can’t get out of it, your problem is knowing how 
soon you can leave gracefully. It’s easiest to have a 
built-in legitimate excuse, because crafty white lies 
have to be flawless and perfectly executed. Doctors on 
call and mothers of small children have it made. Either 
can leave because someone is sick, and someone usu- 
ally is. 

If you really do have to leave very early and it’s a 
large party, mention it softly to the hostess when you 
arrive and then you can sneak out quietly without caus- 
ing a stir. If you don’t have a legitimate excuse and 
if you're a terrible liar, you'll just have to stick it out a 
while, at least until the after-dinner coffee is cold. This 
is merely polite. 

The consensus among several experienced host- 
esses is that the duller the party, the harder it is to 
leave. It is somewhat of a mystery why this is, but it’s a 
good lesson as well. Don’t let it stop you. Once you 
realize you're in the dull-party trap, leave and you will 
make it easier on everyone. 

The party haters seem to be a minority, just as 
much so as the stay-too-laters. The sensible middle-of- 
the roaders usually leave at a decent hour. 

For those who feel their company is indispensable, 
take note: You know it’s time to leave if the hostess (1) 
yawns uncontrollably, (2) stops talking, (3) stops smil- 
ing, (4) empties all the ashtrays and doesn’t bring them 
back, (5) offers you another drink but doesn’t take one 
herself, (6) doesn’t offer you another drink, (7) doesn’t 
put another log on the fire, (8) keeps making comments 
about what a busy day she has tomorrow. 

You know it’s not too late if you get up to leave and 
she begs you to stay—but she should have tears in her 
eyes and be kneeling on the floor before you accept. 

Following are a few special hostess techniques worth 
mentioning. Some have worked and some haven't. All 
have been tried. If you, the guest, see any of these, 
sprint for the door.

It was at 
this point—that traditional Moment of Suspicion—that 
the man of the hour guessed something was up. but he 
is, aS we said, an ideal guest of honor who knows the 
rules: Always act surprised. 

“I’m sure he knew something odd was happening,”’ 
says his wife, ‘‘but he didn’t realize the enormity of it. 
There were 75 people—some of whom had actually flown 
in just for the party—and they were all people who liked 
him and whom he liked. When he opened the door and 
saw them all, he was overwhelmed.’ Did he cry? (A true 
responder knows one manly tear is nice.) ‘‘He doesn’t 
cry, but | knew he loved it.”’ 





One who would be outraged 


But then there is also the other side of the coin, the 
sentiment expressed by one of the guests at this very 
party—a man, naturally—who said he would be furious 
if anyone gave him a surprise party: “‘It’s an invasion 
of privacy.” 

He would never be touched by the sentiment of the 
occasion, no matter how much effort had gone into it. 
He might be surprised—but also filled with outrage 
that 75 people are yelling at him from the corners of 
his dimly lit living room. And even though he gamely 
plays the role of guest of honor, deep down he yearns 
not for festivity, but for a good hot shower.—S.N.

If you leave early, a slow exit keeps 
hostess from her vital task of hostessing. If you’re 
last to go and everyone’s tired, it’s excruciating. 

“Proper timing,’’ says another expert, “is a mé 
of consideration and sensitivity.”’ This is really the F 
of the matter. Knowing when to leave is instinctive r 
than anything else. (You know it’s time when your 
band gives you that look.) Just the same, it never h 
to be aware of leaving. Remember that the suc 
of the party is just as much your responsibility as 
the hostess’s. Finally, think of Homer’s words: 

“True friendship’s laws are by this rule expressed

MORE URGENT THAN EVER 


y JOHN H. INGERSOLL [9 Re. 
signed to repeated thefts, the 
owner of a New York City town- 
house recently tacked this sign 
to the inner door of his foyer: 
“Congratulations. Since you've 
gotten this far, let me tell you the 
new TV set is in the living room; 
we keep money in the kitchen 
cabinet drawer to the right of the 
sink and my wite’s jewels are in 
the second drawer of her dresser 
(first room to the right, top of 
the stairs). Help yourself, but 
please don’t tear the place apart.” 

While not everyone is quite as 
relaxed as this owner, dealing 
with the mounting number of 
burglaries is rivaling concern 
over taxes and teen-agers on 
drugs. FBI figures recently re- 
leased are hardly comforting. 
Burglaries in 1970 were up 11% 
over 1969 and 300% over 1960. 
More than 2.000,000 homes and 
apartments were burglarized last 
year-—and that accounts only for 
reported thefts. The townhouse 
owner in New York finds little 
consolation in the fact that his 
city ranks tenth in burglaries 
among major U.S. cities. 

In a backhanded way, the city 
dweller does have something to be 
thankful for. Crime is rising at a 
faster pace in the suburbs. The 
same FBI report showed a 6% 
gain for all crimes in urban areas, 
a 14, rise in the suburbs and a 
15% increase in rural areas.

Drawn drapes and_ tightly 
closed blinds are another tip-off 
to the would-be burglar. Lock the 
windows but leave window cover- 
ings as you would when you're 
there. 

Having a light or two flick on 
at dusk and off at dawn is a 
trick that discourages a great 
many thieves. If you don’t own a 
timer or photocell device to do 
this, here’s the point where you'll 
need to consider spending money 
for security. Most of these aids 
are available for under $20 and 
simple to install. 

Discouraging the professional 
burglar isn’t so easy. They know 
about the devices. But a small 
number of traveling owners have 
managed to frustrate even the 
pros. With timing devices on a 
half-dozen lights around — the 
house, the burglar sees what ap- 
pears to be normal activity. At 
dusk, lights turn on in the kitch- 
en: later in the dining/living 
followed in an hour or so 
lights. About this 
time, the kitchen light goes off: 
then on goes the bath light up- 
stairs (which stays on all night), 
followed by lights going off in 
living/dining area, and_ finally 
the bedroom lights go out. At 
dawn, the bath light shuts off.

Machine- 
stitch your patchwork (ours is the “Rail 
Fence” pattern modernized), then cut, 
sew and line the apron. 

2. For frequent party-givers, needlepoint 
a set of coasters. These are 3)%-inch- 
square fast-moving 10-spaces-to-the-inch 
canvas, blithely stamped with an apple- 
chewer’s progress down to the core. 

3. She’d rather pin up than stitch up? 
Needlepoint a 4 by 5-inch pincushion 
stamped with safety pins. Or do it in 
pastels for a new baby’s nursery. 

4. Everybody ought to have a_ teddy 
bear. The turtlenecked fellow is knitted in 
one piece. Santa Teddy’s coat and cap are 
separate. Bodies are two  flat-knitted 
forms. 12 inches high, seamed and stuffed 
with cotton or, for springier hugging, with 
urethane foam. It’s up to you. 

5. A two-in-one —presento—reversible 
place mats, one side flowery, the other 
plaid, an idea fraught with “favorite 
thing” possibilities as endless as the cot- 
ton prints you'll find on yard goods count- 
ers everywhere. Two 14 by 22-inch rec- 
tangles are stitched together, bound in 
bias taping. Or fringe the edges if you're 
lazy.

Either way, it’s calico, lined with 
calico, given a plump cotton drawstring. 
11. She’s with this new crochet thing? 
Stitch together a cushion of 21-inch 
squares, centered with a raised shell-stitch 
rosette. Or get the crochet look with a 
needle-worked beehive stitch on canvas. 
12. Spittin’ image puppet. made—so far 
as lieth in you—to look like the child 
who will get it. (Instructions on page 250. ) 
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1. To flatter and surprise—turn a favor- 
ite or forgotten picture into a jigsaw puz- 
zle. We blew up Mehitabel’s snapshot to 
an 18-inch square, backed it with con- 
struction paper, cut it with a jig saw. Serve 
it forth on a wood tray. 

2. For football fans or avid picnickers; 
a cushy car throw, 54 by 108 inches, one 
side fake fur, one side suedelike vinyl, all 
washable. Binding is wet-look vinyl, 
whipstitched by hand. 

3. For a shell love ora seashore house, 
try coquillage—on a mirror, a box, a pic- 
ture frame. Shells are embedded in fairly 
thick plaster of Paris, spread a little at a 
time. Back the mirror first with fabric or 
sandpaper (to imitate sand under shells). 
4. Very personally hers—notepaper dec- 
orated by you on semiopaque store- 
bought paper, coloring it with the finest- 
tip felt markers. How to do it: On white 
paper, draw a dark outline of the motif 
in a black ink; using a ruler, draw evenly 
spaced straight black lines across the out- 
line: place the notepaper over this pattern, 
which will show through; fill in the white 
spaces you see however it suits your 
fancy.

You, yes, you make 
them a Plexiglas chess set, all done with 





cut-to-measure 14-inch plastic, clear acryl- 
ic glue and a sharp scorer. Playing field 
is of felt squares glued to an 18-inch- 
square sheet. Glued-on sides are 17°4 
inches long, three inches deep. Over the 
felt squares, a 17°4-inch square of plastic, 
scored to match the squares.

‘How would you like to play with armfuls of flowers 
for the holidays?” we asked. “Groovy.” he replied. 

Home for Vidal Sassoon and his wife, Beverly, is a 
sunny highrise in New York. with two toddler offspring, 
a jungle of plants and a fresh vitality that would make 
anything grow. The colors are those they love, Vidal 
opting for browns, beiges and neutrals. Beverly for the 
bright colors that spring from the earth, foliage greens, 
velvety rose red. Shasta purity.

It is this living room 
level that introd ; the whole house to visitors. Here, 


just inside the front door (above left) are stairs leading 
up to sleeping and study levels. Or the guest can cross the 


living area and step down to dining, family and pool areas. 
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One of the most exciting aspects of the Firestone house is 


the visual movement generated by the interrelationships 
of the various areas. No matter where you are standing 





in the dining room (above), on the study level (above 
left), even out on the roof (inset right)—the continuity 
of space is apparent. No matter where you walk, there is 
always the awareness of something just around the corner 
or up a few stairs. Yet there is no loss of privacy in the 
house, which has received many awards, including most 
recently the first honor award of the Florida Association 
of the American Institute of Archiiects. Because there are 
so many different levels, you have only a hint of what is 
to come. Like the master bedroom (right), each room 
borrows light and part of a view from ihe space below 
and the one just ahead. It flows naturally out of and into 
the other spaces—yet it is set apart on its own level. And 
this sense of depth is further continued by Architect Whit- 
ton’s use of a three-dimensional open orid ceiling chosen 
so it wouldn’t abruptly break the vertical flow of space. 
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If it were possible to cut into the roughly textured 
white stucco walls of the Firestone house as this draw- : : 
ing does, one could see at a glance the interrelationship 
of the various areas. In all, there are seven distinct 
levels, yet each is an integral part of the total living 
space. Upon entering the house (4), a visitor can move 
across the living room (3) and down the stairs to the 
dining area, family room, kitehen and laundry (2). 
One step down from the family room are the swimming 
pool and its terraces (1), which will one day showcase 
sculpture. Or, from the entry, one can go up the stairs 
to the study-guestroom (5). From this level, the Fire- 
stones could expand the house within the existing walls 
by extending the study out into the upper part of the 
two-story-high family room. Rough plumbing for an ; 
additional bath is already provided in what is now the ; 
guest closet. Up still another set of stairs is the master 
bedroom (6), and a ladder leads from there to a work 
loft (7). The upper roof deck (8) can be used for 
sunning and has an ocean view over trees to the east.

Editor ANNA WIGLAMA [(] Christmas Day may be- 
lone to the children, but a bit of the night before 
can be privately yours and your husband’s. After the 
tree is decorated and the stockings hung and stuffed, 
why not a romantic midnight supper (with a quiet 
exchange of gifts) for two? It needn’t be in the 
dining room—it will be more romantic if it isn’t. 
The table that’s aglow here is a sofa table in the liv- 
ing room, with a mirrored top that reflects the glitter 
of the silver and crystal and gold and candlelight. 
These table appointments are all in gold and silver, 
the plates are Franciscan’s “Quadrille” in a soft 
cream color, the flatware Wallace’s “Aegean Weave.” 

To give the table your personal signature, make 
your own place mats out of foil wrapping paper. It’s 
easier than you think and the foil comes in many 
colors, so you may use whatever goes with your table 
scheme. Cut the wrapping paper into strips 21% 
inches wide and two inches longer on each end than 
you want the mat to be. (For each of these 15 by 22- 
inch mats in Norcross paper, we used six strips of 
gold foil, cut 26 inches long, and nine 19-inch-long 
strips of silver.) Then weave your strips together, 
alternating the two colors, and place against a piece 
of cardboard (the weight of an ordinary shirt card- 
board). Fold over the edges and glue to the back, 
then glue a solid piece of foil onto the back to 
cover cut edges. Trim with silver gift cord glued 
around the sides. The macramé napkin rings are 
eracefully woven gold and silver cord (and useful 
to save for other occasions) ; the centerpiece is a 
shimmering arrangement of tall ivory tapers in clear 
glass holders from Georg Jensen. Open that special 
bottle of wine you’ve been saving (here in Cartier’s

By ROY ANDRIES DE GROOT (j Even the 
finest dinner is made more memorable 
by the proper serving of the right wine. 
In fact. most expert hostesses nowadays 
agree that a truly successful dinner party 
is impossible without the inclusion of at 
least one wine. The proof of the point is 
the extraordinary U.S. “wine explosion” 
—in 1971, we will have drunk about 275 
million gallons. | sometimes wonder how 
many of those gallons will have been prop- 
erly enjoyed, in the proper setting, at the 
proper time, swith the proper food. 

[ am always being asked about the 
“perfect marriage” of food and wine. 
But is “marriage” the right word? It 
does imply complete fidelity—the same 
two partners always together—their re- 
lationship controlled by fixed and im- 
mutable rules. The partnerships of food 
and wine are not at all like that. They 
can change almost every night. They in- 
volve wildly undisciplined romance—a 
trial love affair joyously started one eve- 
ning. abandoned as a total failure the 
next. There is almost unlimited fickle- 
ness. infidelity, variation of mood. It 
may be the spice of variety. It is not the 
continuily of marriage. 

Some people try to enforce a shotgun 
marriage with a strait jacket of fixed 
rules. White wine, they say, with white 
chicken and white fish. Red wine with 
red meat. Pink wine with pink lamb. 
This is the lunatic fringe of menu plan- 
ning. lt can lead to dinner table disaster 

parla even to divorce! Try serving 
i greal white 1964 Steinberger from the 
Rhine with a delicately poached fillet of 
sole. The fish will taste like blotting 
paper. Or try matching a rare steak of 
venison in rich Marchand de Vin Sauce 
to a beautiful, young, bright raspberry- 
colored Beaujolais of last year’s harvest. 
The charming wine, perfectly delightful 


with the right dish, will taste like watery 
red ink.

enameled skillet. Add the onion and shal- 
lots and cook over a high heat for about 
one minute. Add the mushrooms, reduce 
heat to moderate and sauté, stirring fre- 
quently, for six to eight minutes. or until 
the mushrooms begin to separate from 
each other and brown lightly. Season with 
salt, pepper and nutmeg. Stir in the pars- 
ley. Cool. 

To finish, fill the prepared mushrooms 
with the cold duxelles, piling high. Sprin- 
kle with breadcrumbs and dribble over a 
little melted butter. Place on a_ baking 
sheet and bake in a preheated 375° oven 
for about 25 minutes or until lightly 
brown. 


Lemon Sorbet 


3 cups cold water 
17 cups superfine sugar 
Grated rind of 3 lemons 
Juice of 3 lemons 


1 egg white 


Combine the water and sugar in a sauce- 
pan. Stir over low heat until the sugar has 
dissolved. Add the lemon rind. Bring to a 
boil and boil five minutes. Take off the 
heat and strain into a bowl. Stir in the 
lemon juice. Refrigerate. When cold, beat 
the egg white until it is stiff and stir into 
the cooled syrup. Pour into two ice trays 
and freeze until firm. 

At this point, spoon the sorbet into a 
chilled bowl and beat with an electric 
beater until the mixture turns white and 
creamy. Spoon back into trays and freeze 
again until firm. Serve in chilled sherbet 
glasses. Serves six.

French Pastry Cream 


4 cup sugar 

4 tablespoons cornstarch 
Pinch of salt 

2 cups milk 

4 egg yolks 

1% teaspoons vanilla 


Combine sugar, cornstarch and 
salt in the top of a double boiler. 
Add 14 cup of milk; mix well. 
Heat 1% cups milk and gradual- 
ly add to mixture, stirring con- 
stantly. Place over direct heat 
and cook, stirring constantly, un- 
til mixture is very thick. Beat the 
yolks with remaining milk and 
add to the cooked mixture. Place 
over simmering water and cook, 
still stirring, until the cream is as 
thick as mayonnaise. Take off 
the heat and stir in the vanilla. 
Place a piece of Saran flat on 
the surface to keep a skin from 
forming. Cool. 


Caramel Syrup 

Mix 2 cups sugar, 2 cup of wa- 
ter and Ys teaspoon cream of 
tartar in a large heavy saucepan. 
Stir until sugar has dissolved and 
the mixture reaches the boiling 
point. Continue cooking, without 
stirring, until syrup turns amber. 

To make the croquembouche: 
Invert a large metal funnel, or 
something comparable, on a piece 
of foil. Brush very lightly with 
vegetable oil—a mere film. Dip 
the bottoms of the cream. puffs, 
one al a time, into the syrup and 
place them around the edge of 
the base touching each other. 
Make a second row on top of the 
first, placing the cream puffs be- 
tween those on the bottom. Con- 
tinue in this manner, building a 
pyramid. Top with one cream 
puff. Dribble any remaining 
syrup over the croquembouche. 
Allow to stand until firm. 

To finish, baked 
pastry round on a serving platter. 
Carefully lift the croquembouche 
off the foundation and place on 
the pastry.

The Chef's Secret Cook Book by

Armenia is represented by two 
books: The Armenian Cookbook 
by Rachel Hogrogian (Atheneum, 
“$7.95), illustrated by Nonny 
Hogrogian, and The Art of Ar- 
menian Cooking by Rose Baboian 
(Doubleday, $6.95). , Although 
there is inevitably some duplica- 
tion of recipes, these books are 
in no way comparable. The Ar- 
menian Cookbook is infinitely 
more attractive and, most im- 
portant, the recipes are written 
clearly and professionally. The 
book also includes a short list 
of Armenian food sources. 

Scotland, too, is represented by 
two books. A Taste of Scotland 
by Theodora Fitzgibbon (Hough- 
ton Mifflin, $6.95), is reminis- 
cent of Miss Fitzgibbon’s A Taste 
of Ireland, published a couple of 
years ago, and is equally beguil- 
ing—with more of George Mor- 
rison’s nostalgic period photo- 
graphs. The second, Highland 
Fling Cookbook by Sara Walker 
(Atheneum, $6.95), is the result 
of years of research tracking 
down traditional Scottish dishes 
and interpreting them in modern 
American terms.

must think of more than color. 
There can always be, of course, 
an element of romance. How 
often does the lilting name of a 
lovely wine add to the glamorous 
moment when a beautifully dec- 
orated dish is presented? A_bot- 
tle of Valpolicella de Verona, 
for example, seems to exude the 
ambience of the city where 
Romeo and Juliet fell in love. 
Too, the wine can help you es- 
tablish the mood of your party: 
informal and simple or luxurious- 
ly spendthrift. But the most de- 
cisive factor will be the charac- 
ter and personality of the wine. 

The never-ending marvel of the 
world of wine is that almost 
every vineyard is in some way 
different from every other and 
produces a slightly different wine 
every year. Yet there are strong 
and continuing family resem- 
blances between wines of the 
same district in the same region. 
Whether they be red or white, 
dry or sweet, still or sparkling, 
wines are gentle, light, 
modest, uncomplicated in bouquet 
and taste, while others are ir- 
resistibly dominant, masterfnl 
and powerful, subtle and com- 
plicated on the tongue. Foods 
also can be delicate and gentle 
or powerful and spicy. The menu- 
planning trick is never to allow 
a too-dominant wine to 
power a gentle dish (as the 
Steinberger above did to the 
simple sole) or a too-dominant 
dish to overpower a gentle wine 
(as the venison did to the Beau- 
jolais). 

I have incorporated these and 
other vital principles into a basic 
chart on 
It is a very flex- 
chart—not a set 
of rules, but an invitation to ex- 
periment. Once you know why 
you are putting wine X with food 
Y, you can make up your own 
rules as you go along and then 
break them whenever you are 
struck with an idea for an in- 
teresting experiment. In fact, in 
the right-hand column of the 
chart, | a few of these 
unusual, off-beat combinations for 
each of the wine types.

A few notes of explanation. 
The chart begins (Jeft-hand col- 
umn) with the three major types 
of white wine because these are 
the most universally available, 
have the widest range of uses and 
are, in general, the best with 
which to start experimenting. 
Then follow the two major types 
of red wine, the not-so-universal 
rosés and the two sharply dif- 
ferent types of sweet wine. Nat- 
urally, within each of these broad 
definitions there is an infinity of 
variations between districts, re- 
gions and countries. I try to in- 
dicate this enormous variety in 
listing (in the second column) 
some of the specific wines to look 
for in your local wine shop. The 
countries are in alphabetical 
order, from France through Ger- 
many, Italy and Spain to the U.S. 
Within each country, I list the 
wines approximately in the order 
of their importance. I have, of 
course, tasted charming and good 
wines in many other places be- 
sides those listed (for example, 
in Algeria, Australia, Austria, 
Chile, Greece, Hungary, South 
Africa, Switzerland and Yugo- 
slavia), but these wines are not 
yet sufficiently well distributed 


across the U.S. to be included 
here. 
In the third column, I try to 


define in words the character of 
the wine type to help you in 
planning your experiments with 
the various foods suggested in 
column. four. 


Experiments and rewards 


Certainly, for me, experimen- 
tation has been the essential key 
to my education in wine. I re- 
member a beach picnic on the 
Mediterranean coast of southern 
France, a few miles frem 
Marseille, when I had my first 
truly authentic bouillabaisse, the 
world’s most wonderful fish stew. 
First, we went out with the fisher- 
man in his boat and caught 
about a dozen different kinds of 
fish. Meanwhile, at the edge of 
the beach, the fisherman’s wife 
started a fire and hung over it a 


huge, witch’s-cauldron black iron 
pot, half-filled with wine, aro- 


matic vegetables and fresh herbs. 
As our boat headed back to. the 
shore, we cleaned and scraped 
the fish, so they were dead only 
a few minutes’ before being 
plopped into the bubbling liquid 
the fire. At least a dozen 
bottles of dry, light, inexpensive 
white wines were cooling in a 
small stream under the trees. 
That day, I learned one of the 
primary lessons: how good it is 
before a fine meal to drink, as 
an apéritif, a bottle of bone-dry, 
ice-cold white wine. We began 
with an Alsatian Sylvaner (the 


over 


name of the grape) that both 
coolly slaked the thirst of our 
throats and, with its faint touch 
of acidity, stimulated our ap- 
petites. [It was accompanied by 
small canapé slices of goat 
cheese, ripe black olives and un- 
salted nuts—an ideal combina- 
tion before even the most formal 
dinner. 

Now the bouillabaisse was 
ready—a superb gastronomic ex- 
perience that taught me how to 
recognize the subtle combinations 
of different types of fish with 
various wines. We opened several 
bottles at a time and then, taking 
a single mouthful of each fish 
in turn, noticed how an added 
sip of one wine would bring out 
a certain taste quality, while a 
sip of another wine would pro- 
duce a_ different effect. The 
Chablis of Burgundy and_ the 
Muscadet of the Loire are, of 
course, the classic wines with fish, 
but there are at least a dozen 
other dry whites worth trying, 
from every wine-producing coun- 
try in the world. 

These dry types (which are, 
shall we say, the workhorses of 
the wine world) are followed up 
the power scale by the mellower 
wines with stronger personalities 
(which can stand up to the richer 
and spicier foods) and, at the 
top, by the most dominant and 
powerful whites. The greatest of 
these can provide surprises— 
sometimes even shocks. 

My first discovery of the im- 
pact of the aggressively strong 
whites came at a superb dinner 
at the three-star country restau- 
rant of Paul Bocuse a few miles 
outside Lyon, the city that rules 
the gastronomic heartland of 
France. Chef Paul served me 
some of the fishy riches of the 
Saone and Rhone Rivers (in- 
cluding the marvelous local 
crayfish) prepared with incred- 
ibly rich sauces and served with 
a range of the noble white wines 
from his enormous cellar. He 
showed me the elegance and pow- 
er of the Alsatian wines made 
from the Riesling and Gewiurz- 
traminer grapes; the forceful 
beauty of the Bordeaux whites, 
led by such great chateau names 
as Carbonnieux, Domaine de 
Chevalier, Laville-Haut-Brion and 
Olivier; the dominant grace of 
the fine whites from the village 
of Meursault in Burgundy, from 
Vouvray on the Loire and from 
the famous Hermitage hill on 
the Rhone. Finally, we opened 
a bottle of the white wine I con- 
sider to be one of the most pow- 
erful in the world, the 1964 Le 
Montrachet from the Cote d’Or 
slopes of southern Burgundy. I 
found it so irresistibly dominant 
in personality that I asked Chef 
Bocuse whether it would not go 
well with red meat. His eyes 
twinkled and, as a shocking ex-

The lightly sweets 


You will find that apart from 
the famous, honey-sweet Bordeaux 
wines, there are many lightly 
sweet wines—yellow rather than 
golden in color, the products of 
smaller vineyards and less-sunny 
years—that have all kinds of 
special uses in menu planning. 
They can be served as a buffer 
between the meat and the dessert 
or equally well at the start of a 
meal. I have used this trick many 
times at my own dinner table—a 
lightly sweet wine as a cutting 
edge against some richly unc- 
tuous dish (see the chart). 
These lightly sweet wines are 
very different, of course, from 
the great vintages of Chateau 
d’Yquem and the other world- 
famous Sauternes chateaux. Their 
wines can be almost as sweet and 
thick as honey but with a mar- 
velously spicy character.

Bottle gardens 
—the growing gift 
By Elvin McDonald 





Growing a garden inside a bottle 
requires the same kind of 
patience and skill needed to build 
a model ship in equally cramped 
quarters. But the rewards are 
infinite because the living plants 
provide a constantly changing, 
always fascinating study of 
nature in miniature. 

By careful design and selection 
of the plants, the effect can be a 
garden with dreamlike quality 
that could exist under no other 
circumstances. And when a bal- 
ance of the various elements is 
achieved, the garden will thrive 
literally for years with a mini- 
mum of care, and often in a room 
where humidity- and moisture- 
loving tropicals would never sur- 
vive in the open air. 


Where to begin 


To start a bottle garden like 
the one shown in “Gifts that 
Matter Most” on page 100, you 
first must choose the right kind 
of bottle. The bottle has to be 
transparent and colorless (to 
admit light to plants,) and water- 
proof (to keep moisture from 
seeping onto the display area). 
You may use anything from an 
antique demijohn to a_ gallon 
apple-cider jug. The five-gallon 
bottles in which spring water is 
delivered are ideal. 

You also will need enough 
charcoal chips (available wher- 
ever house plants are sold) to 
make a half-inch layer in the 
bottom of the container, some 
humusy potting soil and enough 
sheet moss (from the woods or 
your florist) to carpet around the 
plants. Before you begin plant- 
ing, clean the inside of the bottle 
and allow it to dry completely. 

Use a large sheet of stiff paper 
and coil it into a funnel that will 
fit all the way inside the bottle 
to within an inch of the bottom. 
This directs the growing media 
exactly where they belong and 
helps prevent soiling the sides of 
the bottle. First add the half-inch 
layer of charcoal chips; gently 
shake the bottle to even them 
out. Then add about an inch of 
potting soil that is just moist 
enough to crumble nicely after 
you squeeze a handful of it light- 
ly in your hand. 

To position the plants, you will 
need sheets of tissue or wax 
paper, a long piece of wire (a 
piece of coat hanger works fine) 
and slender tongs or chopsticks. 
Remove your plants from their 


pots, wash the earth from the 
roots and pat dry with a piece of 
soft cloth. Clip off any damaged 
or yellowing leaves or flowers and 
prune away any unusually long 
roots. Gently coil each plant in 
a piece of tissue or wax paper, 
furling it small enough to fit 
through the bottle neck. Slip the 
coiled paper inside and shake 
lightly to release the plant. Re- 
move the paper and begin work 
with the wire or sticks. Place 
plant in an upright position, in 
approximately the place where 
you want it and then, using the 
paper funnel, add just enough 
soil about the roots to hold it in 
place. Repeat until all the plants 
are inside, and then begin the 
final maneuvering with wire, 
sticks and tongs, adding more 
soil as necessary to hold every- 
thing in place and to cover all 
the roots. 

Crouch low and look through 
the walls of the bottle to achieve 
the most pleasing arrangement of 
the plants. If the bottle is to be 
viewed from all sides, design in 
the round. If it will occupy a 
position on a bookshelf, design 
as a shadow box. When all plants 
are finally placed, begin to add 
swatches of the moss, first work- 
ing them down along the sides 
between the soil and the glass, 
moss side out. Then cover all 
spaces around the plants, care- 
fully working the moss around 
the stem bases. When complete. 
pour small amounts of water 
inside to settle the moss and soil 
about the roots and to remove 
any particles of earth that may 
adhere to the glass and_ leaves. 
Be sure that you don’t add so much 
water that the planting floats. 

From this point on, the only 
key to successfully maintaining a 
bottle garden is to provide the 
right amount of light. Hot, direct 
sun shining on the glass will 
spoil the leaves. A place that has 
bright light but little or no 
direct sun is ideal. After a week 
or so, if the plants appear to be 
losing color and leaning in an 
ungainly position, move — the 
bottle closer to strong light. Once 
the lighting requirements are es- 
tablished, you can move a garden 
under glass to any similarly 
lighted spot in your home. 

The amount of water required 
by bottle gardens varies accord- 
ing to the size, the kind of 
plants, the room temperatures 
and the amount of light.

(oil of lemon or sassafras )

You don’t want to just walk into a store and say 
ant a green carpet.” Any more than you'd walk into 
automobile showroom and say “I want a green car.” 

Deciding on the style you want is just as impor- 
t as deciding on the color. I hope this little glossary 
| help. You'll come across the word “pile” a lot. It 
ans the upright tufts of yarn you actually walk on. 

Shags are those wild, tangled, every-which-way 
pets you see more and more of today. They come in a 
iety of pile heights. And it’s not just that they have 
t 1970's look—informal and uninhibited. Shags also 
id very little care. They're supposed to look unkempt. 

All shags are great for a bedroom or living-room. 
a high-traffic area like a hallway, you're better off with 
eavier shag, or even another kind of carpet with a 
iter construction. And don’t get a shag if you're al- 
ys dropping your contact lenses. 

Plush is the one that looks like velvet. It’s made 
shearing off the pile evenly all at the same height. 

Footsteps and dirt show up quite easily, so plush 
t for kids and dogs. It’s for a gracious, leisurely way 
ife. And remember that wall-to-wall plush will calm 
yn a “busy” or “fussy” room, because it never fights 
h other textures and patterns. 

Plush tends to be more expensive than shag be- 
se it has to be denser. Get the densest you can afford. 
kimpy plush can lie down and die on you. 

Splush is the toe-cuddling stuff you get when you 

shag and plush together. The pile is long and deep 
a shag, but it doesn’t bend as much. It stands up 
ight and soft and bulky like a plush. 

Put a splush in the living-room, and people will 
+t sitting on the floor. Put it in the bedroom, and you'll 
) wearing slippers. But don’t put it in a heavy-traffic 
a, or the high, soft pile will mat down. 

Low-Level Loop is the hardest-wearing texture 
re is. The pile is left uncut, in tiny, even loops. The 
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lower and tighter and denser the loops, the more they'll 
stand up to wear and spills. Most kitchen carpet is low- 
level loop, and it’s excellent for dens and hallways. 

High-Low Loop or Multi-Level Loop. (Don’t 
quit now—it gets less complicated from now on.) Here, 
the pile is a mixture of lowloops and higher ones. The ef- 
fect can be a scattered, pebbly look, or a definite 3- 
dimensional pattern. High-low loop carpet stands up 
well under wear. 

Sculptured or Embossed Carpet is carpet with a 
pronounced 3-dimensional repeat pattern. The pattern 
could be formed by separate areas of high and low loops, 
or by shearing off the high loops and leaving the low 
ones uncut. Because the pattern is strong, make sure it 
doesn’t fight other patterns in your room. 

Tip-Sheared Carpet is also called Random- 
Sheared. The loops get a once-over-lightly from the 
shearing machine, so some loops are sheared off, and 
others left untouched. Tip sheared carpets can be solid 
or multi-colored. The multi-colored have a sort of heath- 
ery, tweedy look and they’re ideal for camouflaging dirt. 

Twist is a dense cut pile, made of tightly twisted 
yarn. It’s almost as tough as low-level loop, but much 
more decorative—with a sort of rough, nubby, contem- 
porary look. Consider it for a child’s room, living-room 
or foyer. 

Okay, now you're a texture expert. But remem- 
ber that there are good, healthy shags and poor, weak 
shags .. . thick, rich plushes and thin, skimpy plushes. 
It depends on the manufacturer.

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There is an in-between ground, 
too, which applies more often to 
older prints. This is a restrike. 
It is a print made -from_ the 
original plate, which the artist 
actually worked on, but it is 
usually made without the super- 
vision of the artist, most often 
after his death. The plate may be 
worn and it is often quite 
possible that the artist would 
not have approved the new issues 
if he’d seen them. Rosen gives an 
example that a Rembrandt etch- 
ing could be worth $50,000 or 
$50, depending on when it was 
printed and the quality of the 
impression. 

The signature on a print means 
only one thing: The artist ap- 
proves the work. It is possible, 
however, that someone else might 
execute a print based on an 
artist's design and the artist 
would sign it, showing his ap- 
proval. This is not an original 
by that artist. 

Signing is a recent practice 
and this is one big difference 
between modern graphics and old- 


master prints, which generally 
weren't signed. Only recently, 


too, has a signature seemed to 
make a grand difference in the 
price of a work. An example of 
the possible price difference be- 
tween a signed and an unsigned 
graphic is the Volard Suite by 
Picasso. It consists of 100 etch- 
ings, each an edition of 300, all 
equally original. Some of them 
around to. signing 
and some he didn’t. Regardless, 
the signed prints are worth about 
20% more. 

More often, hand signature 
indicates a smaller edition (100 
or so prints) because it would 
be physically difficult for the 
artist to sign each print in a 
large edition (several thousand). 
Here, the smaller one is scarcer 
and—if it’s a good example— 
will probably be worth more for 
that reason. 

If an limited to 
around 100 and if it’s a contem- 
porary work, it probably will be 
signed numbered.

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Select a living tree this Christmas. 
Garland it lovingly and then after 
the holidays, plant it outdoors—a 
lasting symbol to enjoy for years to 
come. Your own trusted nursery or 
garden center is the place to shop. 
For in-ground planting afterwards, 
the best trees are firs, pines, 
spruces and upright yews (Taxus 
Capitata). To cultivate later as a 
permanent container-tree on an 
apartment terrace, choose a pine or 
an upright yew. As attractive as 
they may be, hemlocks are not 
likely to survive the holidays; ar- 
borvitaes and junipers are not 
appropriately shaped. For qual- 
ity balled-and-burlapped ever- 
greens, with symmetrical growth 
and well-spaced branches for use 
as Christmas trees, you can expect 
to pay prices similar to these: six- 
foot white pine, $30; five-foot Jap- 
anese black pine, $25; six-foot 
Colorado blue spruce that is blue, 
$60 (if greenish, $35) ; six-foot 
Douglas fir, 530; five-foot upright 
Japanese yew, $45.

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By MELISSA SUTPHEN [) There are 
b40,000 different kinds of toys out 
there—140,000! Traumatic thought, 
yes? That’s 140,000 toys all hoping a 
pair of grown-up or small hands will 
pick them off the shelf and take them 
home to be played with happily ever 
after. Ah, but ever isn’t the right word. 
Built-in obsolescence is part of the 
reason there are so many toys to 
choose from. Children change like 
mercury and if a toy is atime in a 
child’s life, doesn't this mean he 
should have lots and lots of them? 

Yes, say the toymakers, who are not 
a group of gnomes bustling about, 
hand-carving playthings in a Great 
Workshop in the Sky, but are the busi- 
nessmen running the 1,C00-plus toy 
companies in the U.S.—40 of which 
sell at least 10 million dollars’ worth 
of toys each year. 

No, say lots of child- and toy-watch- 
ers. ‘Don’t buy, buy, buy. Instead of 
looking at everything in the store, 
look at what's in your child,”’ they say. 
‘Some of the best toys don't come out 
of toy stores at all!"’

Priscilla Dunhill, a New York City 
mother of four. ‘‘A toy really is a time 
in the life of a child. And the beauty of 
a toy is that it forces you to look at 
your child and where he is. A toy isn’t 
creative. It’s matching a child with a 
toy at the right time that’s creative. 
Is he interested in touching things 
or hearing things or in pairing things? 
This is what you have to be tuned to. 
A big source of toys for us is the local 
hardware and plumbing shop. For a 
dollar | bought 10 sets of nuts and 
bolts, all different sizes. Well, | got 
them home and Liza (age three) want- 
ed to put them in and out of things 
for hours. Chrissie (four years old) 


wanted to pair them. Adam (seven) 
liked arranging them all by exact size. 
All this from a dollar’s worth of nuts 
and bolts. Kitchen implements are 
great toys, too. And we're great junk 
buffs. Adam and Gita (six) call what 
they find on the street their treasures. 
Watch the treasures your youngsters 
bring home and how they use them, 
and you'll learn where your child is 
at. If you have to explain a toy, it’s 
probably no good. If your children 
think up their own use for something, 
let them run with it. | brought home 
pipe cleaners for them to make ani- 
mals out of and they made long, long 
necklaces instead. Grand. Once you 
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are tuned to children, the whole world 
of toy-buying, opens up and, believe 
me, it doesn’t start and end at statusy 
toy stores. 

“The most enduring toy I’ve found 
in the seven years I’ve been buying is 
Lego (by Samsonite). The children 
can build so many things with these 
little plastic construction pieces. We 
have a bushel basket of them—maybe 
$30 worth—but the children go back 
to it again and again. Thinking of 
pieces, another way | look at toys is, 
are they too complicated? | don’t buy 
any toy unless | can take it out of the 
box and really look it over. Often | 
give a child just a few cards to match 
up instead of a whale dozen. His ex- 
uberance when he can accomplish that 
much is such a joy to see. Something 
too complicated is so frustrating. So 
are battery toys to my kids. The bat- 
teries don’t work. They are hard to put 
in and take out. The doors that hold 
them in break off. Total frustiation! 

‘| also watch what toys aren’t being 
played with. And every 10 days or so, 
| retire these, bringing them out three 
or four months later. Again, this pro- 
cess makes you look at your children 
and what pleases them. Sometimes 
wonderful playthings will happen by 
chance. One night while | was giving 
Liza a bath, she got hold of an ice 
cube. Well, she went out of her head, 
chasing it in the water until it melted. 
Next night we threw in ice cubes to 
which we’d added vegetable dye so 
she could watch melting color patterns. 
Then Adam added soap flakes to the 
water. Gita beat them with an egg 
beater. Once they see things around, 
they will suggest things to do. One 
thing they love doing is cooking up 
monsters and strange creatures in 
a Thingmaker |a Mattel toy for mold- 
ing plastic into creepy shapes]. And 
Richard Scarry’s books on how things 
happen in cities are so good—what 
happens to water when you turn on 
the tap, where the bus comes from, 
etc. The Sesame Street Magazine 
[10 issues a year] put me on to how 
interested children are in sequence.” 

Are youngsters interested in having

every single toy in_ the store? 
‘‘Probably,’’ says Mrs. Dunhill. ‘‘But 
listen to what they ask for very con- 
sistently. Sometimes we have them 
save up for part of the cost. You'd be 
amazed how the request list drops 
when you do that. Consistently, they 
seem to like toys they find can be 
many things—like the Tonka engines 
and cars. They can fabricate with them 
sO many ways—Creating bridges, tun- 
nels, even traffic jams. The Shape- 
Sorting Box was another thing that 
went through lots of transformations. 
First it was just what the name implies. 
Then it became a home for toy soldiers. 
Then another child said, ‘Let’s put it 





in the gerbils’ cage. They'll love climb- 
ing in and out of the holes in the lid.’ 
They do.”’ 

This report enormously pleased 
Stephen Miller, president of Creative 
Playthings. The various incarnations 
of the Shape-Sorting Box are, in his 
words, “‘letting a toy work and letting 
kids decide what it will become.”’ 

He wonders if adults really do re- 
member that much about playing. 
‘We lose touch with the three-dimen- 
sionality of things so fast, | think. 
Parents seem so print-oriented, they 
seem to prefer seeing a picture and

reading a description of a toy in a 
catalog than actually touching it. Often 
| take a toy home and manipulate it 
this way and that for hours to try and 
experience the dimensionality of it— 
what it might be in the hand of a child. 
Adults have such different concepts of 
things. Take blocks. Kids love to build 
things up till they fall, but that, to their 
elders, is a sign of failure. Adults like 
to finish things—huge puzzles, etc. 
—but play really has no specific be- 
ginning or end. | remember visiting 
friends who said to their son, ‘Show 
Stephen how you can do your puzzle.’ 
This is so bad!’’ Anxiety creating? 
“Yes, and | think that the way educa- 
tional toys have been presented, 
including by us, has created lots of 
anxiety in the heads of parents, the 
my-child-has-just-got-to-have-this- 
particular-toy-for-his-development syn- 
drome. Our new catalog is really 
quite different from ones in the past— 
more open-end.’’ (Hooray, said one 
father when apprised of this. He 
confessed, “‘l really wanted to run out 





of Creative Playthings when | was in 
there last time. Their we’ve-run-tests- 
and-this-is-what-works approach made 
me so nervous. The child should be 
doing that deciding.’’) 

‘‘More open-end in lots of ways,”’ 
Miller explained. “For instance, in: 
stead of 12 descriptive lines about 
what a baby can do on a Crawligator— 
a wheeled toy—we simply say how 
big it is, what it is made of, aging it 
for any child plus or minus one year. 
And if a toy would work best if parts 
of it were plastic or metal, it will be. 
And we’ll be using more color, too.” 

Have any toys that were heavily 
promoted on television been good?

“Sure—Hot Wheels in its earliest 
version, where the cars ran on cen- 
trifugal force, was marvelous. And 
Barbie Doll, though perhaps over- 
femalized, offers superb scale. The 
problem is that every toy company is 
looking for successes like these and 
they bring out many too many of 
everything. After all, how many pull 
toys does achild need? One, propably.”’ 
(What with growing consumerism and 
the not-fading-away recession, many 
toy companies have been caught with 
big inventories in the past couple of 
years—and some. giant-sized firms 
are experiencing giant-sized, in-the- 
millions losses.) 

Will space toys catch on? (Most 
interests in the adult world seem to 
find their counterpart in the toy 
world.) ‘‘Maybe,’’ says Miller.

at a different toy-time than city chil- 
dren?

6 tablespoons sweet butter

8 tablespoons Parmesan cheese,

Combine the butter, water, cheese, salt, 
cayenne and mustard in a heavy saucepan. 
Bring to a boil. Add the flour all at once, 
take off the heat and beat hard until the 


mixture leaves the sides of the pan. 


Place in the bowl of an electric mixer. 
Cool. 

When cool, add the eggs, one at a time. 
Using the dough hook, beat at medium 
speed until each egg has been completely 
absorbed before adding another. 

Have ready a large saucepan with 
simmering, salted water. With two hot, 
wet spoons, mold the dough into egg 
shapes and drop into the simmering 
water. When they rise to the top, they are 
cooked—this takes about eight minutes. 
Cook only a few of the gnocchi at a time. 
They must not touch each other in the 
water. Drain on paper toweling. Store, 
covered, in the refrigerator or freeze.

Place back 
over medium heat and cook until the 
sauce has thickened lightly. Refrigerate 
until ready to use. 

To serve, bring both the gnocchi and 


the sauce to room temperature (allow 


about one hour). Arrange the cooked 
gnocchi in two shallow, well-buttered, 


ovenproof serving dishes. Pour the 


sauce over all, sprinkle with Parmesan 
and dot with the remaining butter. Place 
in a preheated 350° oven for about 20 
minutes or until the cheese has melted 
and turned golden. 


Toasted Almond Parfait* 


This is a lovely dessert that can be made 
way ahead, as much as a month, and 
stored in the freezer. 


1 6-ounce bag of almonds, skin on 

34 cup pure maple syrup, about 

2 pints vanilla ice cream, 
softened 

Heavy cream, whipped 


Spread the almonds on a baking sheet 
and toast in a preheated 400° oven until 
they are dark brown. Shake the pan 
occasionally to turn them over. Cool. 
Then grind in the electric blender until 
very fine. Mix with the maple syrup to 
make a thin paste (add more maple syrup 
if the mixture seems too thick). 

Spoon a generous amount of the almond 
paste into the bottoms of six to eight par- 
fait or wine glasses. Cover with a thick 
layer of the ice cream. Freeze until firm, 
then cover each glass with Saran, tying it 
securely. 

To serve, take from the freezer 30 
minutes before serving time and place in 
the refrigerator. Garnish each glass with 
whipped cream. 

This recipe can be doubled successfully, 
in which case you will need about a dozen 
classes.

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e spirits for your after-dinner 
liqueurs with names often

One of the pleasantest moments of the contemporary 
dinner party is “moving to the other room” and se- 
lecting an after-dinner drink—from a myriad of 
mysterious bottles of intriguing liquids. 

It was not always so. Brandy and cigars used to 
be reserved for the gentlemen “retiring” to the li- 
brary, but the old breed has long since given up its 
splendid isolation. “Equal rights” played its part in 
the retreat, but certainly the development of a wide 
range of liqueurs (or “cordials’—the names have 
become synonymous ) encouraged it. 

In truth, the after-dinner drinks are so abundant 
that the very quantity and variety may put you off. 
There must be some order, you would think, in all 
of these elixirs, potions, tonics, essences and ex- 
tracts. You are right. There need be no mystery. 

Brandy—in one form or another—is the first es- 
sential of your after-dinner arsenal. Brandy is usu- 
ally distilled from grape wine. (It can be made 
from a fermented mash of any fruit.) Grape brandy 
is made in just about every country where grapes 
are grown and wine made, including our own 
(which supplies three quarters of the brandy we 
drink—see House Beautiful’s November issue). By 
far the finest and most honored comes from a small 
area in France known as the Charente, not very far 
north of Bordeaux. There, the chalky soil favors the 
growth of the St. Emilion, the Folle Blanche and 
the Colombard grapes and the thin, sourish wine 
made from these distills into the world-renowned 
Cognac (named for the city in the heart of the 
area). There are dozens and dozens of Cognacs to 
choose from. Let your pocketbook (and one of the 
great names) be your guide: Martell, Courvoisier, 
Hennessy, Hine, Bisquit Dubouché, de Polignac, 
Rémy-Martin, Otard, Delemain, Ragnaud, Briand— 
all of these offer fine Cognacs in various bottlings. 





Star means five to seven years in cask; V.O. (Very 
Old) and V.S.0.P. (Very Superior Old Pale) mean 
10 to 20 years in the cask. The Xs and XOs, 
Special Reserves, Family Reserves and so on desig- 
nate Cognacs blended of spirits some of which may 
be up to 50 years of age. But don’t be guided en- 
tirely by age—a more youthful Cognac often has 
a livelier flavor. Color is no real guide either. A 
little caramel (burnt sugar) can add the hue of age. 
Choose your Cognac by its clean taste and beauty 
of aroma and by its rounded, mellow softness. 

Armagnac is the only other grape brandy of con- 
sequence that sports its own special, protected 
name. This comes from the old Gascony district of 
the immortal D’Artagnan. It is produced in small 
quantity, ages beautifully for as long as 50 years 
in the oak of its own district. It is meatier than 
Cognac, harder when young. Some prefer its more 
flavorful characteristics to those of the more deli- 
cate Cognac. It’s an interesting alternative to have. 

To round out the basic brandy section, if you feel 
so inclined, include Calvados and Marc. Calvados 
is the distillate of apple cider, the best from the 
Vallée d’ Auge in Normandy. Good Calvados is hard 
to come by but the devotee will bless you for having 
it for him, as nothing else will do. Some quite 
decent apple brandies are being produced here these 
days—by Hildick or Laird. 

Mare (pronounced “mar”) is an acquired taste, 
and | (for one) have acquired it. Serve it as a 
conversation piece. It is a distillate of the pomace 
or leftover pits, skins, twigs, etc. of the grapes after 
pressing. Harsh and woody, it mellows somewhat 
after 10 to 20 years in the cask. The best is Mare de 
Champagne and Marc de Bourgogne. Serve all these 
brandies in small round snifters—and not in those 


huge crystal balloons, which are used for show only.

Pay no attention to the nonsense about “Napo- 
leon” brandy (except that “Napoleon” is used by 
one firm as a brand name). Cognac improves in 
cask perhaps up to 60 years.

Now we pass on to another division entirely—the 
fruit brandies or “Alcools Blancs,” as they are 
called in Alsace-Lorraine, Switzerland, Luxembourg 
and the Black Forest of Germany. where most are 
made. This is a unique category of spirits, each 
produced from a mash of berries or other fruits, 
fermented in casks for up to a year, distilled, and 
then aged in glass to insure a water-white product. 
The best known are Kirsch (from cherries), Fraise 
(strawberries). Framboise (raspberries), Mirabelle 
(yellow plums), Quetsch (blue plums), Poire (the 
Williams pear). All are delicious. All are expensive 
(it takes huge quantities of fruit to make a single 
bottle—up to 60 pounds of raspberries, they say, 
to make one bottle of Framboise). And all have the 
heavenly aroma of the fruit. One kind—two at the 
most—should grace your tray. Serve icy cold in a 


chilled glass or balloon. (Continued on page 87)

BUCHE DE NOEL 
(Christmas Yule Log) 


Years ago, it was the custom in France to 
burn a Christmas log of great size that, once 
lighted, would last through Christmas Eve 
supper. Apparently, this was the inspiration 
for Bache de Noel, one of the most charm- 
ing of the traditional French holiday cakes. 
Biscuit Roulé 

3 eggs separated 

4 cup sugar 


‘% cup plus 1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 


2 tablespoons cornstarch 
1 tablespoon butter, melted 


Line an 11 by 16-inch jelly roll pan with parch- 
ment or waxed paper. Set aside. 

Combine the egg yolks and sugar in a generous 
bowl and beat until very light and the mixture 
makes “ribbons.” Mix in the flour and cornstarch. 
Beat the whites with a rotary or electric beater 
until they hold firm shiny peaks when the beater is 
held straight up. With a wire whisk, vigorously 
beat about a third of the whites into the batter. 
Then, using a rubber spatula, fold in the remain- 
der. Finally, fold in the melted butter. Pour into 
the prepared pan, smoothing the batter evenly so 
that it touches all sides. 

Bake in a preheated 400° oven for 12 or 15 
minutes or until the roulé begins to shrink from the 
sides of the pan. Turn out on a cake rack and pull 
off the paper. When cold, wrap completely in a 
fresh dish towel that has been wrung out in cold 
water. Refrigerate until it is time to complete 
your Yule log. (Continued on page 84) 


1. Sprinkle biscuit roulé with the Kirschwasser 
and water as explained on page 84, then spread the 
jelly over the entire surface. Roll the cake, pressing 
hard with your hands so you have a tight roll. 
2. With a metal spatula, spread a layer of choco- 
late créme all over the log, but do not cover the 
ends. 3. Trim the ends of the cake and with the 
trimmings form a little “stump” on top of the log. 
Cover the stump with chocolate creme. 4. Pull the 
tines of a fork down the full length of the roll, both 
top and sides, to simulate bark. 5. Cover the ends 
with coffee creme. Then, to simulate the rings in 
the grain of wood, pipe circles on the ends with 
dark chocolate creme. Then, to complete your log, 
pipe a garland of ivy leaves around it wiih the 
green creme. Garnish with meringue mushrooms.

Is Vacherin Fribourgeois available in the U.S.? 


One of Switzerland’s oldest cheeses. it is now coming into 
this country in limited quantities during the winter months 
(November, December, January). Edward Edelman of New 
York’s Ideal Cheese Shop tells us his customers are “elated” 
to discover it is available here. A white cheese (as is true of 
Swiss winter cheeses, because the cows are fed on hay rather 
than grass) with a full, strong flavor, it is used in the Canton 
Fribourg—where it is produced—in combination with Gruyeére 
to make fondue. 


What is the meaning of mange-tout? 


Meaning “eat all,” its French for beans or peas, the pods of 
which are good to eat. Examples would be the edible-podded 
peas also known as sugar peas, snow peas or Chinese peas, 
used widely in Chinese cooking. They can be bought fresh 
in Chinese markets and are also available frozen—though 
frozen ones do not match the freshly plucked vegetable in 
sweetness or crispness. 


Is it true that vodka is of Polish origin? 


Yes. The name derives from woda mearing water, eventually 
becoming wodka or “little water.” Apparently it was produced 
as early as 1454 in the city of Gdansk. Distilled from rye. 
it originally was used as a tonic and even as an eyewash 
(the proof at that time was fairly low—perhaps a good thing). 
As time went on, the alcohol content was stepped up, and by 
the 17th century, vodka was being exported to England and 
the Netherlands. Vodka should be served straight. ice cold, 
in small glasses. Caviar is the perfect companion. Wyborowe 
Wodka is colorless and 100 proof: Zubrowka, yellow, comes 
with a strand of rare bison herb in the bottle. 


Can poultry be partially cooked one day, finished the next? 


Definitely not. Its very risky because it would give bacterie 
a splendid opportunity to grow. 


How can you determine the ripeness of tomatoes? 


The University of Arkansas Agricultural Experiment Station 
has developed a very simple way. Place the tomatoes in 4 
large container partially filled with water. The ripest tomatoes 
sink to the bottom and the less ripe float at various levels, 
Reason: The degree of ripeness affects the specific gravity 
If the tomatoes are not ripe. place with an overripe apple 
in a plastic bag that has a few holes punched in it. The ripe 
apple will give off ethylene gas, which stimulates unripe fruil 
to ripen. Ripe apples are recommended because they give 
off an extraordinary amount of ethylene. The bag should not 





be airtight because fruit breathes—taking in oxygen and giv- 
ing off carbon dioxide. High concentrations of carbon dioxide 
can prevent ripening. Hence the need for the holes to allow 
carbon dioxide to escape. Some of the ethylene may escape. 
too, but enough will remain to speed up the ripening of the 


tomatoes in the bag. 


What are the signs of a good cucumber? 


It should be a good green color and firm from one end to 
the other. Cucumbers with withered or shriveled ends will 
probably be bitter and those with large diameters. a dull color 
or a skin that is turning yellowish are likely to have tough 
flesh and large, hard seeds. 


What are Saratoga chops? 


According to the U.S. Department of Agriculture, these are 
boneless lamb chops made from the inside shoulder muscle. #

on the board—Gumdrop Moun- 
tain, Peppermint Stick Forest— 
are thoughts that have classic ap- 
peal for four- and five-year-olds. 

Lionel Weintraub, president of 
Ideal Toy Corporation, thinks 
their Tiny Tears doll is probably 
a classic, too, and they are bring- 
ing her back. Why did a one- 
trick doll like Ideal’s Crissy 
catch on? (Her trick is that her 
hair “grows.”) “She could have 
been just another doll.’ Wein- 
traub speculates, “but she struck 
a nerve.

HOW TO KEEP LIFE 
IN YOUR CHRISTMAS TREE 


By ELVIN McDONALD [J It is 
a bittersweet experience to dec- 
orate a cut Christmas tree, smell- 
ing that fragrant freshness of the 
forest and knowing all the while 
that the tree will soon be lifeless. 
The alternative is a living tree, 
as discussed on page 43. 

To bring a living tree through 
the holidays in the house, remem- 
ber these two vital guidelines: 
(1) Be sure the balled-and-bur- 
lapped or container-grown tree 
you select is alive at the time of 
purchase. Avoid any with a 
frozen ball of earth about the 
roots. If the tree has not been 
properly handled before you re- 
ceive it, it has little chance of 
survival. (2) Keep the entire ball 
of earth surrounding the roots 
well moistened at all times. 
Conifers are much more sensitive 
to drying out than most deciduous 
trees. Few will survive even one 
short period of severe dryness. 

The less time your tree stays 
indoors in a warm room the bet- 
ter will be its likelihood of liv- 
ing. Well cared for, it should be 
able to tolerate a week to ten days 
inside. When you first bring the 
tree home, store it outdoors in a 
protected place or in an unheated 
garage. Cover the rootball with 
straw, peat moss or a_ heavy 
blanket to prevent freezing. At 
the time of purchase, ask -your 
nurseryman if the tree has been 
sprayed with an antidesiccant 
such as Wilt Pruf. If not, spray 
the tree yourself. This thin, trans- 
parent coating of plastic helps 
keep the needles moisture-filled. 


Tips on trees 


Now put your living Christmas 
tree in a tub, dishpan or child’s 
flying saucer. Keep an inch or 
two of water in the bottom at all 
times. Small trees may be planted 
in a handsome redwood tub or 
terra cotta pot, with a saucer 
underneath to catch drainage 
from the container. Where you 
place your tree indoors will also 
improve its chances of survival. 
However picturesque it is, forget 
that snug corner by the fireplace. 
And keep the tree away from heat 
ducts and hot drafts. Kindling 
wood can be used to wedge. it 
in a firm upright position, with 
camouflaging of cotton batting, 
felt or cut greens on top of it. 
Just don’t forget to replenish the 
water every day or two. 

After the presents are opened, 
but long before Twelfth Night, 
remove your tree to a cool but not 
freezing room, porch or garage 
for a week or so. The first mild 
day, plant it in the ground where 
it is to grow permanently—or in 
a temporary location where it can 


stay until early spring. Obviously, 
you can save yourself back- 
breaking work if you dig the 
hole, before winter freeze-up. Fill 
it with straw and set the neces- 
sary backfill soil in a warm place. 
Plant as you would any tree, care- 
fully tamping in soil mixed with 
moist peat moss. Then flood with 
warm water. Mulch heavily with 
straw, held in place with stones, 
bricks or boards. 

If you plan to use your living 
tree as a container plant on ter- 
race, patio or rooftop after the 
holidays, keep it in a cold, but 
not freezing place until severe 
winter weather is over. Where 
winter temperatures seldom dip 
below 15 degrees, you may place 
the tree outdoors immediately, 
being sure that the soil is satu- 
rated with moisture before there 
is any chance of freezing. Situate 
the tree where it will have pro- 
tection from chilling winds and 
from the burning sun of a bright 
winter day. 


Christmas crop 


While the living Christmas tree 
that may grow eventually to 50 
feet or more is a memorable ex- 
perience, the cut Christmas tree 
industry is no longer a bane on 
the ecology. The vast majority of 
Christmas trees sold today are 
carefully cultivated on tree plan- 
tations as a crop to be harvested 
annually, like wheat or corn. 
The soil is tilled and enriched; 
the trees are pruned and _ pro- 
tected from insect and disease 
damage. The relatively small per- 
centage of trees cut from native 
stands are young specimens that 
need to be thinned. 

To prolong the life of greens 
or of a cut Christmas tree, follow 
this procedure: To one gallon of 
boiling water add four teaspoons 
Clorox or chlorinated bleach, 
four tablespoons of micronized 
iron (available at garden stores 
under the name Green Garde) 
and two cups of light syrup, 
such as Karo. Mix. Immerse 
split stems of greens or the fresh- 
ly sawed stub of your tree for a 
few hours. Also put the solution 
in the well of the tree holder and 
add warm water as needed to 
keep filled. 

To make your cut tree fire- 
resistant, add nine ounces of 
Borax and four ounces of boric 
acid crystals or powder to one 
gallon of warm water. Mix and 
spray the tree or greens with a 
mist-type sprayer. 

One word of caution: Do not 
use combustible decorations and 
flammable reflectors for colored 
lights. Keep metal foil “icicles” 
or tinsel out of bulb sockets. ®
